MAYOR’S MESSAGE 
January 12, 1953. 


The year 1952 has been another year of 
progress for Lansing in government, busi- 
ness and industry. 


During the past year several of our 
major street projects were completed. The 
largest being the Cedar Street grade-sepa- 
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ration and Cedar Street widening. This 
highway is a part of the U.S. trunk line 
system and the cost was shared with City, 
State and Federal funds. The cost of the 
project was $2,547,000, and the City share 
‘was $637,000. Saginaw Street was widened 
from Logan Street to our west city limits. 
U.S. 16 was widened from the sugar beet 
‘plant to the south side of the Grand River 
Bridge. The intersection of U.S. 16 at 
Sheridan Street was greatly improved and 
the pavement widened to Marshall Street. 
The total cost on all of the projects in 
which the three units of government shared 
amounted to $2,846,176, representing total 
value of: construction and _ right-of-way. 
The cost to the City was approximately 
$711,000. This is by far the largest con- 
struction program on streets ever carried 
out in Lansing, and we: have had full co- 
operation from the Michigan State High- 
way Department in setting up the projects 
and carrying them through to completion. 


Other trunk line work included resurfac- 
ing Saginaw Street from Butler to Logan, 
South Cedar Street from Mt. Hope to 
Hamilton and Larch Street from Saginaw 
to Grand River Avenue. West Main Street 
was covered with a seal coat. Allegan 
Street widened from Pine to Logan and 
Shiawassee Street widened from the rail- 
road tracks east to Pennsylvania Avenue, 
together with resurfacing of the old pave- 
ment. Allegan Street will be widened be- 
tween Pine and Walnut Streets. 


Our street resurfacing program was 
greatly expanded this past year. The black 
top program consisted of paving 6.4 miles 
of gravel streets and curb and gutter 
construction on 41% miles of streets. The 
City also participated in grading work and 
resurfacing the apron at the Capitol City 
Airport. 


Many new sewers were constructed in 
1952. A total of 6 miles of sewers, ranging 
in size from pipe 8 inches in diameter to 
a double barrel line 72 inch by 44 inch 
steel arch pipe was built during the past 
year. The total cost of new sewer con- 
struction was $385,000, of which $60,000 
was assessed against benefited property. 


The $3,000,000 expansion program at the 
Sewage and Garbage Treatment Plant that 
was started in 1949 will be completed with- 
in the next few months. This. new plant 
will make it possible to properly handle 
. up to 40 million gallons per day of com- 
bined sewage and surface water. 


$90,000 worth of new sidewalk was con- 
structed by the City and a great amount 
was constructed by private contractors. 


Projects being considered in addition to 
street and sewer expansion includes a grade- 
separation on East Saginaw Street at the 
M.C.R.R. A truck route for U.S. 16, which 
would by-pass the business district in 
North Lansing. The elevation of Saginaw 
Street at Grand Avenue to cut the steep 
slope of the hill. The extension of East 
Main Street from the bridge, and Ottawa 
Street east would be most desirable. Mt. 


Hope Avenue west should be widened, also 
Logan Street from Olds to Main. Cava- 
naugh Road from Cedar Street east to 
the city limits should be paved. 


The Water and Electric: Light Depart- 
ment experienced a busy year. The amount 
of water and electricity used is a good 
indication of general conditions in the com- 
munity. Both of these services experienced 
an all time high the past year. The water 
and electric facilities are now being en- 
larged to meet the increasing demand for 
these services by the new homes, business 
establishments and industrial plants. Serv- 
ice is being rendered to approximately 
23,000 water customers and 39,000 elec- 
tric users, which last year used 51% billion 
gallons of water and 450 million KWH of 


electricity. 


Nearly 4 miles of water main was in- 
stalled. Electric cable was installed to 
serve the new State office building and 
increased electrical service facilities ex- 
tended to give increasd srvice to the Motor 
Wheel Corporation and General Motors 
plants. Steam mains were extended to 
heat the new State office building. A 40- 
thousand KW addition to the Moores Park 
Power plant is well under way. Our City 
is a well lighted city. At present nearly 
7,000 boulevard lights adorn the streets. 
Many more will be installed when copper 
wire is available. 


During the past year the Park Board 
has taken over and improved the land on 
Moores River Drive at the west end of 
Riverside Park and have added one more 
property for the enlargement of the play- 
grounds at Lincoln Center where more 
room is needed. The Council turned over 
to the Park Board the land which has 
been acquired south of Kalamazoo on River 
Street with provision made for free auto- 
mobile parking, and it is hoped that this 
whole section can be cleared and improved 
this coming season. The Council also con- 
tracted for the purchase of the Turner 
Farm on East Mt. Hope Ave. which pro- 
vides one of the best natural park sites 
in this section. 


The City has kept up with the unusual 
growth in population in setting aside land 
for park and recreation development. 


I am pleased to see that federal restric- 
tions on recreation buildings have been lifted 
and that work will go ahead on the Groes- 
beck Clubhouse in an effort to have it ready 
for late spring play. The new building 
will allow the golf course to be operated 
as an 18 hole golf course or as two nine 
hole courses and will facilitate league play. 
Better sanitary facilities and parking area 
should prove popular with our growing 
family of public golfers, 


I would recommend that the Council give 
serious consideration to providing in the 
budget for park buildings at Ranney Park 
and at West Side Field where facilities 
are lacking to serve the public’s use of the 
municipal. fields. 


The City has given full consideration to 
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the newly annexed territory on the south 
side of the City :and has acquired lands 
for recreation use; with the School Board 
on Lyons Avenue afd on Cavanaugh Road. 
Improvement work §s under way at Poxon 
Park and on the sou‘h end of Washington 
Avenue Park. Walde Park was enlarged 
by the purchase of ati adjoining lot. 


In my opinion, the Pirk Board is oper- 
ating an excellent street ‘tree program, has 
two well maintained munivipal cemeteries, 
has been forward looking it: providing and 
maintaining open areas for rk and recre- 
ation purposes in. practically \-ery neigh- 
borhood in this City and in providing a 
wholesome year around recreation program 
which is enjoyed by all of our citizens. 


During the year 1518 building permits 
were issued for an estimated building cost 
of 12% million dollars. 474 new homes, a 
like number remodeled and 564 other non- 
residential projects were built. 


The City Plan Commission approved 40 
petitions for rezoning and 7 new plats of 
land, some of these plats are practically 
covered with houses now completed or in 
process of construction. 134 appeals, cover- 
ing buildings or remodeling projects, were 
processed by the Zoning Board of Appeals. 
A complete land use survey for the entire 
city was started, and should be completed 
early this year. 


The Traffic Commission had an unusual 
amount of work assigned to its care. 
Major streets being repaired in all direc- 
tions necessitated detours. Four new small 
off-street parking lots were opened making 
a total of 8 off-street metered lots—T7 city 
owned. One city owned lot on Grand Ave- 
nue is now being leased. Much work was 
done to facilitate traffic movement and the 
model traffic ordinance became effective. 


Automotive registration in our area is 
high and still going higher. This means 
more traffic and more business and better 
facilities for control. The off-street lot 
program should be expanded and extended 
to include congested out-lying areas. 


The Police and Fire Departments made 
minor additions to their complement of 
men but have had trouble keeping their 
quotas filled due to a shortage of man- 
power in respect! to the age and qualifica- 
tions desired. 


The Police and Fire Board has made 
recommendation to the City Council for 
additional buildings to properly carry on 
their work. Recommendation has_ been 
made that a police building be established 
in the downtown area apart from the City 
Hall, and a new fire station be built in 
the south part of the City. 


The remaining properties in the Civic 
Center area were purchased and the Coun- 
cil authorized the issuance of proposals 
for bids for construction of the Auditorium 
and Veterans Memorial and Civic Building. 
It will not be possible to place contracts 
for the needed portions of this Civic Cen- 
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ter unless new funds are made available. 


'I am of the opinion that we should raise 


funds by a bond issue to complete the 
greater part of the Civic Center, as well 
as other needed public structures as the 


Council may determine. 


Lansing is a community of nearly 100,000 
population with a net worth in real and 
personal property of one-half billion dol- 
lars. We have top 3A rating in the bond 
market, no bonds outstanding to be retired 
by taxation. At the low rate of interest 
available we should make available to our 


' people some of the public structures that 


would make for better community living, 
as well as promoting city growth. 


Lansing, in addition to being the Capitol 
of Michigan and adjacent to Michigan State 
College, one of the 10 largest colleges in 
the country, is the hub of Michigan where, 
within a 100 mile radius, most of the peo- 
ple in this great State live. 


I extend to the retiring aldermen, many 
of whom I have counseled for many years, 
my deep appreciation for their assistance 
in administering the work of City govern- 
ment. I am also grateful to the members 
of the several boards and commissions for 
their good civic work. To the press and 
radio thanks for a good job of keeping 
before our people the issues of government, 
both good and bad, so that we who man 
the staff of government shall be always 
alert to the process needed to advance our 
community well-being. I extend to the 
new Council my earnest support in carry- 
ing out the coming year’s work under the 
directions which are your to fathom.

There is attached to this letter a report 
of the City Transit Commission signed by 
Mr. B. C. Cox, chairman, and Mr. John 
Affeldt, Jr., member, recommending that 
the Inter-City Coach Line Company be 
authorized to sell tokens at the rate of 
seven (7) for a dollar and maintain its 


present fifteen-cent ($.15) cash fare. 


The bus company has submitted a pro- 
jection for 1953 showing that gross reve- 
nues will increase $25,000 as a result of 
the increase in token fare. This I do 
not think unreasonable. The projection of 
the bus company is based upon an esti- 
mated decrease in passengers of ten per 
cent. When these figures were submitted, 
I questioned the use of this decrease. 
Thereupon, the company furnished me with 
a statement of decrease in revenue passen- 
gers from 1946 to 1952, inclusive. These 
figures disclose a decrease in revenue pas- 
sengers for the year 1952 of 21.55 per cent. 
If the number of revenue passengers de- 
creases in the next year 10 per cent, then 
the request of the bus company, in my 
mind, is not unreasonable. If the number 
of revenue passengers should not decrease, 
then the selling of tokens for 7 for $1.00 
would materially increase the token reve- 
nue and in the absence of such a decrease 
in revenue passengers would be, in my 
mind, an unreasonable increase. 


However, it is the Council’s authority 
to either grant or reject the proposal. If 
the Council feels that the projection of 
the bus company based upon a 10 per cent 
decrease in passengers is reasonable, then 
the increased fares resulting from tokens 
selling at 7 for $1.00 would not be un- 
reasonable.

It seems to me, in view of the require- 
ment that twelve votes were necessary to 
over-ride the objections to the rezoning a 
like number should be required to recon- 
sider the motion by which such resolution 
was adopted. Upon consultation with the 


City Attorney who has concluded that . 


twelve votes were necessary to reconsider, 
I, hereby, veto the action of the Council of 
January 12, 1953, and hold that such 
motion to reconsider was not carried.

The question of the number of votes 
required to reconsider the vote by which 
an amendment to the Zoning Ordinance 
was adopted at a previous meeting has 
been a subject of some inquiry and the 
first thing to be taken into consideration 
is Rule 36 of the Council (1927). Such 
rule provides that a motion to reconsider 
the vote by which any measure shall have 
passed the Council shall require the votes 
of a majority of the aldermen-elect to 
carry it. 


‘Upon first blush it would seem that a 
mere majority of the Council could com- 
pletely stifie the action of a previous Coun- 
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cil wherein, in a matter then pending be- 
fore it and adopted by % of the members 
voting thereon. 


An early interesting case, Stockdale vs. 
School Dist. 47 Mich. page 226 was one 
in which a statute required a 2/3 vote to 
pass a resolution. It was held that it 
could not be reconsidered or rescinded ex- 
cept by a 2/3 vote. 


In the case of Whitney vs. Village of 
Hudson, 69 Mich. page 189 the Council 
had before it the matter of letting a pave- 
ment contract job and paying the expenses 
therefor under the city’s charter which 
prohibited the Council from ordering any 
tax or assessment except by a 2/3 vote of 
the members of the Council. The Council 
was made up of six trustees and a presi- 
dent. Four such trustees voted in favor 
and the court determined that the Common 
Council plus the vote of the president had 
to be considered. In other words, five 
votes were necessary. . 


In Naegely vs. City of Saginaw, 101 
Mich. page 533 it was said, “‘A corporate 
act which can only be taken by a major- 
ity vote of all the aldermen-elect could 
not be rescinded except by a like vote.” 


In Gale vs. Board of Supervisors, 260 
Mich. page 399 the board had undertaken 
to adopt a resolution to change the method 
of the support of the poor, to become effec- 
tive more than a year after the date of 
its adoption. At a later meeting the super- 
visors, at a date still before the effective 
date of such resolution, undertook to re- 
verse the action of the early board but 
failed by two votes of a 2/3 majority 
which the early resolution had. The court 
there held that legislative acts, as distin- 
guished from contracts, do not tie the 
hands of succeeding legislatures. In other 
words that the earlier action of the board 
of supervisors could only be rescinded by 
the vote of 2/3 of such supervisors. 


It is, therefore, my opinion that in order 
to reconsider the action of the Council 
wherein an amendment to the Zoning 
Ordinance was adopted by a % majority 
of the aldermen-elect, could only be accomp- 
lished by the vote of a % majority.

On Tuesday, December 9, 1952, the Lan- 

sing Traffic Commission passed a_reso- 

lution recommending for City Council’s 

consideration, a one-way street system. 
The system will be presented in two 

steps. Step No. 1 is now presented. Pro- 

posed effective date is Sunday, March 15, 

1953. 


Step No. 1 proposes the following streets 
be designated one-way streets: 


Cherry, north-—-from Main to Kalamazoo. 


River, northwest— from Kalamazoo to 
Washtenaw. 


Grand, south—from Saginaw to Main.

Capitol, north—from Main to Grand River. 
Walnut, south—from Grand River to Olds. 
Washtenaw, west—Grand to Logan. 
Allegan, east—from Logan to Grand. 
Ottawa, west—from Grand to Logan. 
Ionia, east—from Logan to Grand. 


We feel that this plan: will help to re- 
lieve. congestion that is slowly but surely 
“strangling” the downtown area. We must 
do everything possible to create freedom 
of movement in this area. 


The advantages of one-way streets far 
out-weigh the disadvantages. 


Advantages of One-Way Streets 


One-way streets offer many advantages 
over two-way streets. Some of these from 
the Traffic Engineering Handbook are: 


1. Increases the capacity of a_ street. 
Motorists find it more convenient and 
less confusing to drive when all motor 
vehicles are driven in the same direc- 
tion ; hence more traffic can be accom- 
modated on a given street when oper- 
ated in one direction only than on 
the same facility when operating as a 
two-way street. 


2. Increases the average speed of traffic. 
Due to the elimination of opposing 
streams of traffic and the more effi- 
cient operation of the traffic signal 
system. Eliminates most of the hazard 
and delay arising from turning move- 
ments. Will facilitate. movement of 
mass transit vehicles and of heavy 
trucks. Permits passing of slow mov- 
ing vehicles on streets otherwise too 
congested for passing maneuvers. 


3. Facilitates the operation of a pro- 
gressive signal system. The only re- 
quirement in determining signal tim- 


ing offsets, is the rate of speed at - 


which traffic is to move. The compli- 
eating effect of unequal and improper 
block lengths is removed. 


4. Reduces most types of accidents. In- 
tersectional accidents are substantially 
reduced due to decrease in the possible 
points of conflict. Accidents between 
intersections are likewise reduced. 


5. Eliminates headlight glare. Motorists 
may use high beam with consequent 
pedestrian safety. 


6. Improves pedestrian movement by re- 
ducing accident hazard and delay due 
to movement through pedestrian lanes. 
At a signalized intersection of two 
one-way streets, two pedestrian lanes 
are completely free of conflict between 
pedestrians and vehicles in each signal 
cycle. On a one-way street controlled 
by a progressive signal system, pedes- 
trians are given safe crossing at inter- 
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mediate intersections by gaps in traffic 
created by the signal timing. 


7. Makes possible the establishment of 
fire emergency lanes to facilitate the 
movement of emergency vehicles with 
special signal timing. on _ signalized 
streets. 


From a Monetary Standpoint, the One- 
Way Street Yields a Number of Eco- 
nomic Benefits. 


8. Avoids necessity for large expenditures 
on new facilities by making best use 
of existing street pattern. 


9. Improved operation of traffic on one- 
way street allows economic benefits 
through improved speed of traffic, 
reducing costly delays and accidents. 


10. May avoid or postpone economic loss 
due to decentralization of a central 
business district by improved traffic 
and parking conditions within and 
facilitation of flow in and out of that 
district. 


11. Reduces amount of police enforcement 
necessary. Some police officers assigned 
to traffic control at present two-way 
intersections could be released for other 
duties. 


The advantages are many and it is de- 
sired to enlarge upon Advantage No. 4 
above. One of the most serious delays to 
traffic is caused by turning movements. 
One-way streets will provide a lane for 
each movement—right turns, thru, and 
left turns. Naturally, with danes for each 
movement, present congestion and delays 
to thru traffic caused by turning move- 
ments would disappear. 


Disadvantages of One-Way Streets 


1. Motorists may have to travel farther 
to reach certain locations. This dis- 
advantage is influenced largely by the 
length of the blocks which must be 
traversed and may be influenced by 
the number of one-way streets in the 
system. 


2. Additional sign posting. One-way signs 
must be erected at every intersection 
and it usually takes a month of en- 
forcement effort before all motorists 
become thoroughly acquainted with the 
one-way movement. Some out-of-town 
motorists may be confused in trying 
to reach destination. 


3. Unfavorable influence on some busi- 
ness establishments abutting on one- 
way streets on -account of loss of 
traffic in one direction. 


Parking Will Remain, Under Step No. 1, 
On Both Sides of One-Way Streets 


The impression that parking will be re- 
moved from one side of one-way streets 
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is false. Under Step No. 1, we can fore- 
see no reason. for prohibiting any parking 
now permitted on two-way streets. The 
only change will be that all parked vehi- 
cles will face in the direction of travel on 
one-way streets. 


Effective Date 


It is desired to put Step No. 1 in oper- 
ation on Sunday, March 15, 1953. 


It will take a minimum of 90 days to 
give the plan a fair trial. In this con- 
nection we request that Article VII, Traffic 
Ordinance No. 300, City of Lansing, be 
amended and that the above streets appear 
in Schedule I. : 


To accomplish this, and allow 30 days to - 


elapse, after passage, the following sched- 
ule is suggested: 


Monday, February 2, 1953—introduce or- 
dinance. 


Monday, February 9, 1953—pass ordi- 
nance. 


Your cooperation in this matter will be 
appreciated.

We have received your Day Letter read- 
ing as follows:

In view of the fact that the term ‘Civic 
Center’ might include one or more munici- 
pal buildings for various purposes, we took 
the liberty of calling you on the telephone 
to inquire more specifically about the im- 
provements contemplated by that term. 
We now understand that the “‘Civiec Center” 
will consist of a single building which 
might be described as a ‘‘Memorial Civic 
Auditorium” and it would appear that the 


proposal to construct such a Center would 


be a single proposition. 


We wish to confirm our telephone con- 
versation in which we advised you that 
we have been unable to find in the deci- 
sions of the Supreme Court of Michigan 
any decision expressly on this point. The 
Court has approved as a single proposition 
submitted to voters, the construction of 
multiple school building units but in Mus- 
kegon v. Vander Laan, 178 N.W., 424 the 
Court stated:

may gather votes for the other.” 


This case then quotes, with apparent 
approval, the general rule requiring the 
separation of separate projects as follows: 


“It has been held that the question 
of bonding for waterworks and for a 
sewerage system should be submitted 
separately (Johnson v. Roddey, 83 S.C. 
462, 65 S.E. 626). Likewise where 
eleven purposes were combinel into one 
proposition (City of Denver v. Hayes, 
28 Colo. 110, 68 Pac. 311). See City 
of Joplin v. Wilder, 217 Mo. 261, 
116 S. W. 1087. 


We accordingly conclude (1) that the 
proposition of issuing bonds for the Civic 
Center may be submitted as a _ single 
proposition; (2) the proposition of issuing 
grade separation bonds may be submitted 
as a single proposition notwithstanding 
that there may be more than one grade 
separation included in the program; (3) 
that the question of issuing fire station 
bonds should be submitted as a single 
proposition although more than one fire 
station might be included in the program 
of fire protection; and (4) a separate 
proposition should be submitted author- 
izing bonds to construct a police station.

Left 
turns to be prohibited from 3 PM to 6 PM 
daily except Sundays. By authority of 
Section 10, Article II, Traffic Ordinance 
No. 300, City of Lansing, this is being done 
for a 30-day trial.

At a meeting Tuesday, February 10, 
1953, the Traffic Commission heard a re- 
port on the proposed downtown traffic sig- 
nal revision. The undersigned was instruct- 
ed to submit to City Council a report on 
the downtown traffic signals. 


This report is as follows: 


DOWNTOWN TRAFFIC SIGNALS 


Outmoded System Being Modernized 


The downtown traffic signal system is 
basically an outmoded system. For the last 
five or six years work has been progressing 
on the modernization of this system. 


In the basement of the City Hall is a 
master controller which controls the opera- 
tion of all traffic signals on Capitol Ave- 
nue, Washington Avenue, and Grand Ave- 
nue from Shiawassee Street to Kalamazoo 
Street —- to Lenawee Street on Washing- 
ton Avenue. This arrangement makes for 
a very inflexible system. 


Up to date, 13 intersections have been 
rebuilt with 7 intersections to go. This re- 
building involves removing old underground 
cable and pulling in new cable. New three- 
dial. controllers have been installed, giving 
these intersections local control. 


Reduction of Vehicular-Pedestrian Conflict 
to Permit More Vehicles to Turn Right 


What we are proposing will have a far- 
reaching effect towards the elimination of 
one of the greatest causes of congestion 
in the downtown area. This congestion is 
caused by the conflict between right turn- 
ing vehicles and pedestrians. This conflict 
should be and can be greatly reduced. 


In order to reduce this conflict, we must 
separate the traffic signal indications for 
vehicles and pedestrians. To do this, it 
will be necessary to instal] overhead sus-

pended signals for vehicular control and 
utilize the present corner pedestal mounted 
signals with walk-wait lenses for penne 
trian control. 


‘Present duct system too small 


It has been asked why all these control 
features could not be incorporated into the 
present signal setup. In order to do this 
and operate red, amber, green, walk, wait, 
and fire signals, it would be necessary to 
pull in more cable than the present duct 
system could take. New and larger ducts 
would mean tearing up each intersection 
at considerable cost. 


By going overhead with the vehicular 
signals, the present underground cable 
could handle the corner pedestal control 
signals (present signal operation is han- 
dled now by this cable). Cable for over- 
head signals would, of course, be above 
ground. At the 7 intersections to be done, 
present old cable probably could be left 
in and used for several more years. 


Safety Would Be Increased with 
Qverhead Signals 


Another argument in favor of overhead 
vehicular signals is safety. Actually, it is 
asking too much, with our wide streets, 
for a vehicle operator to observe corner 
pedestal signals. Competition from neon 
signs is great. Traffic information signs 
could also be installed overhead so that 
they. could be easily seen. 


Overhead suspensions are not as un- 
sightly as they used to be. The use of new 
materials has accomplished this. 


Washington Avenue first 


As most of our severe vehicular-pedes- 
trian conflicts occur on Washington Ave- 
nue, it is planned to make this the first 
street to be changed. This change would 
be made at.all signalized intersections from 
Shiawassee Street to Lenawee Street. 


Congestion costs the motorist unknown 
amounts of money. Congestion costs the 
merchant money through reduced patron- 
age. Congestion downtown speeds con- 
struction of outlying shopping centers. 
Outlying shopping centers eventually drain 
business away from the downtown area. 
When this happens the City loses money 
due to reduced assessments and consequent- 
ly lower taxes. 


Money saved through less congestion 
would soon pay for the cost of installation 
as outlined above. 


Your serious consideration of this pro- 
posal is requested. We would like to start 
this work this summer.

At a meeting Tuesday, February 10, 1953, 
the Traffic Commission passed a resolution 
recommending for City Council’s consider- 
ation a change in the traffic signal opera- 
tion at Kalamazoo Street and Larch Street 
(US 127 - US-27 - M-78). 


We desire to make this change due to a 
100% increase in intersection accidents in 
1952 over 1951; due to serious delays caused 
by left turns; due to the hazardous condi- 
tions and inefficient operation of this inter- 
section. Northbound vehicles in the center 
lane at times back up almost to the Main 
Street Bridge from Kalamazoo Street due 
to left. turns. 


With a relatively simple change it is 
believed we can move more than twice the 
volume of traffic through the intersection 
per cycle without any conflicts. 


The plan is to prohibit left turns from 
Kalamazoo Street into Larch Street—note 
carefully —from Kalamazoo Street only. 
(Article VI, Section 3, Schedule VIII). 
three phase signal operation would then 
be instituted (See drawing below) with 
one phase for east-west traffic on Kalama- 
zoo Street; one phase for northbound traffic 
on Larch Street ; and, one phase for south- 
bound traffic on Larch Street. You will 
note from the drawing below that all 
movements are made without conflict with- 
in the intersection. A three phase signal 
operates successfully at Mt. Hope Avenue 
and Washington Avenue. 


Vehicles westbound on Kalamazoo Street 
desiring to go south would turn left at 
Beech Street. Vehicles eastbound on Kala- 
mazoo Street desiring to go north would 
turn left at Cedar Street. 


As long as we know what is wrong 
with this intersection and can remedy the 
situation, we would like to proceed immedi- 
ately with this proposal. Your permission 
to do so is requested.

trical construction.”’ 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Sections 23.04, 23.05, 23. 07, 
23.12, 23.18, 23.14, 23.16, 28. 18 of an ordi- 
nance entitled, “An Ordinance creating a 
Board of Electrical Examiners, and regul- 
lating and controlling all matters pertain- 
ing to electrical construction’ are hereby 
amended as follows, and Section 23.09 is 
hereby repealed and a new section adopted 


. to stand as Section 23.09. 


Section 23.04. Examination and License 
Required. 1. No person shall engage in 
the business of or perform the work of 
installing, erecting or altering any elec- 
trical wiring, cable or equipment unless 
said person has first obtained a_ license 
therefor from the City Clerk, except that 
no license shall be required for: 


a. Work performed in or on a single- 
family residence owned and resided 
in by the person performing the work. 


b. The manufacture, test or repair of 
electrical equipment. 


ce. Work involved in the operation of 
signals or the transmission of intelli- 
gence operating at not over 50 volts. 
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d. Any work installed by an employee 
of a public utility specifically exempt- 
ed by this ordinance. 


e. Electrical employees of a Class II 
icense, supervised by a Class A Jour- 
neyman licensee, for work performed 
in or on property owned by said Class 
II licensee. 


f. THE INSTALLATION OF  ELE- 
VATORS OR DUMWAITERS OR 
THE ERECTION OF SIGNS NOT 
INCLUDING THE CONNECTION 
TO A CURRENT SUPPLY. 


Applications for such licenses shall be 
on forms approved by the Board of Elec- 
trical Examiners. If the Board shall find 
the applicant possessed of the necessary 
qualifications for said work, the City Clerk, 
upon payment of the stated fee, shall issue 
a license authorizing the applicant to 
engage in the business of or perform the 
work herein mentioned. 


2. There shall be four classes of elec- 
trical licenses defined as follows: 


Class I. Electrical Contractor’s license, 
which shall entitle the holder thereof to 
engage in the business of erecting, install- 
ing or maintaining electric wiring and 
equipment. The licensee must possess a 
Class A registration card or employ not 
less than one Class A Po a a and 
shall pay a fee of $50.0 


Section 23.05(a). The Board of Elec- 
trical Examiners, upon the application of 
any person, in writing, addressed to it, 
stating the name and place of business of 
such applicant, the name and address of 
representative of the applicant, who will 
act as the supervisor of the work to be 
done under the license, who is the holder 
of an electrical journeyman’s license under 
this ordinance shall be examined by the 
Board of Examiners to determine his knowl- 
edge of the rules and regulations for the 
installation of electrical wiring and to 
determine his general qualifications and 
fitness for executing the work of an elec- 
trical contractor or industrial electrical 
licensee. 


(b) The Board of Electrical Examiners, 
upon the application of any person, in 
writing, addressed to it, stating his name 
and address shall examine him to determine 
his knowledge of the rules and regulations 
for the installation of electrical wiring, 
his general qualifications and fitness and 
his general knowledge of the National 
Electrical Code of 1951, and adopted by the 
National Board of Fire Underwriters; his 
practical knowledge to perform the work 
of installing electrical wiring and equip- 
ment. All such examinations except that 
of his practical knowledge shall be in 
writing, shall be selected by the Board 
conducting the examination upon questions 
selected from the National Electrical Code, 
a complete record of which examination 
shall be kept for three years and shall be 
subject to review by the applicant. 


(c) REVOCATION OF LICENSE OR 
PERMIT. THE BOARD OF ELECTRICAL 
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EXAMINERS MAY, AFTER NOTICE 
AND SERVICE UPON ANY HOLDER 
OF A LICENSE OR PERMIT ISSUED 
UNDER THIS ORDINANCE, FOR GOOD 
CAUSE SHOWN, REVOCATE OR SUS- 
PEND ANY LICENSE OR PERMIT 
HERETOFORE OR HEREAFTER GRANT- 
ED AND UPON NOTICE OF A COM- 
PLAINT, IN WRITING, BY THE IN- 
SPECTOR OR OTHER PERSONS, WHICH 
SAID COMPLAINT SHALL SET FORTH 
IN DETAIL, SO AS TO FULLY GIVE 
NOTICE OF AND ADVISE THE HOLD- 
ER OF SUCH LICENSE OR PERMIT

AND SHALL BE SERVED UPON HIM

MITTEE OF THE CITY COUNCIL. 


Section 23.07. Permit Required; Applica- 
tion. 1. Except as exempted by this ordi- 
nance, no person shall install, erect or alter 
any wiring, cable, apparatus, or equipment 
for conducting or using electrical energy 
within or on any building, structure or 
premises unless he shall have first obtained 
a permit therefor from the City Electrician. 
A DISPLAY CARD ISSUED WITH ELEC- 
TRICAL PERMIT BEARING HOUSE 
NUMBER MUST BE DISPLAYED CON- 
SPICUOUSLY AT THE FRONT OF THE 
BUILDING OF A NEW CONSTRUCTION 
BEFORE THE FIRST INSPECTION. 


2. Application for said permit shall be 
made to the City Electrician and _ shall, 
when required by the City Electrician, be 
accompanied by plans and _ specifications 
covering work to be performed under the 
permit. No such permit shall be granted 
unless said plans and specifications comply 
with provisions of this ordinance. 


3. If any such application covers work 
to be performed by an unlicensed person 
on any building, structure or premises 
owned by said person, the City Electrician 
may examine such person as to his quali- 
fications and ability to properly perform 
said work. Said permit shall not be grant- 
ed unless the City Electrician finds said 
person qualified and able to perform said 
work properly. 


4. Work covered by any such permit 
shall be started within six (6) months after 
date of issuance or such permit shall be 
null and void.

Service conductors 
supplying installations where main over- 
current protection is not installed, shall 
have a rated carrying capacity equal to 
the sum of the rating of the fuses or cir- 
‘cuit breakers serving in lieu of the main

Section 23.14. Service Equipment. 1.

2. Service equipment shall be readily 
accessible and in plain sight.

6. A single set of over-current protective 
devices and disconnecting means shall be 
installed for each single set of service 
entrance conductors, except that: 


a. Where the installation of a_ single 
set of disconnecting means and over-current 
protective devices would require a unit 
having a rated carrying capacity greater 
than 400 amps., the main disconnecting 
means and over-current protection may 
consist of not. more than six units of a 
type approved as service equipment in- 
stalled at the point of entrance, for each 
class of service, for the purpose of pro- 
tecting sub-feeders supplying separate sec- 
tions of the installation. Connections to 
the main feedsrs must be in junction 
boxes, wireways or busbar assemblies, ap- 
proved for the purpose. Each unit must be 
plainly marked to designate its use. Where 


cable connectors are used they must be of . 


a type permitting the connection of each 
sub-feeder separately. 


b. For multiple occupancies the main 
disconnecting means and over-current pro- 
tective devices may consist of a single 
set for each occupancy, provided this num- 
ber does not exceed six, that they are 
grouped at the point of entrance and 
suitably marked to designate the occu- 
pancy supplied. 


7. Where more than two meters or 
service switches are installed they shall 
be suitably marked to designate na occu- 
paney supplied. 


Section 23.16. Commercial buildings. 1. 
CONVENIENCE OUTLETS IN COMMER- 
CIAL AND INDUSTRIAL ESTABLISH- 
MENTS INCLUDING DENTISTS’ AND 
DOCTORS’ OFFICES AND BEAUTY 
PARLORS, SHALL BE RATED AT NOT

Section 23.18. General Wiring. 1. Re- 
cessed fixtures, having a capacity of more 
than sixty (60) watts, embedded in the 
walls or ceilings of buildings shall be 
separated from combustible material by 
an air space of one-half (%4) inch or by 
one-eighth (144) inch asbestos. Wire used 
inside the fixtures shall be approved for 
use up to temperatures of one hundred 
ninety (190) degrees fahrenheit.

3. Buildings laid out for two (2) or 
more family apartments shall have each 
set of apartments separately wired to the 
distribution panel. 


4. Fuse panels shall be of a type having 
no live parts exposed when the door of 
the panel is open. 


5. Exposed wiring less than seven (7) 
feet from any floor shall be enclosed in 
metal raceways. 


6. Wooden raceways shall not be used 
for electric light or power wiring. 


%. Electric light and power wiring run 
underground shall be enclosed in rigid 
conduit with threaded connections or shall 
be in the form of a cable approved for 
the purpose. 


8. Where conduit is used for wiring in 
places subject to moisture it shall be in- 
stalled in accordance with the National 
Electrical Code for lead covered OR R.W. 
OR T.W. conductors, except that not over 
four (4) No. 12 approved R.W. or T.W. 
covered wires may be installed in one 
three-quarter (3%) inch conduit. 


9. Electric light and power wiring em- 
bedded in concrete or masonry shall be 
enclosed in rigid metal conduit with thread- 
ed connections or in raceways approved by 
the City Electrician for the particular 
purposes or installation used. 


10. Light outlets in kitchens and toilet 
rooms shall be controlled by one or more 
wall switches. 


11. Plug receptacle outlets in basements 
and in OTHER rooms having cement. floors 
in direct contact with the earth, and for 
such portable appliances that require 
grounding, shall be of the three (3) wire 
polarized type with one (1) contact con- 
nected to ground. 


12. Plug receptacle outlets in kitchens, 
dining rooms and bathrooms shall be wired 
independently of lighting outlets. One (1) 
500 watt receptacle outlet MAY be in- 
stalled in each residential bathroom. Re- 
ceptacle in bathroom to be not less than 
five (5) feet from floor. 


13. Motors on furnace equipment shall 
be controlled by externally operable 
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switches and wired independently of 


OTHER circuits. All furnace and boiler © 


equipment. shall be adequately protected 
by low-water cut-off and limit controls. 
EXPOSED WIRING FOR ALL HEATING 
PLANTS SHALL BE PROTECTED BY 
CONDUIT WHENEVER INSTALLED 
LESS THAN SEVEN FEET FROM THE 
FLOOR, EXCEPT THAT SHORT 
LENGTHS OF ARMORED CABLE OR 
GREENFIELD MAY BE USED WHERE 
FLEXIBILITY IS ESSENTIAL, SUCH AS

14. Circuit wiring in basements shall 
be approved metallic raceway systems or 
cable. Service cable (type SE) may be 
used through residential basements for 
electric ranges OR DRYERS. 


15. Ceiling outlet boxes for concealed 
wiring shall be at least four (4) inches by 
one and one-half (1144) inches deep except 
where the installation of such a box will 
injure the mechanical strength or struc- 
ture of the building. Wiring through open 
joists will be considered concealed. 


16. Cables containing electric wires for 
light and power purposes, with no exterior 
metal covering shall be fastened with ap- 


proved straps or staples that will not 


injure the cable. 


17. Chain pull sockets shall not be used 
where the uninsulated part of the chain 
is less than seven (7) feet from a cement 
floor or grounded object. 


18. Multiple wire branch circuits for 
lighting purposes shall be distinguished by 
different colors. Wires of the same color 
must connect to the same ungrounded con- 
ductors. 


19. All splices for concealed wiring shall 
be made in approved boxes. 


20. Wire smaller than No. 8 shall not 
be used for sub-feeders. All sub-feeders 
shall be installed in approved cable or 
conduit. 


21. Wires in attics of more than two 
(2) feet in height shall be protected with 
guard strips or bored through joists. 


22. All joints or splices on concealed 
wiring must be made up and soldered be- 
fore inspection. At each lighting outlet 
wires at least six (6) inches long must 
be left for fixture connections. 


23. All electrical equipment for _resi- 
dential property and for puyblic halls, 
schools and meeting places shall be dead 
front type. 


24. No open bus conductors shall] be in- 
stalled except with written permission 
from the authority enforcing this ordi- 
nance.

Your Board of Water and Electric Light 
Commissioners has had under consideration 
the question of adding fluorine to the city 
water supply for the purpose of preventing 
tooth decay in children. We have been 
urged to add fluorine to the public water 
supply, and we have also been urged not 
to do so. We feel that it is a different type 
of problem than either the softening of 
water which involves the removal of 
dissolved minerals, or the chlorination of 
water which involves the killing of harm- 
ful bacteria. 


We therefore recommend that the ques- 
tion be submitted to a vote of the people. 


The cost of adding fluorine would result 
in an increase of water rates of sixty cents 
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per year in each water bill, and slightly 
less than thirty cents per year for sewer- 
age unless the basis for making sewerage 
charges is changed by the City Council.

You may recall that last year an 
attempt was made to work out a_ lease 
agreement with the owners of undeveloped, 
vacant property in North Lansing for use 
as a municipal metered off-street parking 
lot. This property is located behind the 
buildings on the south side of E. Grand 
River Avenue between Race Street and 
Factory Street and Maple Street. 


However, the owner of the most desir- 
able piece of this property was not inter- 
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ested in our proposition. The owner of 
the other piece of property was agreeable. 
Without both pieces of property it is use- 
less to proceed with these plans. ~ 

We have another plan which we feel 
will provide adequate. parking space in 
this area. This will be true if the above 
mentioned ‘property continues in its pres- 
ent status of unregulated free public park- 
ing. 


Our plan is to utilize for public metered 
parking the full right-of-way of Factory 
Street. This would mean curb and gutter, 
narrow walk strips, drainage, and black- 
topping of this street. It is logical to 
assume that the abutting property owners 
would not be interested in this proposed 
improvement. 


This, of course, should be tied in with 
the installation of parking meters on both 
sides of East Grand River Avenue from 
Washington Avenue to Case Street. This 
recommendation will probably be sub- 
mitted in the near future. 


We recommend that Factory Street be 
improved for metered parking under the 
conditions outlined above.

On Thursday, February 12, 1953, we 
started a NO LEFT TURN 3 PM-6 PM 
prohibition at the intersection of Logan 
and Saginaw. This was done on a 30-day 
trial basis at the request of businessmen 
and residents in this area. This trial period 
expires Friday, March 13, 1953. Arrange- 
ments were made with Mr. Foster of Fos- 
ter’s Service to put out and take in this 
portable sign daily except Sunday. 


Our observations have shown that traffic 
through the intersection has been expedited 
during these hours which are extremely 
heavy hours. North-bound traffic on Logan 
which formerly went west on Saginaw has 
found other routes west. We have had no 
complaints. 


As pointed out in our letter of February 
13, 1953, announcing this experiment, we 
mentioned that this was not the answer 
to congestion in this area, but that it 
would help some. Mr. Foster, whose busi- 
ness is on the southeast corner of the 
intersection, reports that his business is 
still suffering from vehicles blocking his 
driveway waiting to get into the Market 
Basket parking lot. 


Congestion in this area is at times criti- 
cal. It is predicted it will grow worse 
due to plant expansion on the west side. 
In this connection, we attach herewith a 
letter of advice to merchants in this area 
which speaks for itself.

Lansing, Michigan 
Gentlemen : 


It is reported that there was some slight 
discussion of the matter of municipal own- 
ership in connection with the recent small 
increase in token fares requested by Inter- 
City Coach Line Company. The city bus 
transportation system franchise granted 
by the voters of the City of Lansing to 
Inter-City Coach Line Company on Novem- 
ber 2, 1948, provides that the city has the 
right, at the termination of the franchise 
period, or any renewal thereof, and also 
at 15 years from the time of taking effect 
of the franchise and at any 5-year period 
thereafter, to acquire by purchase the 
tangible property of the company within 
the city or elsewhere used in connection 
with the local bus transportation business 
covered by the franchise. Such franchise, 
by its terms, expires on April 7, 1956. It 
also provides that the value of the property 
of the company within the city and such 
portion of the property beyond the city as 
is actually and necessarily used in, belong- 
ing to and a part of the local service is 
fixed at the sum of $750,000.00. Such fran- 
chise indicates that if the city exercises 
the right to purchase the properties of the 
company at the end of the first 15-year 
period or at any 5-year period thereafter, 
there shall be added as a part of the pur- 
chase price to the cash value of the prop- 
erty 214% of the amount thereof. It is 
apparent that purchase of the properties 
of the company by the city under the pro- 
visions of the franchise would involve a 
cash purchase and that in order to raise 


the funds therefor it would probably be. 


necessary for the city to pledge its full 
faith and credit. The present replacement 
or cost of reproduction value of the com- 
pany’s properties greatly exceeds the valua- 
tion fixed in the franchise, even though 
214% thereof should be added thereto. 


As indicated, such franchise contemplates 
that purchase thereunder or under any re- 
newal thereof can only be made at the 
times specifically provided for therein. In 
other words, no purchase under such terms 
could take place in the immediate future. 
However, the writer in collaboration with 
others has developed a plan under which 
the City of Lansing may in effect purchase 
the properties and business of its bus trans- 
portation system and pay for the same 
out of earnings, which would be greatly 
increased by the Federal and State tax 
savings incidental to municipal ownership. 
Such plan contemplates that the city would 
retain all the benefits of the present pri- 
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vate management under which its bus 
transportation system has been developed, 
and would initially pay for the properties 
and business acquired with bonds issued to 
those selling such properties to ‘the city. 
Such bonds in turn would be retired by the 
city through the earnings of the system 
which, as indicated, would be greatly in- 
creased as a result of the large Federal and 
State tax savings that accrue to the bene- 
fit of municipally owned transportation 
systems. Under such plan it would be both 
possible and feasible for the city to pur- 
chase its transportation system in the 
immediate future, and, as indicated, to 
even arrange to pay therefor in bonds 
issued by the city and secured only by a 
mortgage on the property of such city bus 
transportation system so purchased by the 
city, rather than in cash for the raising 
of which it would be necessary to pledge 
the full faith and credit of the city. As a 
part of such plan, it would be possible for 
the city to have such bonds payable over 
a 20-year period, even though the savings 
in Federal and State taxes would be so 
substantial that the earnings received by 
the city would enable it, if desired, to pay 
for the properties within a much shorter 
period than 20 years. In addition, there 
would be available more than ample funds 
with which to maintain the properties at 
their highest stage of efficiency and afford 
more service to the patrons of the system 
than would otherwise be possible without 
a level of fares much higher than have 
ever prevailed in Lansing. Such plan is 
designed to give the city the continued 
benefit of private management under which 
the city has been afforded much needed 
mass transportation at considerably lower 
fares than have been possible in places 
where municipal ownership has prevailed 
without having tied in therewith the bene- 
fits that result from private management. 
In other words, such plan combines the 
benefits of private management with the 
benefits of municipal ownership. 


Such plan is outlined in some detail in 


a brochure, a copy of which is enclosed 


herewith.

Honorable Mayor Ralph W. Crego and 
Members of the Lansing City Council: 


Master Mechanic Idus Burgess of the 
Police and Fire Department Garage has 
informed the Board of Police and Fire 
Commissioners that the International truck 
in service at No. 5 Fire Station as Squad 
No. 2 is in need of major repairs. This 
truck is six and one-half years old and the 
needed repairs would total $1,425.00. The 
motor in this truck is 95 horsepower and

Squad No. 2 services the south section 
of the city, including the Everett district.

one-way streets. To remedy these situa- 
tions, the Traffic Commission recommends 
that present bus stops be changed as 
follows:

*Michigan National Bank complaining 
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about buses blocking driveways. Also, if 
this stop were moved from present N.E. 
corner (far side) to S.E. corner (near 
side) it would mean two stops in one 
block—Kalamazoo and Washtenaw. New 
stop would be alongside Olds Tower build- 
ing on east side of Capitol Avenue just 
north of Allegan Street for buses from 
the south on Capito] Avenue only. 


Lansing Suburban Lines now stop in street 
on S.E. corner of Capitol and Allegan. 
They would also use new far side stop at 
Capitol and Allegan. All buses north- 
bound on Capitol would be able to avoid 
“block cruising vehicles between Washte- 
naw and Allegan. 


At Capitol and Ionia, Willow bus now 
required to approach present near side stop 
in lane of traffic desiring to turn right 
from Capitol] Avenue into Ionia Street. 
By changing this stop from near side to 
far side, buses will be able to by-pass this 
lane of traffic. Present near side stop has 
a been officially designated as a bus 
stop. 


At Grand and Allegan, present far side 
stop is used by Inter-City and Lansing 
Suburban Lines. When more than one bus 
arrives at this stop at the same time, 
vehicles turning right from Allegan into 
Grand are usually blocked. Making this 
a near side stop will eliminate this.

The above resolution was placed on file 
for 30 days in the office of the City Clerk 
in accordance with Section 84-a of the 
City Charter. 


The Committees on WAYS AND MEANS and SALARIES, to whom was referred the 
matter of the City of Lansing budget for the fiscal year 1953-54, reports as follows: 


We submit herewith the budget for the fiscal year beginning May 1, 19538, and ending 


April 30, 1954. 


Total appropriations amount to $7,382,993.19 and from this total is deducted $3,708,219.71 
of estimated revenues from sources other than the property tax, leaving a net total to be 


raised by taxation of $3,674,773.48. 


This is an increase in the tax levy of $128,039.22 but due to the increase in assessed 
valuation, it will not increase the tax rate above last year’s rate of $18.70 per thousand. 


_ The increase in the budget is largely due to the wage and salary increase granted to 
bring the pay rates of city employees more in line with pay rates prevailing generally in 


this area. 


Cost of living increases previously granted are now consolidated as a part of base pay 
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and the plan of quarterly adjustments according to the B. L. S. Cost of Living Index is 
discontinued as of April 380, 1953. 


A general wage and salary increase is provided for in the budget, the total cost of 
which including the cost of the Blue Cross hospital and surgical benefit and the $1,000.00 
death benefit amount to approximately 7% of payroll. 


This budget provides for seven additional men for the Fire Department which now gives 
the Fire Department a total of 183 men. Total Police Department personnel amounts to 
145 including 4 female civilian employees. 


This budget includes over $2,000,000.00 in improvement and new equipment items including 
$800,000.00 for street improvements, $301,000.00 for Sewers, $536,000.00 for Building Fund 
and $116,000.00 for Airport improvements contingent upon match appropriations by the 
Federal Government and State of Michigan. 


It is further recommended that in the case of the Police Matrons who work on an 
hourly basis but are subject to call at all times be guaranteed a monthly minimum wage of 
$100.00 and that their wage rate be increased from $1.24 per hour to $1.30 per hour.

Gentlemen: 


In September of 1950, Mrs. Amato was 
given a written notice to construct a build- 
ing to comply with the regulations and to 
obtain a license to operate a food estab- 
lishment. 


Then in November of 1950 an inspection 
was made and a license was approved with 
the following suggestions: That there be 
adequate enclosures for unwrapped candy 
and other unprotected foods. That the 
building be rat proof. That the vegetables 
and fruit, et cetera, be stored and sold from 
the building. To discontinue bottling cider 
until adequate facilities were available. 


June 1951 an insanitary notice was issued 
on the above establishment, a recheck was 
made after three days and the establish- 
ment was in fair condition. The next in- 
spection was made in October 1951, then 
the establishment was in very poor condi- 
tion. 


January 1952 an insanitary notice was 
issued. On a recheck we found the estab- 
lishment in fairly good condition. There 
were four inspections made of this estab- 
lishment during that year, and each case 
several items needed attention. There was 
also a warrant served on the establishment 
for the sale of unfit food. 


There have been two inspections of this 
establishment this year, one in January 
and one in April. Each inspection there 
were several neglected items. 


It is the opinion of this department that 
the operator is not interested in main- 
taining a satisfactory food establishment.

Total appropriations amount to 
$7,382,993.19 and from this total is de- 
ducted $3,708,219.71 of estimated revenues 
from sources other than the property tax, 
leaving a net total to be raised by taxa- 
tion of $3,674,773.48. 


This is an increase in the tax levy of 
$128,039.22 but due to the increase in 
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assessed valuation, it will not increase the 
tax rate above last year’s rate of $18.70 
per thousand. 


The increase in the budget is largely 


due to the wage and salary increase grant- 
ed to bring the pay rates of city employees 
more in line with pay rates prevailing 
generally in this area. 


Cost of living increases previously 
granted are now consolidated as a part of 
base pay and the plan of quarterly ad- 
justments according to the B. L. S. Cost 
of Living Index is discontinued as of April 
30, 1953. 


A general wage and salary increase is 
provided for in the budget, the total cost 
of which including the cost of the Blue 
Cross hospital and surgical benefit and the 
$1,000.00 death benefit amount to approxi- 
mately 7% of payroll.

It is further recommended that in the 
case of the Police Matrons who work on an 
hourly basis but are subject to call at all 
times be guaranteed a monthly minimum 
wage of $100.00 and that their wage rate 
be increased from $1.24 per hour to $1.30 
per hour.

ARTICLE XI 
Pedestrians’ Rights and Duties 


Sec. 1. Pedestrians subject to traffic-control signals.—Pedestrians shall be subject to 
traffic-control signals as heretofore declared in section 5 of Article IV of this ordinance, 
but at all other places pedestrians shall be granted those rights and be subject to the 
restrictions stated in this article. 
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Sec. 2. Pedestrians’ right-of-way in crosswalk.—(a) When traffic-control signals are not 
in place or not in in operation the driver of a vehicle shall yield the right-of-way, slowing 
‘down or stopping if need be to so yield, to a pedestrian crossing the roadway within a cross- 
walk when the pedestrian is upon the half of the roadway upon which the vehicle is traveling, 
or when the pedestrian is approaching so closely from the opposite half of the roadway as to 
be in danger. A pedestrian’s right-of-way in a crosswalk is modified under the condition 
and as stated in section 5 of Article IV. 


(b) Whenever any vehicle is stopped at a marked crosswalk or at any unmarked cross- 
walk at an intersection to permit a pedestrian to cross the roadway, the driver of any 
other vehicle approaching from the rear shall not overtake and pass such stopped vehicle. 


Sec. 8. Pedestrians to use right half of crosswalk.—Pedestrians shall move, whenever 
practicable, upon the right half of crosswalks. 


Sec. 4. Crossing at right angles.—No pedestrian shall cross a roadway at any place 
other than by a route at right angles to the curb or by the shortest route to the opposite 
curb except in a crosswalk. 


Sec. 5. When pedestrian shall yield.—-(a) Every pedestrian crossing a roadway at any 
point other than within a marked crosswalk or within an unmarked crosswalk at an 
intersection shall yield the right-of-way to all vehicles upon the roadway. 


(b) Any pedestrian crossing a roadway at a point where a pedestrian tunnel or overhead 
pedestrian crossing has been provided shall yield the right-of-way to all vehicles upon the 
roadway. 


(c) The foregoing rules in this section have no application under the conditions stated 
in section 6 of this Article when pedestrians are prohibited from crossing at certain 
designated places. 


Sec. 6. Prohibited crossing.—(a) Between adjacent intersections at which traffic-control 
signals are in operation, pedestrians shal] not cross at any place except in a crosswalk. 


(b) No pedestrian shall cross a roadway other than in a crosswalk in the central 
business district or other designated area. 


(c) NO PEDESTRIAN SHALL CROSS ANY OF THE FOLLOWING INTERSECTIONS 
OF STREETS WHERE BARRIERS OR SIGNS ARE ERECTED PROHIBITING SUCH 
CROSSINGS DURING THE HOURS HEREINAFTER INDICATED.

Sec. 7. Pedestrians walking along roadways.—(a) Where sidewalks are provided it shall 
be unlawful for any pedestrian to walk along and upon an adjacent roadway. 


(b) Where sidewalks are not provided any pedestrian walking along and upon a high- 
way shall when practicable walk only on the left side of the roadway or its shoulder facing 
traffic which may approach from the opposite directions. 


(c) No person shall stand in a roadway for the purpose of soliciting a ride from the 
driver of any vehicle. 


Sec. 8. Drivers to exercise due care.—(a) Notwithstanding the foregoing provisions of 
this article, every driver of a vehicle shall exercise due care to avoid colliding with any 
pedestrian upon any roadway and shall give warning by sounding the horn when necessary 
and shall exercise proper precaution upon observing any child or any confused or 
incapacitated person upon a roadway. 


(b) Blind pedestrians by holding out horizontally a white cane in the direction they 
desire to travel over crosswalks on any street, avenue, alley or other public highway in 
the City of Lansing shall be given the right-of-way over _all vehicles except police and 
fire department vehicles and ambulances. 
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ARTICLE XIII 
Method of Parking 


Sec, 1. Standing or parking close to curb._-No person shall stand or park a vehicle 
in a roadway: other than parallel with the edge of the roadway headed in the direction of 
lawful traffic movement and with the FRONT AND REAR wheels of the vehicle within 
twelve (12) inches of the curb or edge of the roadway except as otherwise provided in this 
article. 


Sec. 2. Signs or markings indicating angle parking.—(a) The City Council shall deter- 
mine upon what streets angle parking shall be permitted and the Traffic Commission shall 
mark or sign such streets. 


(b) Angle parking shall not be permitted at any place where passing traffic would 
thereby be caused or required to drive upon the left side of the street. 


Sec. 3. Obedience to angle-parking signs or markings.—Upon those streets which have 
been signed or marked by the City Traffic Engineer for angle parking, no person shall park 
or stand a vehicle other than at the angle to” the curb or edge of the roadway indicated by 
such signs or markings. 


Sec. 4. Lights on parked vehicles.—(a) Whenever a vehicle is parked or stopped on a 
street during the times between one-half hour after sunst and one-half hour before sunrise 
or any other time when there is not sufficient light to render clearly discernible any 
vehicle on the street from a distance of 500 feet, there shall be displayed upon such vehicle 
one or more lamps, one of which shall be on the roadway side and project a white light 
visible under normal atmospheric conditions from a distance of 500 feet to the front 
of such vehicle and one of which lamps shall project a red light visible under like condi- 
tions from a distance of 500 feet to the rear, except that such parking light or lights need 
not be displayed upon any vehicle stopped or parked in accordance with other provisions of 
this ordinance upon any street designated by the City Council where there is sufficient 
light to reveal any person within a distance of 500 feet upon such street. 


(b) Any lighted headlamps upon a parked vehicle shall be depressed or dimmed.

A brief explanation of the proposed 
amendments to the City of Lansing Em- 
ployees’ Retirement System Ordinance is 
given herein: 


Article III — Section 2 


Article III, section 2 and Article IV, 
section 1, are closely related and should be 
considered together. The exclusions of 
casual employees, policemen and firemen, 
and employees of the Board of Water and 
Light Commissioners have been written 
into the amended Article IV, section 1. 
Fee and contract individuals have been 
excluded from the term “employee.” | 


In paragraph (b), the part stricken is 
no longer necessary since all regular em- 
ployees of the City are covered by a re- 
tirement plan. Status of elected officials 
is made a part of paragraph (b) and re 
moved from paragraph (c). 


In paragraph (c), provision is made for 
_the determination of doubtful cases of 
membership status. 


Article III — Section 12 


The changes in this section are for the 
purpose of smoothing language. The only 
actual change is to make provision for the 
computation of average final compensa- 
tion in the case of a member who becomes 
totally and permanently disabled in line 
of duty. 


Article III — Section 13 


This amendment more correctly defines 
‘final compensation.”’

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Article ITI — Sections 14, 15 and 16 


The amendments to these sections more 
correctly define the terms ((annuity,”’ 
“pension,” and ‘‘retirement allowance.” 


Article IV — Section 1 


(a) The date July 1, 1941, is substituted 
for the term “effective date of this Retire- 
ment System.’’ 


(b) Please refer to the amendment to 
Article ITI, section 2, since that section 
is tied in with this section 1 of Article 
IV. The exclusion from membership in 
the Retirement System covers employees 
of the Board of Water and Electric Light 
Commissioners, and policemen and firemen, 
since those employees are covered by estab- 
lished retirement plans. The exclusion of 
casual employees from membership is 
provided by excluding employees whose 
compensation averages less than $1000 a 
year. The present compensation limit is 
$500 a year, established in 1941. Pay levels 
today indicates that the exemption limit 
should be raised. 


Article VI— Part A — Section 1 


(a) This amendment states that in addi- 
tion to attaining age 60, a member must 
have 10 or more years of service credit 
in order to retire. That doesn’t change 
the present requirements for retirement. 


(b) Changes are to clarify and smooth 
present language. 


(c) Reference t6 “five years from the 
effective date of the Retirement System” 
means July 1, 1946, which is past and no 
longer necessary. The stricken part con- 
taining reference to Article III, section 
2(b) is being removed since the same sub- 
ject matter is being stricken from Article 
III, section 2(b). All City employees, ex- 
cept casual employees, are now covered by 
retirement plans; consequently, the stricken 
part of this paragraph (c)} appears to be 
no longer necessary. 


Article VI — Part A — Section 2 


Reference to an election of an option 
simply refers in this section to a right now 
given in Article VI, Part A, section 2. 


(a) No change occurs in the annuity. 


_(b) No change occurs in the basic pen- 
sion. 


(c) The membership service pension is 
increased from 1/135 to 1/115 of a mem- 
ber’s average final compensation times his 
years of membership service (service after 
July 1, 1941). The majority of the City’s 
general employees were hired after July 1, 
1941 and the amendment of this paragraph 
would principally affect those employees.

The raise in the membership service pen- 
sion in paragraph (c) is to bring new em- 
ployees hired after July 1, 1941 more in 
line with those who were hired prior to 
July 1, 1941. 


(e) This is a new paragraph providing 
that if a member retires and elects a regu- 
lar retirement allowance, which is a bene- 
fit terminating at death, his beneficiary will 
receive the difference between the amount 
of contributions he made to the Retire- 
ment System and the aggregate amount of 
retirement allowance payments received by 
him, upon his death. At the present time 
if a member has, say, $3000 of his own 
money in the Retirement System, and elects 
the regular retirement allowance, and dies, 
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say, 3 months after he retires, the balance 
of his contributions is forfeited to the Re- 
tirement System instead of being paid to 
his widow or other designated beneficiary. 


(f) The principal change in this para- 
graph is to increase the pension ceiling 
from $150 a month to $200 a month. The 


$150 figure written into the plan in 1941: 


is not a realistic figure in 1953 because of 
increases in living costs. 


Article VI — Part B — Section 3 


(a) The amendment of this paragraph 
is to increase the ceiling for a duty dis- 
ability pension from $150 to $200 a month. 
This is consistent with Article VI, Part A, 
section 2, paragraph (f) above. 


(b) Changes are for the purpose of 
smoothing language. 


(c) The amendment of this paragraph 
is to say in the ordinance what is done 
in the administration of the Retirement 
System. No change in administrative pro- 
cedure is involved. 


Article VI— Part C — Section 2 


The present section 2 of Part C of Arti- 
cle VI is divided into two sections, num- 
bered 2 and 3, since the present section 2 
covers two situations. 


The new section 2 covers non-duty dis- 
ability pension for retirement after age 60. 


The new section 3 covers non-duty dis- 
ability pension for retirement before age 60. 


(a) Language smoothed. 


(b) Change is to make the non-duty dis- 
ability pension formula consistent with the 
service retirement membership service pen- 
sion formula by increasing the fraction 
of average final compensation from 1/135 
to 1/115. Also, the pension ceiling is in- 
creased from $125 to $166.67 a month in 
keeping with increases in living costs since 
1941. 


(c) Language smoothed. 


Article VI— Part D — Section 1 


The language is strengthened. Important 
amendatory part is to nail down the fact 
that a member who retired on account of 
service-connected disability and dies from 
the same cause for which he was retired, 
his widow, children under 18 years, or 
dependent parents will receive pensions. 
The pension provisions are not changed, 
but the language is corrected to conform 
with legal criticisms of present language. 
The pension ceiling is being increased from 
$125 a month to $150 a month for a widow 
and children, and from $50 a month to 
$60 a month for dependent parents.

Article VI — Part E — Section 1 
(a) The changes smooth language.

(c) Provision for payment of burial ex- 
penses out of a deceased member’s accumu- 
lated contributions if he leave no eligible 
beneficiary or estate sufficient to pay such 
expenses is a provision commonly found in 
retirement plans.

Article VI — Part F — Section 2 


At the present time a member who con- 
tinues in City service after he becomes 
eligible to retire may elect an option in 
order to protect his dependent, if any, 
The purpose of the provision is not to 
require that an employee retire in order to 
provide protection, in event of his death, 
for someone who is dependent upon him. 
The amendment extends the right to em- 
ployees who have 25 or more years of 
service, but have not reached age 60. It 
removes the requirement that the election 
must be made within 6 months after be 
coming eligible to retire, but still provides 
that the election must be made before the 
member retires. It provides that the bene- 
ficiary named must be dependent upon the 
member for financial support. Within 60 
days preceding his actual retirement, the 
member can change his option election and 
beneficiary designation. Option 2 is pro- 
vided for in this paragraph because there 
would be no point in a member electing 
any other option since he can re-examine 
his situation at the time of retirement. 


Section 3 is new. It provides that if 
a member continues in City service after 
age 60, or after completing 25 years of 
service before age 60, and doesn’t make 
an option election, and dies before he 
retires, his widow in the case of a male 
member, or a totally and permanently dis- 
abled husband of a female member will 
automatically receive a pension. The 
pension will be the same amount as if 
the member had retired on the day pre- 
ceding his death, elected the joint and last 
survivor benefit, and named his or her 
spouse as beneficiary. This section 3 and 
the above section 2. complement each other. 


Article VII — Section 1 
(a) The change is explained in (b). 


(b) The member’s contributions are un- 
changed from 5 per cent of his pays. The 
amendment provides that he may make 
additional contributions to provide him an 
additional annuity. His additional annuity 
will in no way affect his City-financed pen- 
sion. 


(ce) Members’ contributions are to be- 
gin after 6 months of service. This is to 
reduce the number of refunds of accumu-

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lated contributions on account of persons 
who quit service or are laid off shortly 
after being hired. 


(d) The changes are corrective only. 


(e) No change, except the lettering of 
the paragraph. 


(f) No change, except the lettering of 
the paragraph. 


The City is presently contributing 7 
per cent of payroll to the Retirement Sys- 
tem. Based upon the valuation of the 
Retirement System as of December 31, 
1952, the effect of the amendments on the 
City financing will be to extend the period 
from approximately 6 years to approxi- 
mately 14 years, when the accrued service 
pension liabilities will be fully financed; 
this assumes that the City will continue 
to contribute 7 per cent of full payroll. 
At the time the accrued service pension 
liabilities are fully financed, the City’s 
contributions for the amended plan will 
be approximately 5.389 per cent of full 
payroll, instead of 4.63 per cent of full 
ale for the plan without the amend- 
ments. 


The amendments to the Ordinance are 
recommended to your Honorable Body. 
They bring members hired prior to July 
1, 1941, and members hired after July 1, 
1941, closer in equities; they encourage 
members to remain in City service; and 
they bring the benefits provided closer to 
the economic levels of today. \

City of Lansing Employment 
Rules and Regulations 


The Labor Relations Committee of the 
City Council recommends the adoption of 
the following rules and regulations for all 
hourly and weekly city employees who are 
not under the juridiction of a Board: 


1. Policy: Any employee or employees 
or their representative shall have the 
right and privilege of appearing before 
the Department Head, the Labor Relations 
Committee of the City Council or the City 
Council. 


2. Grievances: Any employee feeling 
himself aggrieved shall personally report 
said grievance to the Foreman and if, after 
a reasonable time the employee feels that 
the Foreman has ignored his grievance or 
the same has not been settled satisfac- 
torily to him, he may go directly to the 
Department Head, and if, after a period of 
two weeks the employee feels that the 
Department Head has ignored his grievance 
or the same has not been settled satisfac- 
torily to him, he may go directly to the 
Labor Relations Committee of the City 
Council, and if after a reasonable length of 
time, the employee feels that the Labor 
Relations Committee of the City Council 
has ignored his grievance or the same has 
not been settled satisfactorily to him, he 
may go to the City Council as a whole. 


8. Hours: Forty hours shall constitute . 


a work week and eight hours a work day 
for which the regular hourly rate shall 
be paid: Time and one-half shall be paid 
to hourly employees required to work more 
than eight hours per day or forty hours 
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per week for that time in excess of the 
regular work week or work day. 


All employees who work four or more 
hours between 7:00 P.M. and 8:00 A.M. 
shall receive 5 cents per hour premium 
for each hour up to eight (8) hours worked 
in that shift. The premium of 5 cents per 
hour is to be added to the total wages and 
does not increase the pay rate and is not 
to be construed to apply to an overtime 
rate. 


All hourly and weekly employees shall 
be paid on the basis of an 8 hour day for 
the following legal holidays: New Year’s 
Day, Decoration Day, July 4th, Labor Day, 
Armistice Day, Thanksgiving and Christ- 
mas and any other legal holiday that the 
City Council grants to City Hall employees. 


If any employee is required to work by 
his supervisor on a holiday, he shall be 
paid at the rate of double time for such 
hours worked. In no event shall any 
employee be paid more than double time. 


If an employee is required to work: by 
his supervisor on a Sunday (except when 
Sunday is part of the employee’s regular 
work week), he shall be paid at the rate 
of double time for such hours worked pro- 
viding the employee has not lost time dur- 
ing the pay week through no fault of his 
own. ; 


_ Pay week is Wednesday-Tuesday, inclu- 
sive. 


4. Seniority: Shall be based on  con- 
tinuous service: 


(a) Employees of the City of Lansing 
who are inducted into the Armed Forces 
of the United States shall be given a leave 
of absence from their positions, and upon 
their Honorable Discharge and if physi- 
cally fit to perform the duties of the posi- 
tion which they held upon entering the 
service, shall be reinstated to such posi- 
tion or one comparable to it without loss 
of senority rights, provided, that appli- 
cation be made within 90 days after such 
discharge. 


(b) That any regular employee who ob- 
tains a written leave of absence from his 
department head with City Council ap- 
proval shall retain his senority on his re- 
turn to city employment, provided the em- 
ployee has not accepted employment else- 
where during said leave of absence. Said 
leave of absence not to exceed 30 days. 


(c) That anyone absent due to sickness 
or accident who can furnish a medical cer- 
tificate to that effect and who can show 
that he has not accepted employment else- 
where during the time off, not to exceed 
two years, shall be considered in continu- 
ous service of the City. 


(d) Employees shall be considered tempo- 
rary until such time as they have worked 
six months. 


(e) That any person who shall quit his 
employment with the City shall immedi- 
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ately forfeit all seniority right. Any person 
who may be laid off from employment by 
the City and who is not re-employed by the 
City within one year, shall forfeit all ac- 
cumulated seniority. 


(f) Employees shall have the preference 
of jobs when qualified in order of seniority, 
qualifications to be determined by the 
foreman and department head. 


(g) A seniority register by departments 
shall be kept up to date and posted on the 
bulletin boards of the respective depart- 
ments by the department head. 


(h) Any person who is laid off shall be 
placed at the top of the hiring list, if 
physically fit, and shall have the same 
seniority he had prior to being laid off. 


5. Bulletin Boards: Each department 
shall provide a bulletin board for the ex- 
clusive use of its employees. 


6. Report Pay: Any person requested to 
report for work with no work available 
shall receive a minimum of two hours of 
“hour pay’ at the regular hourly rate. 


7. Sick Leaves: Employees with 6 months 
service or less—no sick leave; Employees 
with over 6 months and up to 2 years of 
service—2 weeks @ $26.00 per week after 
third day of illness per year. 


Employees with over 5 years and up to 
10 years service—4 weeks @ $26.00 per 
week after third days of illness per year. 


Employees with over 10 years of service— 
5 weeks @ $26.00 per week after third 
day of illness per year. 


Balance of unused sick leave not to 
exceed 2 weeks per year cumulative for 
period not to exceed 6% years plus sick 
leave for current year. Maximum in any 
case not to exceed 18 weeks (90 working 
days). 


Sick leave to be granted upon written 
application of the employee which in all 
cases must be accompanied by a_ physi- 
cian’s certificate or other satisfactory evi- 
dence. 


No sick leave pay to be granted for the 
first three days of disability until the 
employee has been disabled for 14 con- 
secutive working days in which case sick 
leave shall start from the first day of 
disability. Garbage employees shall be 
paid Workmen’s Compensation from the 
time of the injury until released by the 
doctor. 


No sick leave pay to be granted in com- 
pensable accident cases where employees 
receive workmen’s compensation. 


8. Wages and Hours: All questions con- 
cerning wages and hours shall be discussed 
with the Labor Relations Committee whose 
duty it is to discuss such matters with 
the Salary and Ways and Means Committee 
of the City Council and it shall be the duty 
of the Salary and Ways and Means Com- 
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mittee to bring the questions before the 
City Council as a whole for final disposi- 
tion. 


A hearing date shall be established so 
that employees’ committees may meet with 
the Labor Relations Committee of the Coun- 
cil to discuss wages and hours for the 
fiscal year. Such hearing date shall be 
on or before the 2nd Thursday of January 
of each calendar year, said Labor Rela- 
tions Committee of the Council shall also 
meet with the Employees’ Committee or 
their representatives on or about the lst 
moe in a to report results accomp- 
lishe 


9. Vacations: All regular full time City 
employees who are paid on an hourly or 
weekly basis and who have worked one 
year or more for the City of Lansing shall 
receive vacation with pay under the fol- 
lowing rules: 


(a) All regular hourly rate employees 
having from 1 to 3 years service, inclusive, 
shall be allowed one week vacation with 
pay annually. Regular hourly rate em- 
ployees with from 3 to 12 years service 
shall be allowed 2 weeks vacation with pay 
annually. Employees with more than 12 
years service shall be allowed three weeks 
vacation with pay annually. © Alf vaca- 
. tions must be accrued and earned in accord- 
ance with the above schedule. 


Hourly rate employees shall be paid dur- 
-jng said vacation period on the basis of 
the normal work week for the job or, class 
of work on which they are regularly em- 
ployed and at the authorized rate of pay 
at the time the vacation is taken. 


(b) Weekly employees with less than 
12 years of service shall be entitled to two 
calendar weeks vacation with pay per year 
if accrued and earned which shall be 
predicated upon one day vacation for each 
four and one-third weeks employed, but 
not to exceed two calendar weeks per year. 


Weekly employees with 12 years or more 
service shall be allowed three weeks vaca- 
tion with pay per year if accrued and 
earned which shall be predicated upon one 
day vacation for each three and one-half 
weeks employed, but not to exceed three 
calendar weeks per year. 


They shall be paid on the basis of their 
normal work week at the authorized rate 
of pay at the time the vacation is taken. 


(c) Seasonal employees, entitled to vaca- 
tion leave shall receive one day’s leave for 
each 180 hours worked, the whole not to 
exceed two calendar weeks and shall be 
paid therefor on the basis of five, eight 
hour days per week at the hourly rate 
authorized for the job prevailing at the 
time vacation is taken. 


(d) Unused vacation time may be ac- 
cumulated not to exceed four weeks and 
on termination of employment an em- 
ployee shall be compensated for any unused 
vacation time. 
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(e) For computing vacations for the 
calendar year 1953 the accrual of time of 
the employee shall begin on May 1, 1952. 


Vacation schedules for employees of all 
departments shall be developed by the De- 
partment Heads. It shall be the policy of 
each Department Head to schedule vaca- 
tions over as wide a period of time as 
possible in order to eliminate the necessity 
of extra help. 


10. Amendments: A copy of these rules 
and regulations shall be posted on the em- 
ployees’ bulletin boards.

Any employee may utilize his sick leave 
allowance on approval of his department 
head for absence due to illness, injury or 
exposure to contagious disease endangering 
the health of other employees and to illness 
or death in the employee’s immediate fam-

When absence is alleged to be because 
of illness, the department head or the 
City Council may require the employee to 
furnish satisfactory proof to the effect that 
his absence was caused by illness. 


Unused sick leave allowance may be 
accumulated, and in any case not to exceed 


18 weeks (90 working days).

Determination of the amount of unused 
sick leave shall be made from the records 
of the City Comptroller and in accordance 
with the preceding resolution of June 26, 
1950, covering sick leave for salaried em- 
ployees. 


All department heads are hereby directed 
to use the above rule in granting of sick 
leave to salaried employees and to indicate 
on the salary time cards all absences in 
order that individual sick leave records 
can be properly maintained by the City 
Comptroller. 


Every continuing full time yearly salaried 


employee shall be entitled to the following 
vacation with pay. 


Employees with less than 12 years of 
service shall be entitled to two calendar 
weeks vacation with pay per year if 
accrued and earned which shall be predi- 
cated upon one day vacation for each four

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and one-third weeks employed, but not to 
exceed two calendar weeks per year. 


Employees with 12 years or more service 
shall be allowed three weeks vacation with 
pay per year if accrued and earned, which 
shall be predicated upon one day vacation 
for each three and one-half weeks em- 
ployed, but not to exceed three calendar 
weeks per year. 


Unused vacation time may be accumu- 
lated not to exceed’ four weeks and on 
termination of employment an employee 
shall be compensated for all accumulated 
vacation time, but in no case to exceed 
four weeks. 


For computing vacations for the calen- 
dar year 1953, the accrual of time of the 
employee shall begin on May 1, 1952.

The Air Pollution Control Commission 
requests permission for this report to be 
given by E. K. Platt, the Air Pollution 
Control Engineer; it is our belief that 
questions may arise that he can _ best 
answer. All of his reports to this Com- 
mission substantiate his findings; they 
also contain information of confidential 
import, which plant management in this 
city would prefer to have remain in that 
category; much of this pertains to. finan- 
cial expenditures in order to meet with 
the air pollution control problem. 


Flyash from burning of coal is one 
common cause of air pollution. Much of it 
comes from industry; flyash is not burn- 
able; it is a residual or the ash of coal. 
Some types of coal: have more than others ; 
soft coal has more than hard coal and most 
if not all coal burning equipment in this 
city are burning soft coal. 


Stokers are a common method of feed- 
ing coal into a combustion chamber ; if 
coal has the proper mixture of air, draft, 
etec., it will burn properly; if any one of 
these factors is not timed with the others, 
then improper combustion takes place, re- 
sulting in soot, flyash, unburned gases, etc. 


When hundreds of tons of coal are burned 
in a plant in a period of 24 hours, there 
are many factors which might result in 
air pollution. One is a mechanical failure; 
this does not happen often. Another is 
the human failure; this happens quite 
often. 


In a case of mechanical] failure, it may 
be necessary to force one unit of fuel burn- 
ing equipment out of use; this throws 
the load on the others. Since a certain 
number of tons of coal must be burned 
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to provide the amount of steam called for, 
this means that the units being used must 
carry the additional loading. When an over- 
firing of units takes place, we must expect 
an additional amount of air pollutants, 
since the controls on these units will take 
out only a prescribed amount of pollutants. 
About the time this happens the Air Pollu- 
tion Control Engineer gets calls. 


In the case of human failures, we can 
only point out this will always be in exis- 
tence; at least as long as men handle 
coal and load the units burning this fuel. 
Many times a required amount of fuel is 
loaded and ready for firing. The time for 
firing each unit is scheduled; the fireman 
may be busy doing something else and the 
time limit is passed; in order to cover his 
inefficiency, he overloads the furnace; puts 
on an excessive draft; opens all dampers 
and lets it go. This. results in unburned 
fuel, unburned gases, and flyash going 
out of the stack; when this happens your 
voters start calling you; they call me; 
they call the Mayor; they call anyone who 
answers the phone in the plant. 


Certain types of equipment are used in 
most plants to eliminate any air pollution ; 
we have plants in this city where no such 
equipment is being used; we do not have 
any complaints from the areas where these 
plants are located. Every effort is being 
made by this department to get these 
plants to install equipment. 


Over a year ago the area south of the 
river and east of Logan was given a thor- 
ough survey; the results were presented to 
the management of the plant causing the 
nuisance; flyash was so thick that. it 
covered 95% of porch areas and in the 
amounts of one pound per 7000 cubic feet 
of space during a period of five days. Two 
ounces of flyash from a porch 10 feet x 12 
feet was common during any twenty-four 
hour period of time when the wind was 
from the north. Two ounces will just about 
fill a package the size of cigarettes ; scatter- 
ing two of these around on the floor and 
walking on it day and night and then have 
some mixed up in the food in the morn- 
ing would make any housewife disgusted ; 
it would make any man willing to go any- 
place but home. That was the condition 
on certain streets in that area during 
every year up to one year ago. 


At the request of Ald. Bradshaw, we 
made a survey in that same area during 
the ‘period of April 20 to May 16 this year. 
We found evidences of flyash; we also 
found that this evidence was a direct re- 
sult of the old story of human failure. 
The plant in question was observed daily; 
the plant management was informed ; every- 
thing was done that would eliminate the 
nuisance; but to cover up a human failure 
the fireman had wired the damper open. 


-This happened once in January, twice in 


February, once in April, all in this year. 
With a north wind, flyash did become evi- 
dent in this area. 


Discussions with housewives in this area 
support the fact that there is no com- 
parison between now and two years ago 
in the amounts of’ flyash evidence. No 
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complaints have been received from this 
area since April 1952; that is, until re- 
quested to resurvey by Ald. Bradshaw. 
This Commission has instructed the engi- 
neer to continue policing the area.

ORDINANCE 


The following ordinance was introduced 
by Alderman Sidwell read a first and sec- 
ond time by its title and referred to the 
Committee on Ordinances. 


AN ORDINANCE TO PROVIDE FOR AN 
ASSOCIATE JUSTICE OF THE JUS- 
ph COURT OF THE CITY OF LAN- 
SING. 


THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1. In accordance with Act No. 
109 of the Public Acts of 1947, the office 
of Associate Justice of the Peave is here- 
by created in and for the City of Lansing. 


Section 2. For the purposes of this ordi- 
nance, the word “Associate shal! mean 
the Associate Justice of the Peace created 
by this ordinance. The word “Justic’’ 
shall mean the Justice of the Peace of the 
City of Lansing. 


Section 8. The Associate shall be re- 
quired to devote such part of his time, but 
not necessarily his full time, to his official 
duties as the ‘work of the Justice Court 
of the City of Lansing shall require: Pro- 
vided, That the minimum time devoted to 
the duties of his office sha!l be not less 
than 150 days per year, including a 2 
week vacation period for the Justice. 


Section 4. The Associa~e shall possess 
all of the qualification requirements of the 
Justice and shall be elected in the same 
manner and at the same time as the Jus- 
tice: Provided, That the first Associate 
shall be appointed by the City Council and 
shall serve by reason of such appointment 
until January 9, 1956, when his successor, 
to be elected at the city clection held No- 
ember 8, 1955, shall assume the duties of 
the office. The Associate shall serve for 
the same term, take. the same cath, file

the same bonds, and exercise the same 
jurisdiction and powers as the Justice. 


Section 5. Vacancies in the office of 
Asscoiate Justice of the Peace shall be filled 
by appointment by the City Council. Eaca 
appointee to fill a vacancy shall hold office 
from the time of his appointment unti! tre 
next general election held in the city not 
less than 60 days after the vacancy occu:s, 


-when a successor shall be elected to serve 


for the remainder of the unexpired term. 


Section 6. An Associate who is an at- 
torney shall not be disqualied thereby to 
practice law, but shall not sit in any case 
in which either he or his business partner 
is attorney or counsel for any party in 
such case. 


Section 7. The basic annual compensa- 
tion for the first Associate to hold office un- 
der this ordinance shall be fixed by the 
City Council and shall be stated at the time 
the appointment of such Associate is made. 
Such basic compensation shall be in eon- 
sideration of the first 150 days in each 
calendar year that such Associate shell 
serve. Should such Associate serve more 
than 150 days in any calendar year, he 
shall be compensated therefor at the rate 
of $30.00 for each full day and $15.00 for 
each half day of service. The compensa- 
tion of the Associate shall thereafter be a- 
so fixed and stated, unless the Ciry Cuun- 
cil shall, not less than thir-:y days prior 
to the last date for filing nomination ,eti- 
tions for the office of Associate, fix a differ- 
ent compensation for that office. The Asso- 
ciate shall be paid at the same times and 
in the same manner as the Justice. 


Section 8. The times, places, and hours 
of court of the Associate shall be det«r- 
mined by rules of court which shal! be 
provided by the Justice and shall become? 
effective upon the approval thereof by the 
City Council: Provided, That, in the event 
of the absence or disability of the Justice, 
the Associate shall serve in the stead of 
the Justice without regard to sucn rules.

Gentlemen: 


This letter is directed to you in explana- 
tion of the report of the Committee on 
City Affairs which for some time has had 
under consideration the claims of Susan 
Alice Gries, three years old, and her 
father, J. Raymond Gries. 


The Committee had before it the formal 
application for adjustment of both the 
child’s claim and that of the father aris- 
ing out of the injury that resulted when 
the child placed her hand upon a parking 
meter post, in front of 528 E. Michigan 
Avenue, at which time the parking meter 
fell upon the child in such a manner as 
to strike her right hand, and particularly 
the right thumb, which resulted in a 
very serious injury. 


| The Committee and I have had the bene- 
fit of medical reports from both claimants’ 


doctor and one of our own choice, and. 


have also examined enlarged photographs 
of the child’s hand, particularly as they 
exhibit a very unsightly and disfigured 
thumb. There appears to be no doubt that 
the child has a permanent injury. 
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It is the claim of her father and his 
counsel that the City was negligent in 
the proper installation of the parking meter 
which was done May 28, 1952, followed by 
the child’s injury on June 8, 1952. We 
can only theorize that some automobile 
may have “jumped” the curb and struck 
the meter post but have no evidence to 
substantiate the claim. Admittedly, we have 
no knowledge of any defective installation 
or supervision of the meter or that it was 
dangerous, hazardous or not in a reason- 
able state of repair. The claimant con- 
tends its disrepair could have been seen 
in the exercise of ordinary care. 


I think for the purpose of this discussion 
that we must conclude that the City is 


engaged in a proprietary function as dis- 


tinguished from a governmental function, 
in which case we are not clothed with the 
rule of governmental immunity; rather, 
-we are bound by statute and liable if the 
sidewalk or any portion thereof is not 
reasonably safe and fit for travel by per- 
sons * * * and if because of defect in 
the original construction of the parking 
meter, then it would not be necessary to 
show that the City had any notice of a 
defect or that such was brought to the 
attention of the City. 


In 1950 our court decided the case of 
Cabana vs. City of Hart wherein a 16 
year old boy was electrocuted when he 
laid his hands upon an electric lamp post 
maintained by the city as a part of its 
street lighting system, in which the court 
held there was evidence of negligence and 
upon which the jury returned a verdict 
of $7,483.63. Employing the reasoning of 
this and other cases, I am of the opinion 
that were the case tried, it would present 
a question of fact for a jury to determine 
whether there was negligence and _ the 
child being of such tender years would 
be conclusively free of contributory negli- 
gence. The matter of damages could be 
very substantial as it is a matter of 
common knowledge that damages for pain, 
suffering and disfiguration frequently ex- 
ceed damages found for wrongful death. 

I have recommended to the Committee 
that we negotiate a settlement on the best 
terms possible which appear to be $3,000, 
payable to the child and $500.00 payable 
to the father for his expense incurred 
to date, and a possible item for a future 
operation which the doctor contends might 
lessen the disfiguration. That, of course, 
would permanently stiffen the thumb joint.

Joseph Street to a point near . the 
intersection of St. Joseph and Cherry 
Streets; thence southeasterly to Main 
Street and a point just west of the 
bridge over the Grand River (1.8 miles, 
approx.) ; 


Provided, however, the City of Lansing 
reserves the right to control parking of 
motor vehicles upon said street by ordi- 
nance.

to the United States of America; and

It was also 
found that some of the tenants were 
attempting to burn in their back yards a 
mixture of rubbish and garbage, much ‘of 
which was left unburned and provided food 
for the rodents. 


All property owners have been contacted 
and recommendations have been made to 
them as to how their buildings can be rat- 
proofed and the present infestation gotten 
rid of. All tenants have also been inter- 
viewed and instructions given as to the 
proper disposal of garbage and rubbish. 


All of the property owners have agreed 
to carry out the recommendations and to 
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date the owner of one of the apartment 
houses has completed the necessary renno- 
vations and the other property owners have 
started to remove the accumulated rubbish 
and make the necessary repairs.

Dear Mr. Hayden: 


You have informally asked my opirion of 
the obligation of the Council toward the 
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application of the owners of property along 
the south side of Mount Hope Avenue for 
the opening into the avenue at some point 
for an exit or an entrance to their business 
property now in the process of construction. 


I think it may be conceded that the prop- 
erty of the applicants is about 600 feet 
long east and west and that presently the 
only entrance would be from Boston Blvd. 
at the extreme westerly side of their prop- 
erty necessitating vehicular traffic, both 
entering and leaving the property, to either 
travel south or north before leaving the 
premises. 


The right of the City Council to control 
the streets has been a source of some liti- 
gation, particularly as it applied to the 
control of parking upon Grand River Ave- 
nue in East Lansing, and it has been 
repeatedly stated from the Constitution, 
See. 28 of Article VIII * * * “The right 
of all cities, villages and townships to the 
reasonable control of their streets,. alleys 
and public places is hereby reserved to such 
cities, villages and townships.” ‘ 


Strange as it may seem there are few 
cases that I have run into wherein our 
court has had to construe the meaning of 
this language in the Constitution, and 
fewer still where a driveway is involved. 
Apparently the last case is, Goodfellow Tire 
Company vs. Commissioner of Parks of the 
City of Detroit, 163 Mich., page 249. In 
such case the property owner sought the 
right to construct a driveway from Wood- 
ward Avenue to its property situated at the 
rear of stores to allow access to its build- 
ing by means of two driveways. The appli- 
cation was denied, and there it was con- 
tended that the Commissioner of Parks and 
Boulevards had the right to deny the peti- 
tioner his application to construct from his 
premises to the boulevard. 


After citing earlier cases of Michigan 
and from other jurisdictions the court said 
at page 255, “‘Our attention has not been 
called to a case holding that an abutting 
owner might be deprived of ingress and 
egress by means of a driveway to and from 
Me property to the highway in front of 


In this opinion the court cited an act of 
the legislature of 1879 which gave to the 
commissioners authority, “to make all rea- 
sonable rules and regulations concerning 
the use of said property’’ but in so holding 
said, “‘no one supposed they might deny the 
right of the abutting owner to construct 
a driveway to the boulevard” and further 
that the act ‘‘does not contemplate that the 
permit shall be denied, but the inference 
is a fair one that it shall be allowed upon 
Suitable regulations and conditions.” 


It might be argued that this case is not 
on “all-fours’’ with the one you have under 
consideration assuming, of course, that all 
access is not denied these petitioners for 
the reason that they now have access from 
Boston Boulevard. However, ‘in my opin- 
ion, the Council is clothed with discretion 
and the rule of reason in its determination 
of the question and not bound by any com- 
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mitment made by the petitioners for re- 
zoning, assuming there were such commit- 
ments or representations made.

The following Ordinance was introduced 
by the Committee on Market, read a first 
and second time by its title and referred 
to the Committee on Ordinances. 


SEALER OF WEIGHTS AND 
MEASURES ORDINANCE 


AN ORDINANCE to define the powers and 


duties of the Sealer of Weights and 


Measures of the City of Lansing; to 
establish a testing and regulatory service 
on commercial weighing and measuring 
devices; to provide a check on the cor- 
rectness of commercial transactions in- 
volving weights and measures and for 
other related purposes, to be known as 
the Weights and Measures Ordinance. 


_It is hereby ordained by the People of 
the City of Lansing: 


ARTICLE I 
Definitions 


Section 1. For the purpose of this ordi- 
nance certain terms used are herewith 
defined. When not inconsistent with the 
context, words used in the present tense 
include the future; words in the singular 
number include the plural number; and 
words in the plural number include the 
singular number. The word “shall” is 
always mandatory and not merely direc- 
tory. 


Section 1.1. The term “City” shall mean 
the City of Lansing, a municipal corpora- 
tion. 


Section 1.2. The term “coal or other 
solid fuels’? includes coal, coke, briquettes, 
eet or other solid fuels, excepting 
wood. 


Section 1.3. The word “commodity” or 
“commodities’’ as used in this ordinance 
shall mean goods,’ ware, merchandise, fuel, 
foodstuffs and/or products of the soil. 
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Section 1.4. The word “measure” or 
‘“‘measures” shall be construed to mean 
any device or devices used to ascertain the 
weight, size, time, quantity, value, or 
dimensions of any liquids, solids, or other 
articles. 


Section 1.5. The word ‘“package’’ or 
“packages,” or the term “in package form’”’ 
shall be construed to include a commodity 
in a package, bag, carton, case, can, box, 
barrel, bottle or other receptacle, or in 
coverings or wrappings of any kind. 


Section 1.6. The word “person”? includes 
a person, persons, firm, partnership, 
assumed name, association, corporation, 
agent or anyone acting in behalf of said 
person, persons, firm, partnership, asso- 
ciation or corporation. 


Section 1.7. The term “sand, gravel and 
like materials’’ includes sand, gravel, 
crushed stone, pebbles, slag, cinders, or 
any mixture of the same, or top soil, black 
dirt, loam, or any like materials: 


Section 1.8. The word “Sealer” shall 
mean the Sealer of Weights and Measures 
of the City of Lansing appointed in accord- 
ance with the City Charter and the Stat- 
utes of the State of Michigan. 


Section 1.9. The word “sell,” in any 
of its variant forms, includes sell, barter, 
exchange, trade, keep for sale, offer for 
sale, or expose for sale. 


ARTICLE II 
Authority and Duties 


Section 1. A Sealer of Weights and 
Measures for the City of Lansing shall be 
appointed in accordance with the Charter 
of the City and the statutes of the State 
of Michigan and it shall be his duty to 
have and to keep a general supervision 
over the sale of all commodities of what- 


ever character or kind in: the City and 


with his assistants to enforce the provisions 
of this ordinance and of the statutes of 
the State relating to weights and measures. 
He shall take charge of such standards 
and apparatus as shall be furnished to him 
as standards for the City and shall main- 
tain such in good order and take all neces- 
sary precaution for their safekeeping, and 
shall keep a record of all of his official 
acts. 


Section 2. The Sealer and/or his assist- 
ants— 


(a) Shall be appointed special policemen ; 


(b) May enter any store, stand, place, 
building or premises, or may stop any 
vehicle, motor vehicle or conveyance, with- 
out formal warrant, for the purpose of 
performing their official duties; 
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-(c) May seize for use as evidence and 
hold until final disposition, any commodity, 
package or other article sold, offered or 
exposed for sale contrary to the provisions 
of this ordinance and/or of the statutes 
of Michigan relating to weights and mea- 
sures. 


Section 3. For the purpose of carrying 
out the provisions of this ordinance, the 
Sealer may adopt and promulgate rules 
and regulations and may establish toler- 
ances and specifications for commercial 
weighing and measuring devices for use 
in the City; provided, that copies of such 
shall be kept in the office of the Sealer 
available for inspection by and distribu- 
tion to the public: 


Section 4. The tables of the United 
States customary weights and measures 
shall be the standard tables of weights 
and measures for the City. 


Section 5. It shall be the duty of the 
Sealer and/or his assistants in the City: 


(a) To inspect and test the accuracy of 
all measures of every kind, and tools and 
appliances connected therewith, used and 
employed commercially in the City to 
determine the weight, size, value, quan- 
tity or dimensions of any liquids, solids 
or other articles, time or service, offered 
for sale, purchase, hire or reward; 


¢(b) To inspect the type and design of 
all measures and all devices designed to 
be attached thereto and used in connection 
therewith, to insure that the construction 
of the measures does not facilitate the 
perpetration of fraud; 


(c) To re-weigh or re-measure any pack- 
age put up ready for sale or delivery, or 
any amount of any commodity whatsoever 
offered for sale, or sold by weight or 
measure, at any time before or after the 
actual delivery of such package or amount 
of commodity to the buyer. 


Section 6. The Sealer and/or his assist- 
ants shall inspect and test any measure 
either in the place of business where the 
same is used or at his office or other place 
as in his judgment he deems advisable. 


_(a) Twice annually, or oftener, if in 
his judgment such inspection is warranted ; 


(b) Whenever a reasonable request to 
examine any measure is filed in his office. 


Section 7. All measures that are tested 
by the Sealer and/or his assistants and 
found to conform to the legal standards 
shall be sealed. 


‘Section 8. The Sealer or anyone duly 
authorized by him shall, upon request, 
give to any person, for whom any measure 
has been tested, a certificate showing in 
detail for what the same is given and the 
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result of the test, and a copy thereof shall 
be kept on file at his office. 


Section 9. The Sealer and/or his assist- 
ants are hereby empowered to seize and 
destroy any measure which is in accurate 
and in his judgment is not susceptible of 
repair, or is designed to defraud any per- 
son, or does not meet the requirements 
of this ordinance. If in his judgment in- 
accuracies may be corrected, he may con- 
demn such measure and order such correc- 
tion to be made within ten (10) days and, 
in default thereof, he may seize and destroy 
the same. 


Section 10. It shall be unlawful for 
the Sealer and/or his assistants to sell any 
measure or to have any pecuniary interest 
in connection with such a transaction, or 
to ask or receive any article of value for 
repairing any measure. 


ARTICLE II! 
General Regulations 


Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to refuse at any time to exhibit 
any weights, measures, scales or other 
instruments, used in weighing or measur- 
ing any goods, wares and merchandise, or 
any box, rack or measure, from which is 
sold, or offered for sale, or delivered to ‘the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures, when de- 
manded by him, or such person as may 
be duly authorized to perform the duties 
of the office, for the purpose of having 
the same inspected. 


Section 2. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, within the limits of the City of 
Lansing, either by himself as a vendor, 
clerk, agent, or servant, in selling or 
weighing or measuring any product or 
commodity or goods and merchandise of 
any name or nature, that is sold or bought 
by weight or measure, to make or give 
or cause to be given any false weight or 
measure thereof. 


Section 3. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm, company or corporation, to 
buy or sell, or offer or attempt to buy or 
sell or deliver, any commodity of any kind 
or character in the city, according to any 
seales, weights or measures, which have 
been condemned by the Sealer of Weights 
and Measures; and the use of any such 
“condemned” scales, weights or measures, 
is hereby declared unlawful, and for which 
unlawful act, the penalty prescribed in 
this ordinance may be collected for each 
day during which there is a violation. 


Section 4. It shall be unlawful for any 
person or persons to obstruct, or in any 
manner impede or willfully delay the Sealer 
of Weights and Measures, or such persons 
as shall be duly authorized to perform the 
duties of the office, in the execution of his 
duties under this ordinance, either by re- 
fusing them, or delaying his entrance or 
admission into any and all of the places 
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above mentioned. It shall be unlawful for 
any person or persons, to refuse or neglect 
to.stop any wagon or conveyance, whereby 
the due execution of the acts required by 
this ordinance shall be impeded or ob- 
structed. 


Section 5. It shall be the duty of any 
person, firm, company or corporation, de- 
siring to install or use or change the loca- 
tion of any scales, weights or measures, 
for use in buying or selling commodities 
in the city, to notify the Sealer of Weights 
and Measures of such fact prior to use, 
in order to afford such official or such 
person as shall be duly authorized to 
perform the duties of the office, the -oppor- 
tunity to seal and approve the same. Any 
‘scale, weight, weighing or measuring de- 
vice that has been repaired, rebuilt or 
relocated, must be approved by the Inspec- 
tor of Weights and Measures or his assis- 
tant, before it is used again. Every scale, 
weight, weighing device or measuring de- 
vice, shall be kept clean and in proper 
working condition at all times and it shall 
be the responsibility of the operator of any 
scale, weighing device or measuring device, 
his agent or employee, if there be an indi- 
cator on the scale, to keep such scale or 
weighing device properly balanced at zero 
when same is not in use. It shall be 
unlawful to use in a commercial way or 
to have in any business establishment, or 
on any conveyance, any scale known as a 
‘thousehold scale.” 


Section 6. It shall be unlawful to sell 
or offer for sale, commodities in packaged 


form unless plainly and _ conspicuously 


marked on the outside of the package in 
terms of net weight, net measure or net 
count at time of sale. Packages put up as 
novelties but which contain any food, 
drink, confectionery, or condiment, whether 
simple, mixed or compound, must comply 
with all ordinances regulating weights and 
measures and the marking and labeling of 
packaged goods and any and all other 
laws applicable. 


Section 7. No person, firm, or corpora- 
tion shall advertise for sale or sell citrus 
fruits in the City of Lansing except by 
count or weight. If advertised for sale 
or sold by count, the purchaser thereof 
shall be informed of the size of said fruit 
in accordance with the standard grading 
practice of the citrus fruits industry. 


Section 8. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation by themselves 
or their agents or servants, to have in their 
possession with intent to sell or offér or 
expose for sale, or sell, any article which 
is misbranded within the meaning of this 
ordinance. 


(a) An article shall be deemed to be 
misbranded within the meaning of this 
ordinance: 


First, If it is an imitation of or is 
offered for sale under the name of another 
article ; 
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Second, If it is labeled, or branded so 
as to deceive or mislead the purchaser, or 
purport to be a foreign produce, when not 
so, or if the contents of the package as 
originally put up shall have been removed 
in whole or in part and other contents shall 
have been placed in such package. 


Third, If in package form every pack- 
age, box, bottle, basket or other container 
does not bear the true net weight, exclud- 
ing the wraper or container, which shall 
be stated in terms of pounds, ounces and 
grains avoirdupois. weight or the true net 
measure, which measure, in case of liquids, 
shall be in terms of gallons of two hundred 
and thirty-one cubic inches or fraction 
thereof, as quarts, pints and ounces or the 
true numerical count, as the case may be, 
expressed on the face of the principal label 
in plain English words or numerals, so that 
it can be plainly read. 


Section 9. Self service packaged meais, 
cheese, poultry and other similar com- 
modities, when put in package form by the 
retailer, or offered for sale by the retailer, 
out of the presence of the purchaser, shall 
be plainly and conspicuously marked as 
to the price per pound, net weight and 
price for weight indicated. Price tags 
shall not be used to cover or conceal bone 
or undesirable portions of such commodi- 
ties in transparent wrappings. Weight 
markings shall indicate to the nearest one- 
quarter (4%) ounce. This section does not 
apply to packages in standard sizes one- 
quarter (144) pound, one-half (44) pound 
and one (1) pound. 


Section 10. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation by themselves 
or their agents or servants who, with in- 
tent to sell or in any wise dispose of mer- 
chandise directly or indirectly to the public 
for sale or distribution with intent to in- 
crease the consumption thereof, or to 
induce the public in any manner to enter 
into any obligation relating thereto or any 
interest therein, makes, publishes, dis- 
seminates, circulates or places before the 


_ public, or cause directly or indirectly to be 


made, disseminated, circulated or placed 
before the public in the City of Lansing 
in a newspaper or any other publication 
or in the form of a book, notice, handbill, 
poster, bill, circular, pamphlet, letter or 
communication intended for a large num- 
ber of persons or in any other way, an 
advertisement of any sort regarding mer- 
chandise or regarding the motive or the 
purpose of the sale, which advertisement 
contains any assertion, representation or 
statement which is untrue, deceptive or 
misleading or calculated to subject any 
person to disadvantage on injury through 
the publication of false or deceptive state- 
ments; provided, however, that the pro- 
visions of this section shall not apply to 
any owner, publisher, or printer, agent or 
employee of a newspaper or other publi- 
cation, periodical or circular who in good 
faith and without knowledge of the falsity 
or deceptive character thereof, publishes, 
causes to be published or takes part in the 
publication of such advertisement. 


Section 11. All peddlers and hawkers 
using scales, balances, weights or measures 
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shall take the same to the dGffice of the 
Inspector before any use is made thereof, 
and have the same marked and adjusted 
semi-annually. 


ARTICLE IV 
Special Provisions for the Sale of Coal 


Section 1. No person, firm or corpora- 
tion shall bargain, sell, contract for or 
deliver coal, coke, w 
except fuel oil, at retail within the City 
of Lansing, without first having obtained 
a license so to do, as hereinafter set forth, 
and without complying with the other pro- 
visions of this ordinance. 


Section 2. Any person, firm or corpora- 
tion desiring to bargain, sell, contract for 
or deliver coal, coke, wood or other fuel 
at retail within the City of Lansing shall 
make application under oath and in writing 
to the City Clerk for a license, on blanks 
which shall be supplied for that purpose, 
‘giving the following information: 


(a) The name under which such business 
is to be conducted. 


(b) Nature of the organization, whether 
an individual, firm, corporation or 
association. 


(c) Proposed location or address of all 
storage yards and of the principal 
office if it is at a different location 
than the yards. 


(d) Name of the person to be actively in 
charge of the proposed business. 


(e) Statement that applicant possesses or 
leases sufficient and necessary scales 
and weighing facilities that have been 
approved by the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures and the location of such 
scales and weighing facilities. 


Such application shall thereafter be 
transmitted to the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures, who shall investigate the same. 
If it be found on such investigation, that 
the statements made in the application 
are correct and that the scales and weigh- 
ing facilities to be used by the applicant 
comply with standard specifications and 
tolerances, the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures shall approve such application 
and return the same to the City Clerk 
within fifteen days. If the said applicant 
has not had a coal license theretofore re- 
voked, the City Clerk, upon payment of 
an annual fee of $10.00, shall issue a 
license to such applicant, which license 
shall be indexed by the City Clerk and 
shall bear a distinct number, which num- 
ber shall be retained from year to year 
provided the license is properly renewed. 
All trucks used for delivery of coal or 
wood shall be liable to a license fee of 
$5.00 for which the City Clerk shall issue 
a tag. Said tag must be displayed attached 
to State Vehicle License. 


Such licenses shall expire on the 30th 
day of April of each year, and shall be 
renewed by the City Clerk upon the pay- 


or other fuel, © 
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ment of the annual fee without filing a 
new application. The license fee of $10.00 
shall be paid for any part or portion of the 
year while the license is in force. 


If, after the issuance of such license, 
any changes occur in the name of such 
business or nature of the organization or 
in the location of such storage yard or 
yards or business office or in the name of 
the person actively in charge of the busi- 
ness or in the location of the scale or 
scales used in such business, a true state- 
ment of such change or changes, sworn to 
under oath, shall forthwith be filed with 
the City Clerk. 


In the event applicant’s scales or weigh- 


ing facilities are located outside the city — 


limits, the same shall be inspected and 
approved by the Superintendent of Weights 
and Measures for the State of Michigan or 
at the option of the applicant by the City 


Sealer of Weights and Measures, who shall’ 


inspect the same. 


Section 3. No person, firm or corpora- 
tion shall deliver any coal, coke, wood or 
other fuel which is sold by weight unless 


_ the driver or person actually making the 


delivery shall bear with him a certificate 


in writing, together with a duplicate or 


carbon copy thereof, which shall contain 
the following information: 


Name of licensed coal merchant and 
number of his license. 


Address and location of storage yard 
from which the fuel is delivered. 


Name and address of purchaser. 


Name of person actually making the 
delivery. 


Weight of the vehicle, together with 
contents. 


Weight of the vehicle, alone. 
Net weight of the fuel. 


Name or identifying initials of the per- 
son who weighed the load. 


Kind and quantity of fuel delivered. 


Kinds and weight of each if fuel is 

mixed. ; 

Said certificate shall be in exact con- 
formity with the facts and the weight of 
the vehicle shall have been ascertained 
on the day of delivery. 


No person shall engage in the delivery 
of fuel sold by weight without having at 
all times with him the duplicate certifi- 
cates above mentioned, and he shall deliver 


one of said duplicate certificates to the 


purchaser at the same time the delivery 
of the fuel is made and shall show such 
certificate or certificates or duplicates 
thereof to the Sealer of Weights and Mea- 
sures, or any of his deputies, or to any 
police officer of the City whenever de- 


SS lal 
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manded. Whenever the Sealer of Weights 
and Measures, or any person designated by 
him, or the purchaser shall demand that 
the weight shown by such certificate shall 
be verified, it shall be the duty of the per- 
son delivering such fuel to convey the 
same forthwith to such public or private 
scale in the city as shall be designated by 
the Sealer of Weights and Measures, or 
any person acting for him, and both the 
driver and the licensee for whom he is 
working may be proceeded against for 
any violation of these provisions. 


Section 4. Each licensee shall place and 
maintain in a conspicuous place upon each 
delivery vehicle used the number and name 
of the licensee and number of his license 
in letters and figures not less than three 
inches in height. 


Section 5. When coal or other solid fuels 
are sold or offered for sale in package 
form, the net weight of contents must be 
plainly and legibly stamped thereupon or 
attached in a secure manner to the package 
+ hae the same are sold or offered for 
sale. 


Section 6. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation to substitute or 
mix fuels or cause the substitution or mix- 
ing of fuel sold at retail by such person, 
firm or corporation except when the fuel 
has been sold as such and so indicated on 
the delivery certificate. 


Section 7. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation to sell, offer for 
sale, deliver, offer to sell or deliver any 
coal, coke or other fuel by any name 
which is not the true, usual and customary 
name of the same without giving either 
the true, usual and customary name of such 
fuel, or the name of the state and district 
from which it comes and a _ description 
which shal] indicate the size and character 
of its preparation. 


Section 8. No coal sold or offered for 
sale shall be wet or dampened by any 
process whatsoever prior to the weighing 


of same for delivery to the retail purchaser ;. 


provided, however, that coal may be dust- 
proofed while in storage upon approval of 
method by Sealer of Weights and Measures. 


All coke kept for sale or intended for 
sale in the City of Lansing shall be kept 
in a covered shed or building so constructed 
that the coke therein shall be protected 
from rain, snow and storm, and it shall 
be unlawful for any person, firm or cor- 
poration to sell or offer for sale in the 
City of Lansing any coke not kept and 
protected in the manner herein provided. 


Section 9. No wood shall be sold or 
delivered in the City of Lansing except 
by the cord, which shall be eight feet in 
length, four feet high and whatever may 
be the length of the wood; provided, how- 
ever, that wood of such character that 
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it cannot be piled or corded may be sold 
by the load, which shall consist of forty- 
nine cubic feet: loaded as near solid as 
possible, and no coal, coke or other fuel 
except fuel oil, shall be sold except by 
weight. 


Provided, further, that the provisions of 
this ordinance relating to the obtaining of 
license .shall not apply to farmers who 
may sell wood by the cord which has been 
grown by them on their own premises. 
Factory scrap and mill ends are not covered 
by this ordinance. 


ARTICLE V 


Special Provisions for the Manufacture 
and Sale of Bread 


Section 1. All bread sold or offered for 
sale by retail food outlets to the con- 
sumers shall be standardized 12 ounce, 16 
ounce, 20 ounce, 24 ounce, and 32 ounce 
loaves, and the wrapper of each loaf shall 
be conspicuously marked indicating the 
weight of the loaf contained therein, and 
shall conform to the following pan sizes: 


(a) The following provisions shall apply 
to loaves of bread baked in uncovered pans: 


1. The 12 ounce loaf shall be baked in a 
pan which shall not exceed 8 inehes 
in length at the top and 4 inches in 
width at the top, inside measurements. 


2. The 16 ounce loaf shall be baked in a 
pan which shall not exceed 10 inches 
in length at the top and 414 inches in 
width at the top, inside measurements. 


3. The 20 ounce loaf shall be baked in 
a pan which shall not exceed 124 
inches in length at the top and 4% 
inches in width at the top, inside mea- 
surements. 


4. The 24 ounce loaf shall be baked in a 
pan which shall not exceed 15 inches 
in length at the top and 4% inches in 
width at the top, inside measurements. 


5. The 32 ounce loaf shall be baked in a 
pan which shall not exceed 16 inches in 
Jength at the top and 4% inches in 
width at the top, inside measurements. 


Provided, however, that loaves of bread 
may be baked in pans of differing widths 
from those set forth above if the pan con- 
tents shall not exceed 6.25 cubic inches 
per ounce of dough used. 


(b) The following provisions shall apply’ 
to loaves of bread baked in covered pans: 


1. The 16 ounce loaf shall be baked in a 
pan which shall not exceed 10 inches 
in length at the top and 4 inches in 
width at the top, inside measurements. 


2. The 20 ounce loaf shall be baked in a 
pan which shall not exceed 15 inches 
in length at the top and 4 inches in 
width at the top, inside measurements. 
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3. The 32 ounce loaf shall be baked in a 
pan which shall not exceed 16 inches 
in length at the top and 4 inches in 
width at the top, inside measurements. 


4. The provisions of this Ordinance shall 
apply only to white bread baked in 
pans. The provisions of this Ordinance 
shall not apply to bread sold to restau- 

. yants, hotels, or other types of eating 
establishments or other places where 
bread is not offered for retail sale. 


Provided, further, that a variation or | 


tolerance of one ounce in excess or one 
ounce in deficiency for the weights pro- 
vided for. in this act be allowed. The 
weights herein specified shall be construed 
to mean net. weight, at any time within 
eight hours after the same _ shall have 
been sold or offered for sale, and provided 
further, that when any allowance in the 
weight shall be claimed on account of any 
bread having been sold or offered for sale 
more than eight hours as aforesaid, the 
burden of proof in respect thereto shall 
be upon the person, firm or corporation 
charged with offending this Ordinance. 


Section 2. The provisions of this act 
shall not apply to rolls, buns, biscuits, 
crackers and similar articles weighing less 
than four ounces, avoirdupois each, nor to 
stale bread; provided, that such bread be 
conspicuously labeled ‘‘Stale Bread’ and 
sold as and for stale bread. Provided, fur- 
ther, that the condition of this Ordinance 
shall not..apply to bread made for export 
purposes sold and delivered outside the 
limits of the City of Lansing. 


. Section 3. The enforcement of the pro- 
visions of this Ordinance shall be under 
the supervision of the Sealer of Weights 
and Measures, of the City of Lansing, who 
shall act in conjunction and with. the 
Police Department of the City of Lansing 
in the enforcement of the same. 


ARTICLE VI 


Special Provisions for the Sale of 
Petroleum Products 


Section 1. That no person shall con- 
struct, establish or maintain a _ gasoline 
filling station in the City of Lansing un- 
less he is the holder of a license issued 
. therefor as herein provided, that has not 
been revoked. 


Section 2. Application for such license 
shall be made upon a form prescribed by 
the Sealer of Weights and Measures and 
filed with the City Clerk and there shall 
accompany each application the fee there- 
for. There shall be stated upon such appli- 
cation the location of the filling station 
and the number and capacity of the tanks 
and gasoline dispensing units located or 
maintained in connection therewith. Each 
gasoline filling station and all signs main- 
tained in connection therewith or adver- 
tising gasoline for sale at such gasoline 
filling stations shall comply ‘with the pro- 
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visions of all other ordinances of the City 


of Lansing. The Sealer of Weights and 


Measures shall investigate and determine 
whether or not the provisions of such ordi- 
nances are complied with, and if so, en- 
dorse upon such application his approval 
of the issuance of such license. No license 
shall be issued until the approval of the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures has been 
endorsed upon such application. 


Section 3. The fee for such license shall 
be five dollars unless there is located or 
maintained at such filling station more than 
two gasoline dispensing units in which 
case the fee shall be an amount equal to 
two dollars for each dispensing unit located 
or maintained in connection therewith. 
Every license so issued shall automatically 
expire on the thirtieth day of April, next 
following. It shall be unlawful for any per- 
son to sell or offer for sale any motor 
fuel as herein defined unless license there- 
for is issued as herein provided and is 
unrevoked. Any such license may be re- 
voked by the City Council for violation of 
any provisions of this ordinance or any 
other ordinance of the City of Lansing 
pertaining to gasoline filling stations or 
signs maintained at or in connection there- 


’ with or advertising gasoline sold or offered 


for sale at such station following hearing 
before the Council, at which the holder 
thereof shal] have a reasonable opportunity 
to be heard, notice of which shall be given 
to the holder by the City Clerk. In case 
of the revocation of any license the same 
shall not be renewed or a new license 
issued to the holder thereof without the 
consent of the City Council. The license 
issued shall be conspicuously displayed in 
such gasoline filling station during the 
time it remains in force. 


Section 4. It shall be a violation of this 
ordinance to allow such an accumulation 
of water or sludge in the bottom of station 
tanks in which inflammable liquids are 
stored for sale either at wholesale or re- 
tail to the extent that such liquids when 
drawn by the pump or other device shall 
be contaminated by such water or sludge. 


Section 5. No person shall deliver any 
gasoline directly into the tank of any auto- 
mobile within the City of Lansing while 
the engine of such automobile is running. 


Section 6. Every liquid measuring de- 
vice, commonly termed pump, used in the 
sale of gasoline or motor fuel shall be 
constructed and located in such a man- 
ner as to indicate accurately and plainly 
to the purchaser from any position he may 
reasonably be expected to assume, the true 
amount of gasoline delivered during every 
transaction. The facilities or means of 
so indicating and the position thereof shall 
be satisfactory to the Sealer of Weights 
and Measures. 


Section 7. It shall be the duty of every 
person in charge of a pump used for the 
purpose of measuring gasoline for sale as 
a motor fuel, to test said pump or pumps 
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each day before any sale is made by means 
of a sealed container, to be approved by 
the Sealer of Weights and Measures. It 
shall be the duty of the Sealer of Weights 
and Measures to inspect each gasoline dis- 
pensing unit located in the City of Lan- 
sing, and test the accuracy thereof as to 
measuring and in the event the same is 
found to be accurate he shall issue to the 
owner or person in charge thereof, a certi- 
ficate to that effect, which shall be posted 
in a conspicuous place upon or in the 
proximity of such unit until the next in- 
spection is made. No person shall sell or 
offer for sale any gasoline and deliver the 
same through any gasoline dispensing unit 
which is not accurate as to measuring nor 
‘unless certificate to that effect was issued 
by the Sealer of Weights and Measures 
at the time of his last inspection. 


The term “vehicle tank” shall be con- 
strued to mean an assembly used for the 
delivery of liquids, comprising a tank 
which may or may not be subdivided into 
two or more compartments, mounted upon 
a wagon, automobile, truck, ar trailer to- 
gether with its accessory piping, valves, 
meters, etc. 


The term “compartment” shall be con- 
strued to mean the entire tank whenever 
this is not subdivided; otherwise it shall 
mean any one of these subdivided por- 
tions of the tank which is designed to 
hold liquid. 


The terms “motor fuel’ and “gasoline” 
shall each be construed to mean and in- 
clude any liquid advertised, offered for 
sale, sold or delivered for use in generating 
power for the propulsion of motor vehicles 
along and upon the highways of this 
state. 


The term “gasoline filling station’ shall 
mean and include any place at which motor 
fuel is sold or offered for sale in the City 
of Lansing. 


The term “person” shall be construed 
to mean and include an individual, co- 
partnership, association and corporation. 


The term “singular” shall include the 
plural and each gender shall include each 
of the other genders. 


Section 10. Every vehicle tank whether 
the same be equipped with meter or not, 
shall comply with the following require- 
ments: 


(a) Permanence.—A vehicle tank shall 
be so designed and shall be of sufficiently 
substantial construction that it may rea- 
sonably be expected to withstand ordinary 
usage without impairment of the accuracy 
of the deliveries made therefrom; the shell 
and bulkheads shall be of such construc- 
tion that they will not become distorted 
under any condition of liquid lading. 


(b) Venting Means.—Each compartment 
shall be provided with suitable venting 
means to prevent the formation of air 
pockets by permitting the escape of air 
from all parts of the compartment designed 
to be filled with liquid and to permit the 
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influx of air to the compartment during 


the process of delivery. 


(c) Marking.—aAll lettering and figures 


_ required under this ordinance shall be of 


such size, design, material and location, 
and shall be so applied or affixed, that 
they will not tend easily to become obliter- 
ated or illegible. 


(d) Fraudulent Construction.—All vehicle 
tanks and all devices designed to be 
attached thereto and used in connection 
therewith shall be of such design and 
construction that they do not facilitate 
the perpetration of fraud. 


Section 11. Every vehicle tank which 
is not equipped with meter but which is 
used for the purpose of delivery or measur- 


ing of motor fuel shall comply with the . 


following requirements: 


(a) Indicators.—An indicator shall be 
provided within the fill opening of each 
compartment; this indicator shall be per- 
manently attached to the shell of the com- 
partment and shall be located  approxi- 
mately midway between the ends of the 
compartment. The indicator shall be so 
designed that it will clearly, distinctly, and 
unmistakably define the height to which 
the compartment must be filled in order 
to contain its marked capacity. If. this 
indicator is adjustable it shall be se con- 
structed that it can be sealed in such- a 
manner that its position cannot be changed 
without destroying or mutilating the seal. 


(b) Expansion Space.—The indicator 
shall be 80 positioned that when a com- 
partment is filled to the indicator there 
will remain an expansion space of not less 
than 0.75 per cent of the nominal capacity 
of the compartment. 


(c) Provision for Complete Delivery.— 
The tank and the delivery piping shall be 
so designed and constructed and shall be 
so mounted upon the vehicle that -when 
this is standing upon a level surface com- 
plete delivery may be made from any com- 
partment through the delivery faucets or 
valves whether other compartments are 
full or empty. 


(d) Discharge Through Manifold.— When 
two or more compartments’ discharge 
through a manifold, effective and automatic 
means shall be provided to prevent the 
passage of liquid from the manifold into 
the discharge line from any compartment. 


(e) Piping.—Vehicle tanks equipped 
with control or emergency valve shall have 


‘such valves at the lowest point of outlet 


from each compartment and the capacities 
of such compartments shall be construed 
as not including the capacity of the piping 


‘leading therefrom. 


(f) Marking of Capacity.—Each com- 
partment of a tank shall be plainly and 
conspicuously marked with a designating 
letter or figure and each delivery faucet 
or valve shall be correspondingly marked 
to indicate the compartment of which it 
is the outlet. In addition, the tank shall 
be plainly and conspicouosly marked to 
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show the capacity, to the nearest half 
gallon, of each compartment and _ such 
marking shall indicate that the capacities 
given are measured to the indicators pro- 
vided. This latter marking shall be placed 
adjacent to the faucets or valves. 


Section 12. Every vehicle tank which is 
equipped with meter shall comply with the 
following requirements: 


(a) Meter Requirements.—Meters in- 
stalled on vehicle tanks shall conform to 
all applicable requirements of the speci- 

cations for liquid-measuring devices of 
the wholesale type except in so far as 
these may be modified by the requirements 
of this section and all deliveries by meter 
shall have a print ticket. 


(b) Location of Meter.—The meter shall 
be so positioned that the indications may 
be easily and accurately read. 


(c) Discharge Lines.—If the unit be de- 
signed for discharge by gravity, the dis- 
charge line shall be as short as practicable 
and there shall be no shut-off valve at its 
discharge end. If the unit be designed for 
discharge by means of a pump, the dis- 
charge line shall be of the wet-hose type 
with a shut-off valve at its discharge end, 
and immediately adjacent to this discharge 
valve there shall be installed a spring- 
loaded check valve so adjusted that drain- 
age of the discharge line will automatic- 
ally be prevented. When two or more 
compartments discharge through a mani- 
fold and the discharge lines are equipped 
with independently-operable discharge 
valves, the construction shall be such that 
deliveries shall be accurate whether or not 
more than one of the valves are partially 
or wholly open. 


(d) Diversion of Measured Liquid.—No 
means shall be provided by which any 
measured liquid can be diverted from the 
measuring chamber of the meter or the dis- 
charge line therefrom. 


(e) Air Elimination.—Adequate provi- 
sion shall be made for preventing the pas- 
sage of air through the meter. In a 
gravity-discharge unit, if a mechanical air 
eliminator or other means to prevent in- 
accuracies of measure due to air or vapor 
in the liquid be not provided, provision 
shall be made for preventing a vortex at 
the point of discharge from the compart- 
ment whereby air might be drawn into the 
line leading to the meter, and the meter 
shall be so mounted and the piping so 
arranged that the meter will not be drain- 
ed of liquid during normal operation and 
that air will not be trapped in the meter 
inlet line when a compartment is filled. 
In a pump-discharge unit, a mechanical 
air eliminator or other means shall be pro- 
vided adjacent to the meter inlet. This air 
eliminator or other means shall be con- 
sidered effective if the provisions of sub- 
Ree OD “f’” of this section are complied 
with. 


(f) Constancy of Delivery.—The amounts 
delivered shall not vary from the standard 
by more than the tolerances hereinafter 
provided, (1) during continuous or inter- 
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mittent discharge of liquid; (2) at all 
speeds of pump operation; and (3) when 
the meter is operated at the maximum rate 
permitted by the installation, when oper- 
ated at the rate represented or believed to 
be normal for the installation, and when 
operated at a rate approximately one-half 
the norma] rate, or at a rate of approxi- 
“ig ierd 20 gallons per minute, whichever 
is less. 


Section 13. In testing every vehicle tank 
not equipped with meter the tolerances to 
be allowed in excess or deficiency on all 
vehicle tank compartments which are being 


tested by the weights and measures official 


for the first time to verify the accuracy of 
a capacity marked by a manufacturer or 
user, shall be the values shown in the 


column headed “on first test’? in the fol- 


lowing table. The tolerances to be allowed 
in excess or deficiency on all subsequent 
tests made by the official, to vertify the 
accuracy of a marked capacity shall be the 
values shown in the column headed ‘on 
subsequent test.” These tolerances are 
to be applied to the differences between the 
actual result of the calibration and the 
marked capacity of the compartment. 
Whenever the result of a calibration indi- 
cates that the marked capacity of a com- 
partment is not correct within the toler- 
ance to be applied, if the capacity of the 
compartment is adjustable, then the mark- 
ing shall be changed in accordance with 
the provisions of subsection ‘‘f’’ of Section 
11, or the result of the calibration shall be 
taken as the basis of an adjustment and 
the adjustment shall be so made that the 
capacity of the compartment agrees as 
nearly as may be with such marked capa- 
city; if the capacity of the compartment 
cannot be adjusted to agree with the mark- 
ed capacity, then the marking shall be 
changed in accordance with the provisions 
of subsection ‘“‘f’? of Section 11.

Section 14. In testing tanks equipped 
with meters, the tolerances to be allowed 
in excess or deficiency on meters installed 
on vehicle tanks shall be the same as those 
specified for liquid measuring devices of 
the wholesale type; that is, 1 cubic inch 
per indicated gallon of delivery for meters 
in use, and one half of these values for 
new or reconditioned meters. 


Section 15. No vehicle tank shall be 
used for the purpose of delivery of either 
motor fuel or fuel oil either to retailers 
or to consumers in the City of Lansing 
unless the owner thereof is the holder of 
an unexpired and unrevoked license or a 
temporary permit issued therefor in ac- 
cordance with the terms of this ordinance. 
Application for such license shall be filed 
with the City Clerk upon a form to be 
prescribed by the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures and there shall accompany each 
application the fee therefor. The fee for 
the first license issued for any vehicle tank 
having gallonage of not to exceed 1100 
gallons shall be $5.00 and for each vehicle 
tank having a gallonage in excess of 1100 
gallons shall be $10.00. The fee for each 
subsequent license issued for all vehicle 
tanks shall be $5.00 and $10.00, respectively. 
No such license shall be issued until the 
application therefor has been approved by 
the Sealer of Weights and Measures. The 
applicant shall cause such vehicle tank to 
be produced at such place as may be desig- 
nated by the Sealer of Weights and Mea- 
sures and adequate opportunity afforded 
him for testing the same in the manner 
herein provided prior to the issuance of 
such license and at such other times as he 
may indicate. In the event that such 
vehicle tank is in any way damaged or 
involved in any accident, the same shall 
not be used for further measuring or 
delivery of motor fuel or fuel oil until 
same has again been inspected and ap- 
proved by the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures. In the event that any vehicle 
tank for which a license is issued here- 
under and remains unexpired and unre- 
voked cannot be operated for any reason, 
the Sealer of Weights and Measures may 
issue without fee therefor a permit author- 
izing the use and operation of another 
vehicle tank which complies with the 
qualifications and requirements of this 
ordinance for a period of not to exceed 
ten days. Every license so issued shall 
automatically expire on the thirtieth day 
of April next following. Any such license 
may be revoked by the City Council for 
violation of any provision of this ordinance 
by the owner of such vehicle tank or by 
his employees following a hearing at which 
the person, firm or corporation to whom 
such license was issued shall have a reason- 
able opportunity to be heard and of which 
notice shall be given by the City Clerk. 
In case of revocation of any such license 
the same shall not be renewed or any license 
issued upon such vehicle tank without the 
consent of the City Council. The license 
issued shall be carried in the vehicle at all 
times while it remains in force and shall 
be displayed to any person for examination 
upon request. At the time of issuing such 
license the City Clerk shall also issue to 
the holder thereof a suitable plate in form 
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as prescribed by the Sealer of Weights 
and Measures for fastening upon said 
vehicle tank which shall be displayed 
thereon during the time said license re- 
mains unexpired and unrevoked. No such 
plate shall be affixed to or displayed upon 
a vehicle tank, the owner of which is not 
then the holder of an unexpired and un- 
revoked license covering such tank. In 
the event of the violation of. this provi- 
sion both the owner and operator of such 
unlicensed vehicle tank shall be deemed 
guilty of a violation of this ordinance. 


Section 16. No motor fuel shall be de- 
livered to retailers between the hours from 
eight o’clock P.M. to six o’clock A.M., 
except in emergency cases as specified by 
the Sealer of Weights and Measures in 
rules to be promulgated by him for that 
purpose. 


ARTICLE VII 


Special Provisions for Controlling 
the Sale and Delivery of Sand, 
Gravel and Like Materials 


Section 1. No person shall sell, deliver 
or transport sand, gravel, crushed stone, 
pebbles, slag, cinders or any mixture of 
the same, or top soil, black dirt, loam or 
any like materials, in the City, unless the 
person in charge of the vehicle used in 
delivering or transporting such material 
shall have in his possession a delivery ticket 
showing the name and address of the per- 
son selling the same, the name and address 
of the purchaser or consignee, the name 
of the driver, the name of the product, the 
net weight or cubic measurement of the 
sand, gravel or any. like materials pur- 
ported to be delivered, and the date of 
delivery. The delivery ticket or a copy 
thereof shall be delivered to the consignee 
at the time of delivery. 


Section 2. Every person in charge of a 
vehicle or conveyance used in delivering 
sand, gravel or any like materials, shall 
deliver, upon demand, the delivery ticket 
referred to in Section 1 of this Article to 
the Sealer and/or his assistants, or to 
any person. designated by them; and when 
said officers or persons so designated, or 
the purchaser or consignee shall demand 
that the weights or cubic measurements 
shown by such ticket be verified, it shall 


- be the duty of the person delivering such 


sand, gravel or like materials, to convey 
the same forthwith to a place designated 
by the Sealer and/or his assistants and per- 
mit the verifying of the quantity shown 
on such ticket. 


ARTICLE VIII 


Fees 


Section 1. In addition to other fees the 
Sealer shall charge as follows: 


(a) For the testing of taximeters attached 
to taxicabs licensed to operate in the City 
of Lansing the sum of Fifty (50) Cents.

(b) For the calibrating of vehicle tanks 
or testing volumeters, for any person, 
firm or corporation operating a transporta- 
tion service solely, or for any person, firm 
or corporation located outside of the cor- 
porate limits of the City of Lansing, the 
sum of Six Dollars and Fifty Cents ($6.50) 
per hour. 


ARTICLE IX 
Penalty 


Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation to offer for 
sale or sell any commodities in the City 
of Lansing subject to this ordinance, un- 
less they conform with the requirements 
of this ordinance. Whenever, in the dis- 
eretion of the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures, any person, firm or corporation 
violates any of the provisions of this ordi- 
nance, said Sealer of Weights and Mea- 
sures or his assistants are authorized to 
issue a violation ticket. .

or shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
subject to imprisonment in the city jail 
for a period of not to exceed ninety (90) 
days or be fined not to exceed $100.00 or 
both such fine and imprisonment in the 
discretion of the court. ; 


Section 2. All ordinances of the City of 
Lansing in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


Section 3. Should any section or provi- 
sion of this ordinance be held invalid as 
being unconstitutional such holding shall 
not affect the validity of the remaining 
portions of the ordinance, the Council 
hereby declaring that it would neverthe- 
less have passed such remaining portion. 


Section 4. This ordinance is deemed to-

Gentlemen: 


The question of amending the traffic 
ordinance to provide more severe penalties 
for its violation, particularly where drivers 
are convicted of speeding and_ reckless 
driving, have received our. earnest consid- 
eration. 


The Ordinance now provides that any 
person so convicted shall be punished by 
a fine of not more than $100.00 or by 
imprisonment for not more than 90 days 
or by both such fine and imprisonment. 


It is and has been the policy of the 
court to consider, where evidence is brought 
to the court’s attention, the gravity of the 
offense of which the person charged is 
guilty. Only recently where a man was 
found, upon the report of the arresting 
officer, of driving about the southwest side 
of the city up to 70 miles per hour, running 
stop signs and traffic lights, the court fined 
him $100.00, $4.60 cost and sentenced him 
to 30 days in jail. Such was undoubtedly 
an extreme case and one calling for heavy 
penalty. However, to establish, by ordi- 
nance, a hard and fast rule that all those 
convicted shall be likewise penalized and 
take away discretion from the court to 
consider the facts as the case comes before 
him is, we believe, bad enforcement policy. 


The court tries to fix fines within the 
range of the established sums imposed by 
other municipal courts of the State, to 
be consistent and to use discretion where 
he thinks the facts justify its use. 


Accordingly, we do not believe a change 
in the penalty now provided by the ordi- 
nance is necessary nor do we believe it 
would reduce the number of violations, 
nor increase the safety of the people upon 
the streets of Lansing.

and you have inquired whether it is in 
order to certify for payment this account 
in view of Section 70 of the Charter. 


Section 111 prescribes some of the duties 
of the City Comptroller which, among 
others, are: 


“At the close of each month the 
comptroller shall take off a trial bal- 
ance and present a copy of the same 
to the City Council at the first regular 
meeting of the following month or as 
soon thereafter as may be, and at the 
close of the fiscal year ending on the 
thirtieth day of April in each year, 
he shall, as early as practicable, but in 
any event within twenty days there- 
after, make out and present to the 
Council a complete statement and bal-_ 
ance sheet of the financial accounts 
of the City. He shall at least once 
each month, and more often if so 
directed by the Mayor or City Council, 
audit the accounts of the water works 
and electric light commission, city 
clerk, superintendent of public works, 
city engineer, justice of the peace, and 
all other offices and departments of the 
City that may now or hereafter be 
charged with the duty of receiving or 
expending any funds of the City, and 
he shall thereupon make a report to 
the City Council, certifying to the con- 
dition of the books and accounts of 
the various officers and departments 
of the City so audited by him.” 


Obviously, from the above, it does not 
clearly say that the Comptroller shall pre- 
sent to the Council more than a trial 
balance at the close of each month and 
after the close of the fiscal year. While 
the language above refers to an audit, it 
doesn’t appear to me that the duty of 
auditing the accounts of the various de- 
porns devolves solely upon the Comp- 
troller 


Section 70 provides : 


“The City Council shall, on or before 
the first day of March, in each year, 
elect a special auditor, who shall not 
be connected, either directly or in- 
directly, with the City government. 
The said special auditor shall perform 
the duties prescribed in connection 
with the examination of the financiall 
affairs of the City, by the Council, 
not inconsistent with this Charter. The 
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said special auditor shall receive such 
compensation as shall be prescribed by 
the City Council, not to exceed one 
hundred fifty dollars in any one year.” 


Reading Section 70, together with Sec- 
tion 111, it would appear that the balances 
to be taken by the Comptroller are periodi- 
cal ones and possibly had for their purpose 
a monthly statement showing the financial 
affairs of the City for the guidance of 
the Council for the remainder of the fiscal 
year. 


It would appear, from the statement of 
Garlock and Howland, that they have re- 
viewed these trial balances. As you will 
note the above second item would seem to 
cover periodical reports, particularly those 
of August and December 31 and did in- 
clude the final fiscal year report as of 
April 30. So that, whether through prac- 
tice or what has grown up to be good 
auditing practices, the special auditors 
have been asked to perform services above 
and beyond those described in Section 70. 


The Charter is, of course, clearly long 
since outmoded in that respect, but in view 
of the greatly increased detail work of 
auditing the books each year since 1912 
I do not feel it does any violence to the 
Charter to pay any reasonable expense, 
being such sum as the Council shall so 
find, for the work done by the auditors at 
the Council’s request, and including that 
clearly described in Section 70.

By the Special Charter Study Committee— 


Your Committee has held a series of 
meetings and has considered: the City 
Charter at length. 


Your Committee finds that the City 
Charter, while fundamentally sound, is

inconsistent with present State law in 
many respects. Reference to provisions 
pertaining to the Sale of Bonds, Taking 
Private Property for Public Use, Taxation, 
and Education are illustrative of a few 
of these inconsistencies. Many others could 
be listed. 


Your Committee further finds that the 
City Charter is inconsistent with the re- 
quirements of departmental organization 
for a city of almost 100,000 population. 
The organization of the Police Department, 
as set forth in the Charter, illustrates this 
point. Other such provisions could be 
cited. 


Your Committee also finds that the 
Charter is keyed economically and physi- 
cally to conditions as they existed in 
1912, when the Charter was adopted. The 
compensation of auditors, hitching post 
and watering trough provisions, employ- 
ment of prisoners at hard labor on City 
grounds, streets, etc., and the provisions 
pertaining to scuttles in roofs and a dual 
water system; one for fire fighting, are 
some illustrations of what is meant. 


Your Committee also finds that the City 
Charter is replete with detail and not in 
conformity with modern charters of cities 
of the size of Lansing. Much of the pres- 
ent charter quotes State law verbatim. 
As the Legislature makes changes, the 
Charter becomes obsolete, insofar as these 
changes are made. City Charters are for- 
bidden to be inconsistent with or to contra- 
vene the provisions ‘of any general law 
of the State. To avoid this possibility, 
modern Charters omit the meticulous detail 
which is to be found in the Lansing Char- 
ter. Such Charters do not become obsolete 
with the passage of time and the changes 
of legislation, economic conditions, and 
technological advances. 


City Departments have recommended 
many amendments to make the City Char- 
ter conform to their present-day practices. 


The State law limits charter amendment 
proposals to one subject for each proposi- 
tion upon which the people are required 
to vote. For your Committee to prepare 
the ground for even the more necessary 
of the proposed and needed changes to 
the City’s Charter would result in a series 
of propositions, requiring a separate vote 
of the people of the City on each, which 
would be too numerous for the people to 
vote upon intelligently. 


In proper time, your Committee will pro- 
pose a small number of amendments to 
the Charter which seem to be of immediate 
need. These will not, however, place the 
Charter in an up-to-date and workable 
form for the serviceable use of the City, 
its Boards and Departments, and its citi- 
zens. To place the City Charter in such 
form as is required for the present and 
future operation of a City of 100,000 or 
more inhabitants will require a revision 
of the Charter by an elected Charter Com- 
mission. This Committee does not have 
either the legal power nor the resources 
to undertake ‘such a project. This Com- 
mittee, therefore, recommends that the City 
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Council adopt the necessary resolution 
which will permit the people of the City 
of Lansing to vote upon whether or not 
the City’s Charter shall be revised. A 
suitable resolution for this purpose is 
attached hereto. 


In order that the people of the City may 
have the maximum say in the nature of 
any such revision of their basic City law, 
if they vote in favor of its revision, your 
Committee recommends that the Council 
provide, at the time of the submission of 
the question of revising the City Charter, 
for the submission of the further question 
of whether or not the revised Charter, if 
its preparation be authorized, shall provide 
a‘change of government from that now in 
existence in the City. Your Committee 
feels that this question should be decided 
by the people themselves, and not be left 
to the Charter Commission charged with 
drafting the instrument. A proper reso- 
lution for this purpose is attached hereto.

The Inter-City Coach Line Company, a 
Michigan corporation and a Common Motor 
Carrier of passengers for hire, hereby peti- 
tions your Honorable Body for an adjust- 
ment of fares under Section 317 of Chap- 
ter 21 of the Charter of the City of Lan- 
sing which section establishes the formula 
to be used in determining adequate fares. 


The attached statement covers income 
and expense for our 1952 fiscal year and 


- the first seven months of our current fiscal 


year representing in all nineteen months 
of operation under our present fare struc- 
ture which has been in effect since Sep- 
tember of 1951, and which is 15 cents cash 
fare, 9 tokens for $1.00, monthly school 
passes at $2.00, and free transfers. 


Since the fares to be adjusted are those 
applicable to the operations within the 


City of Lansing and not those of the en-- 


tire system, the attached statement is con- 
fined to the revenues and operating ex- 


' penses of the operations within the City 


of Lansing. This statement you will note 
uses the same percentages that were sub- 
mitted to your Honorable Body under date 
of July 20, 1951, which percentages we be- 
lieve are conservative at this time, inas- 
much as the revenue per passenger is 
greater for the Lansing-East Lansing oper- 
ation due to the straight 15 cents fare there 
applicable. Our books at that time disclosed 
that 84.6% of the revenue passengers are 
within the City of Lansing and that 87.2% 
of the operating expense is within the City 
of Lansing. 


The attached statement indicates an 
operating ratio for the year 1952 of 97.47% 
after Income Tax and of 95.77% before 
Income Tax. For the seven month period 
of December 1, 1952, to June 30, 1953, such 
statement shows an operating ratio of 
97.65% after Income Tax and of 96.08% 
before Income Tax. These figures are based 
on our present revenue and operating ex- 
pense and do not take into consideration 
any projected loss of revenue and any in- 
crease of operating expense. We have in- 
formed your Honorable Body regarding the 
demand of our union covering our hourly 
employees for a new contract increasing 
wages effective September 1, 19538. An in- 
crease in their wages must be calculated 
as resulting in additional operating ex- 
pense of $2500.00 per year for each 1 cent 
of increase. 


It appears imperative that an immediate 
adjustment is necessary in passenger fares 
within the City of Lansing if we are to 
continue to render the service to which the 
City of Lansing is entitled.

SPECIAL REPORT 


August 10, 1953. 


CONCERNING PETITION FILED ON 
JULY 27, 1953, BY RESIDENTS OF THE 
FOURTH WARD: COMPLAINT BEING 
NOISE, DIRT, SOOT, AND SMOKE FROM 
SWITCH ENGINES WORKING IN THE 
VICINITY OF WEST SAGINAW AND 
TO THE NORTH PAST WILLOW. 


Gentlemen of this Council and the citi- 
zens who are directly concerned in the 
area mentioned, let me state, that we 
were aware of the condition that existed 
before the petition was referred to me. 
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On July 10, Ald. Munyon requested this 
office to make a survey of the N.Y.C. sid- 
ing along the General Motors property, 
and to contact some of the residents in 
that area. He told me that it appeared 
a petition was being circulated; at that 
time, he was informed we were getting 
facts to present to the railroad officials and 
that we had a definite appointment with 
these officials in Jackson, scheduled for 
July 21 


During the interval between July 10 and 
July 21, we spent twelve hours observing 
conditions at this. yard; these were night 
hours from 10 until 2. All of the residents 
informed me that this was the time of 
violation ; there were times when the winds 
changed directions during these hours; 
however, the complaints by the citizens 
were justified. The railroad was in viola- 
tion during some parts of these hours; this 
seldom occurred during the daylight hours. 
Traces of soot on draperies was found as 
far east as Verlinden; the homes on the 
streets closer to the track areas were 
much more in line for additional soot. 


An example of this is on Maple Street; 
the homes are as close as 250 feet from 
the tracks, while those along Verlinden are 
close to 1000 feet from the track. On the 
north end of Cleo, the homes are about 
250 feet from the tracks; all of this would 
indicate that this particular area will be 
subject to any disturbance which might 
arise from the railroad proper. 


The facts gathered by me were presented 
to the railroad officials on Tuesday, July 
21; the men were very cordial and receptive 
to our suggestions, which were: first, put 
a diesel in this area; second, if no diesel 
could be assigned immediately, to have 
one of the officials study the problem with 
me; third, to have a man stationed here 
to give proper instructions to the firemen 
and engineers. 


Mr. Purcell, Trainmaster; Mr. Culbreth, 
Master Mechanic; and Mr. Brock, Fore- 
man of Engines, were in agreement that 
Mr. Purcell would meet with me that same 
evening and we would discuss our problem 
out on the area concerned. Mr. Purcell 
said he would do everything he could to 
get a diesel in here; he stated that he 
could only recommend and not command, 
since he was second in the charge of rail- 
road equipment. His immediate supervisor 
is Mr. O’Keefe, who was out of the city 
on Tuesday; however, he told me that 
seriously he questioned that a diesel could 
be found anywhere in the division at this 
time. In the matter of clearing up the 
smoke on the steam engines, he would 
assign Mr. Brock here indefinitely. 


Mr. Brock arrived on Wednesday with 
instructions to remain until the situation 
was cleared up. He began his instructions 
to all the firemen and engineers in that 
area first; my observations on that day 
and subsequent days and nights verified the 
officials’ statement “that most of the viola- 
tions are caused by new firemen, who have 
not been properly instructed in the firing 
of steam equipment.”’ 
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Mr. O’Keefe wrote a letter which we 
received on Thursday in which he states, 
“If additional diesels were available at 
this time, we would be only too glad to 
put another one on in that district, but 
unfortunately that is not the case. We 
are striving to dieselize our entire opera- 
tion as quickly as possible—for the time 
being we will be obliged to continue steam 
operation—but the smoke situation can 
and will be controlled,’ end of quote. 


The officials informed me that diesels 
had been on order for a long time; factory 
production is holding them up. These offi- 
cials told me to issue violation tickets on 
firemen if we observed them in violation; 
this is a subject that the Commission will 
take up at the next meeting; we have tried 
to avoid this type of enforcement since we 
feel cooperation makes for a better public 
relationship. 


At the present time, the area in ques- 
tion is as clean as we can expect; those 
homes within five hundred feet of the 
tracks will be bothered by soot and we 
will get complaints. Since our ordinance 
does not cover noises, we cannot enforce 
any changes in the “humping” of cars; 
however, the crewmen have been instructed 
to cut this to a minimum.

AREA TO THE SOUTH OF THE RIVER 
IN THE SIXTH WARD. 


Gentlemen of this Council and 
Residents of the area concerned: 


On June 20 Mrs. Short of 1403 Fletcher 
called in a complaint of flyash and soot. 
Investigations of this area at that time 
gave little evidence of flyash; there was 
some soot that came from the homes adja- 
cent to this street. é 


Subsequent investigations of this area 
were made weekly and on each day the 
wind blew from the north, northeast, and 
northwest. Flyash was in: evidence in very 
small quantities whenever the wind direc- 
tion was from the north,. northwest and 
northeast; by comparison. with the same 
area evidence of a year ago, we cannot 
consider the amount of pollution to be 
excessive. 


On August third, Ald. Becker was with 
me on an inspection tour and was shown 
small amounts of flyash in the immediate 
areas near the Lansing Drop Forge; he 
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expressed an opinion that this amount 
was not excessive even that close to the 
plant. : 


August 4th another check was made in 
the area and there was a small amount 
of flyash present in and around the homes 
of Mrs. Vallentine on Park, Mr. Rains- 
berger on Pattengill and Mrs. Harry Con- 
rad on Moores River Drive. This accumu- 
lation was made over a 12-hour period 
since that was the length of time the wind 
was from a northern direction. All persons 
mentioned that they were well pleased 
with the small amounts and did not con- 
sider them to be a nuisance..

Gentlemen: 


You have requested my opinion as to 
whether a police and courts building may 
be erected on the City Hall site, notwith- 
standing the action of the City Plan Com- 
mission taken at its various meetings and 
particularly that of July 17, 1953. 


Quoting from the minutes, “The Chair- 
man announced that this meeting was 
called to consider the 700 block of North 
Washington Avenue, the Capito] Develop- 
ment Area, and the present City Hall site 
as possible sites for the new police build- 
ing and. city hall. After considerable dis- 
cussion and after each member present 
had been given the opportunity to express 
himself on this matter, it was moved by 
Com. Froh and supported by Com. Obrecht 
that this Commission recommend to the 
City Council that of the three proposed 
sites—the present City Hall site, the Capi- 
tol Development Area, south of Ferris 
Park, and the 700 & 800 blocks of North 
Washington Avenue—the Capitol Develop- 
ment Area be used for the new City Hall 
and Police Building.’”? Such action was 
communicated to the Council as shown in 
the Council minutes of July 20, 1953, at 
page 541 in the communication of the 
Chairman. : 


On the same date, the Council adopted 
the resolution of Ald. Lavey, introduced 
on July 13, “That the City. of Lansing 
immediately undertakes the construction 
of a new police station and City Hall on 
the site of the old Y¥Y.M.C.A. building and 
City Hall Annex, and that upon adoption 
of this resolution the City Clerk notify 


- the architect to adapt his plans to the site 


specified.”” Upon such resolution, there 
was an equal division of the Council, 
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whereupon the Mayor voted in favor there- 
of. 


The statute in question, Sec. 9 of Act 285 
of the Public Acts of 1931, being Sec. 
5.2999 of the Statutes Annotated, provides, 
“Whenever the Commission shall have 
adopted the master plan of the municipal- 
ity or of one or more sections or districts 
thereof no * * * public building or struc- 
ture shall be constructed or authorized in 
the municipality or in such planned sec- 
tion and district until the location, .charac- 
ter and extent thereof shall have been 
submitted to and approved by the Com- 
mission; Provided, that in case of dis- 
approval the Commission shall communi- 
cate its reason to the Council which shall 
have the power to over-rule such dis- 
approval by a record vote of not less than 
two-thirds of its entire membership * * *.’’ 


Reviewing the various steps taken over 
the years, looking toward the construction 
of public buildings, it appears that in 1944 
at page 266 of the proceedings the Council 
resolved to authorize the purchase, on land 
contract, the old Y.M.C.A. building for 
$100,000.00, payable $25,000 a year plus 
interest, which payments were completed 
in 1947. On January 6, 1947, at page 5 
of the proceedings, the Plan Commission 
reported to the Council it approved the 
revised plans for the new City Hall. 


On February 7, 1947, as shown in the 
communication to the Council at page 78, 
it is there stated, “This Commission has 
also approved the revised plans for the 
new City Hall. These plans provide space 
for all police functions and this location 
and space has been studied and approved 
by the Board of Police and Fire Com- 
missioners. We, therefore, believe that 
the permanent police station should be 
located in the City Hall close to the courts 
and other City departments.” 


On December 8, 1952, as shown on page 
741 of the Council Proceedings, the Coun- 
cil received from the Plan Commission a 
communication which in part reads, ‘“In- 
asmuch as no proper sites have been sub- 
mitted for consideration, definite recom- 
mendation for a site will be made as soon 
as site proposals have been submitted.”’ 


Following that, on page 411 of the Coun- 
cil Proceedings of June 1, 1953, the Coun- 
cil received the following communication 
from the Commission: “Referring to our 
recommendation of December 8, 1952, we 
further recommend that, if a permanent 
building is built for a police building, in- 
cluding municipal courts, it shall be a unit 
of the entire City-County Buildings, and 
the site for such buildings should be either 
on the present site or in the Capitol De- 
velopment Area.”’ 


The above is the last recommendation of 
the Council, prior to Mr. Lavey’s resolu- 
tion of July 18, 1953, at pages 527 and 
528, which was tabled one week and at 
that time was the final recommendation 
then before the Council of the Plan Com- 
mission. 


Unfortunately, the exact language of the 
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statute kas never been complied with. It 
would seem to be the statute’s intent that 
a location, the character and extent (of 
such building) shall be submitted to and 
approved by the Commission. Undoubtedly, 
at no time did the Commission, in accord- 
ance with the statute, communicate its 
reasons of dis-approval to the Council. 


: In the time I have been given to look 
into the question, I can find no authority 
in any jurisdiction decisive of this par- 
ticular problem; however, it is my opinion 
that the court would put its approval upon 
the repeated actions of the various Plan 
Commissions wherein they have never at 
any time dis-approved the proposed location 
of the building, and if by inference it 
might be said the selection of neither site 
at the last minute was made, still the 
Commission never expressed its reasons 
for dis-approval of the one decided upon 
by the Council.

At the reittae meeting of the Board of 
Trustees of the City of Lansing Employees’ 
Retirement System held on August 18, 
1953, I was directed to point out to your 
honorable body the urgency of certain of 
the proposed amendments to the Employees’ 
Retirement System Ordinance which were 
submitted to your honorable body for con- 
sideration on. May 11, 1958 and which were 
explained in detail by the Actuary on 
June 29, 1953. 

I. might point out that these proposed 
changes are the. result of a long study 
‘by the Board of Trustees and the Actuary 
in, an attempt to correct certain inequali- 
ties, to solve certain administrative diffi- 
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culties and to provide benefits more in line 
with present-day living costs. The bene- 
fits in the present ordinance were estab- 
lished in 1941 when pay rates were less 
than half what they are now. 


One of the most important of the pro- 
posed changes is the survivorship benefit 
which provides that after 25 years of 
service, in case of death, that the widow 
of the deceased employee member will re- 
ceive an automatic Option 2 benefit. 


Under the present ordinance an em- 
ployee with only 10 years of service can 
select an option to protect his widow in 
case of this death before retirement, if 
he has reached age 60 years, but an em- 
ployee with 25-30 or even 35 yéars of 
service is left out and in case of his 
death, before retirement, his widow would 
receive only the return of his accumulated 
contributions. We have over 20 members 
under age 60 with over 25 years of service 
and many more who are approaching the 
25-year mark. 


The State of Michigan is more liberal 
by five years than our proposed amendment 
in this respect as they provide the sur- 
vivorship benefit after 20 years of service 
instead of 25. 


Under the present ordinance we start 
making the 5% payroll deductions from a 
new employee after he has earned $1,500.00. 
This provision is difficult to administer as 
the earnings records have to be examined 
continually in order to determine when 
the employee reaches the starting date. 


Under the proposed amendments, deduc- 
tions would start with the first payroll 
in the 7th month following employment 
which would be very simple to administer. 


The proposed change in the nidehberehin 
service benefit from 1/135 of final average 
compensation to 1/115 for each year of 
membership service is certainly not exces- 
sive and is more in line with present-day 
living costs and other public employee 
retirement plans. 


As to the _proposed change in the maxi- 
mum’ pension from $1,800.00 to $2,400.00 
per year this again is an attempt to bring 
the maximum to a figure that is more in 
line with present-day wages and living 
costs. Most new plans now being written 
apply a maximum only to prior service 
pensions and none to membership service 
pensions. 


The Water and Electric Light pension 
plan:has no maximum provision whatever 
and the proposed amendments to the Police 
and Fire plan provides for a flexible maxi- 
mum based upon 2/3 of the’ prevailing 
rate of a full paid patrolman or fireman 
at the time of retirement. 


All of the proposed amendments ia 
the full recommendation ‘of the Actuary 
who has stated that same can be financed 
within. the present 7% of payroll City 
contribution. and that all accrued liabilities 
will. completely financed within the origin- 
ally planned 25 year period starting from 
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July 1, 1941 after which the City contri- 
butions required to finance the plan will 
drop to 5.89% of payroll.

Schedule VIII, adopted pursuant to Section 3 of Article VI; Schedule II, adopted pursuant 
to Section 1 of Article VIII, Article IX, Section 6 of Article XVI; Schedule III, ‘adopted 
pursuant to Sections 3 and 6 of Article XVI; Schedule IV, adopted pursuant to Section 4 
of Article XVI; Schedule V adopted pursuant to Section 5 of Article XVI; Schedule VI, 
adopted pursuant to Section 6 of Article XVI of the Ordinance entitled, ‘““An Ordinance 
regulating traffic upon the public streets and alleys of the City of Lansing, providing for a 
traffic division within ‘the police department, providing for the control, management and 
operation of parking lots under lease or ownership by the City, providing for licensing 
and regulation of bicycles within the City of Lansing, repealing Ordinance No. 123, as 
amended, of the Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Ordinances 35, 167 and 265, also known 
as Ordinance No. 116 of the compilation of Ordinances of 1940 and all other Ordinances .of

ARTICLE V. 
Speed Regulations 


Sec. 1. Speed restrictions.—(a) Any person driving a .yehicle on a street shall drive the 
same at a careful and prudent speed not greater than nor less than is reasonable and proper, 
having due regard to the traffic, surface and width of the street and of any other condition 
then existing, and no person shall drive any vehicle upon a street at a speed greater than 
will permit him to bring it to a stop within the assured,*clear distance ahead. 


(b) Subject to the provisions of paragraph (a) of thig section and except in those instances 
where a lower speed is specified in this Ordinance, it shall be prima facie lawful for the 
driver of a vehicle to drive the same at a speed not exceeding the following, but in any 
case when such speed would be unsafe it shall not be lawful: 


25 miles an hour on all streets in a business or residence district as defined herein ; 


25 miles an hour in public parks cet a different speed is fixed and duly posted. 
It shall be prima facie unlawful for any , person to exceed any of the foregoing speed 
limitations, except as provided ,in, Section 2 of Article V of -this.,Ordinance. ae ae 


‘(c) Whenever the State Highway Commissioner and the. Commissioner of ‘State. Police 
shall jointly determine that the speed of vehicular traffic on a trunk line highway, any 
part of which traverses said City of Lansing, is greater or less than is reasonable or safe 
under conditions found to exist at any intersection or place or upon any part of a street, 
and so declare a reasonable and safe speed thereat, which shall be effective at all times, 
or during hours of daylight or darkness or at such other times as may be determined, when 
appropriate signs giving notice thereof are erected at such intersection or other place or 
part of a street, it shall be prima facie unlawful for any person to exceed any restriction or 
speed limitation : Provided, That no such determination shall be effective until a certified 
copy thereof is filed with the county clerk. | 


(d) It shall be unlawful to operate a motor vehicle in any park of the City of Lansing at 
a greater rate of speed than ten miles per hour where posted. , 


Sec. 2. Determination of Speeds on Certain Streets.—It is hereby determined, upon the 
basis of an engineering and traffic investigation that the speed permitted in this Article, 
subject to the provisions of paragraphs (a) and (b) of Sec. 1 is less than is necessary for 
the safe operation of motor vehicles upon the streets and parts of streets, designated as 
through streets, of the City of Lansing, and described in Schedule IX hereof and that the 
speeds are not in excess of that set forth in said Schedule IX shall be prima facie lawful. 


Sec. 3. Regulation of speed by traffic iigreles-itie city traffic engineer is authorized to 


regulate the timing of traffic signals so as to permit the movement of traffic in an orderly ‘ 


and safe manner at speeds slightly at variance from the speeds otherwise applicable within 
the district or at intersections and shall erect appropriate signs giving notice thereof. 
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‘ 


SEC. 4. MINIMUM SPEED REGULATIONS.—IT SHALL BE UNLAWFUL FOR ANY 
PERSON UNNECESSARILY TO DRIVE AT SUCH A SLOW SPEED AS TO IMPEDE 
OR BLOCK THE NORMAL AND REASONABLE MOVEMENT OF TRAFFIC EXCEPT 
WHEN REDUCED SPEED IS NECESSARY FOR SAFE OPERATION OR BECAUSE 
UPON A GRADE OR WHEN THE VEHICLE IS A TRUCK OR TRUCK AND TRAILER 
NECESSARILY OR IN COMPLIANCE WITH LAW PROCEEDING AT REDUCED SPEED.

Every driver of a vehicle or other conveyance traveling. on any street intersecting any 
through street above designated shall stop such: vehicle or other conveyance at the place 
where such street meets the prolongation of the nearest property line of such through 
street; subject, however, to the direction of any traffic control sign or signal or any police 
officer at such intersection. 


It shall not be necessary for a driver a a vehicle to stop at any stop street when a 
police officer or traffic control signal indicates that he may proceed. 


The Traffic Commission is hereby authorized and required t6 place and maintain or cause 
to be placed and maintained on each and every street intersecting a stop street designated 
above, and at or near the property line ‘of the stop street, appropriate signs upon the 
streets, and in addition thereto may place and maintain any appropriate device or marks 
in the roadway, such signs, devices or marks‘to bear the word “Stop’’ and such signs to 
be located in such position, and to be provided. with letters of a size to be-clearly legible 
from a distance of at least one hundred feet along the street intersecting the stop street.

ARTICLE IX. 
Miscellaneous Driving Rules 


Sec. 1. Following fire apparatus prohibited.—It shall be unlawful for the driver of any 
vehicle, other than one on official business, to follow closely any fire apparatus traveling in 
response to a fire alarm, or to drive into or stop any vehicle within the block where fire 
apparatus has stopped in answer to a fire alarm. 


Sec. 2. Crossing fire hose.—No vehicle shall be driven over any unprotected hose of the 
fire department when laid down on any street, or private driveway to be used at any fire 
or alarm of fire without the consent of the fire department official in command. 


Sec. 3. Driving through funeral or other procession.—No driver of a vehicle shall drive 
between the vehicles comprising a funeral or other authorized procession while they are in 
motion and when such vehicles are conspicuously designated as required in this ordinance. 


Sec. 4. Drivers in a procession.—Each driver in a funeral or other procession shall drive 
as near to the right-hand edge of the eer as practical and shall follow the vehicle 
ahead as close as is practicable and safe. 


Sec. 5. Funeral procession to be identified.—All motor vehicles forming a funeral pro- 
cession when going to any place of burial shall have the right-of-way over all other vehicles, 
except fire apparatus, ambulances and police patrol vehicles at any street intersection within 
this city; Provided, That each vehicle in such funeral procession shall have displayed on 
the front thereof a flag which shall be white in color and upon which shall be printed or 
stained a purple cross, or the Star of David. 


Sec. 6. When permits required for parades and processions.—No parade or procession of 
persons excepting the forces of the United States Army or Navy, the military forces of this 
state or the forces of the police and fire departments, shall occupy, march or proceed along 
any street in the City of Lansing until a permit therefor has been obtained from the chief of 
police or city council which permit may designate the routes of said parade or procession. 
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Sec. 7. Vehicles shall not be driven on a sidewalk.—The driver of a vehicle shall not drive 
within any sidewalk area except at a permanent or temporary driveway, or park within 
said area. No vehicle shall be driven over or across the curb of any street. 


Sec. 8. Limitations on backing.—The driver of a vehicle shall not back the same unless 
such movement can be made with reasonable safety and without interfering with other 
traffic. 


Sec. 9. Riding on motorcycles.—A person operating a motorcycle shall not ride other than 
upon the permanent and regular seat attached thereto or carry any other person nor shall 
any other person ride upon such motorcycle other than upon a firmly attached seat to the 
rear or side of the operator. 


Sec, 10. Clinging to moving vehicles.—Any person riding upon any bicycle, motorcycle, 
coaster, sled, roller skates or any toy vehicle shall not attach the same or himself to any 
moving vehicle upon any roadway. 


Sec. 11. Restricted access.—No person shall drive a vehicle onto or from any limited-access 
street except at such entrances and exits as are established by the city council. 


Sec. 12. RIGHT OF WAY AT INTERSECTIONS; SIMULTANEOUS ENTRANCE.—WHEN 
2 VEHICLES ENTER ‘AN INTERSECTION AT APPROXIMATELY THE SAME TIME, 
THE DRIVER OF THE VEHICLE ON THE LEFT SHALL YIELD THE RIGHT-OF-WAY 
TO THE VEHICLE ON THE RIGHT EXCEPT AS OTHERWISE PROVIDED IN ART. 
VUlI, SEC. 5. THE DRIVER OF ANY VEHICLE TRAVELING AT AN UNLAWFUL 
SPEED SHALL FORFEIT ANY RIGHT-OF-WAY WHICH HE MIGHT OTHERWISE 
HAVE HEREUNDER. 


Sec. 183. RIGHT OF WAY; LEFT TURN.—THE DRIVER OF A VEHICLE WITHIN AN 
INTERSECTION INTENDING TO TURN TO THE LEFT SHALL YIELD THE RIGHT- 
OF-WAY TO ANY VEHICLE APPROACHING FROM THE OPPOSITE DIRECTION 
WHICH IS WITHIN THE INTERSECTION OR SO CLOSE THERETO AS TO CONSTI- 
TUTE AN IMMEDIATE HAZARD, BUT SAID DRIVER, HAVING SO YIELDED AND 
HAVING GIVEN A SIGNAL WHEN AND AS REQUIRED BY LAW MAY MAKE SUCH 
LEFT TURN AND THE DRIVERS OF ALL OTHER VEHICLES APPROACHING THE 
INTERSECTION FROM SAID OPPOSITE DIRECTION SHALL YIELD THE RIGHT OF- 
WAY TO THE VEHICLE MAKNG THE LEFT TURN: PROVIDED, THAT AT AN INTER- 
SECTION AT WHICH A TRAFFIC SIGNAL IS LOCATED, A DRIVER INTENDING TO 
MAKE A LEFT TURN SHALL PERMIT VEHICLES BOUND STRAIGHT THROUGH 
IN THE OPPOSITE DIRECTION WHICH ARE AWAITING A GO SIGNAL TO PASS 
THROUGH THE INTERSECTION BEFORE MAKING THE TURN. 


Sec. 14. Overtaking a vehicle on the left.—The following rules shall govern the overtaking 
and passing of vehicles proceeding in the same direction, subject to those limitations, excep- 
tions, and special rules hereinafter stated: 


(a) The driver of a vehicle overtaking another vehicle proceeding in the same direction 
shall pass to the left thereof at a safe distance and shall not again drive to the right side 
of the roadway until safely clear of the overtaken vehicle. 


(b) Except when overtaking and passing on the right is permitted, the driver of an 
overtaking vehicle shall give way to the right in favor of the overtaking vehicle on audible 
signal and shall not increase the speed of his vehicle until completely passed by the 
overtaking vehicle. 


Sec. 15. Overtaking and passing at right of moving vehicles.—(a) The driver of a 
vehicle may overtake and pass upon the right of another vehicle only under the following 
conditions : 


1. When the vehicle overtaken is making or about to make a left turn; 


2. Upon a street or highway with unobstructed pavement not occupied by parked 
vehicles of sufficient width for 2 or more lines of moving vehicles in each direction and 
when such vehicles are moving in substantially continuous lanes of traffic; 


3. Upon a i-way street, or upon any roadway on which traffic is restricted to one 
direction of movement, where the roadway is free from obstructions and of sufficient width 
for 2 or more lines of moving vehicles and when such vehicles are moving in substantially 
continuous lanes of traffic. 
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(b) The driver of a vehicle may overtake and pass another vehicle upon the right only 
under conditions permitting such movement in safety. In no event shall such movement 
be made by driving off the pavement or main-traveled portion of the roadway. 


Sec. 16. Overtaking and passing at left; restrictions.—No vehicle shall be driven to the 
left side of the center of a 2 lane highway or in the center of a 3 lane highway in overtaking 
and passing another vehicle proceeding in the same direction unless such left side or center 
lane is clearly visible and is free of oncoming traffic for a sufficient distance ahead to permit 
such overtaking and passing to be completely made without interfering with the safe opera- 
tion of any vehicle approaching from the opposite direction or any vehicle overtaken. 


Sec. 17. Further limitations on driving to left of center of roadway.— 


(a) No vehicle shall at any time be driven to the left side of the roadway under the 
following conditions: 


1. When approaching the crest of a grade or upon a curve in the highway where the 
driver’s view is obstructed within such distance as to create a hazard in the event 
another vehicle might approach from the opposite direction ; 


2. _When approaching within 100 feet of or traversing any intersection or railroad grade 
crossing ; 


3. hike the view is obstructed upon approaching within 100 feet of any bridge, viaduct, 
or tunnel, 


(b) The foregoing limitations shall not apply upon a one-way roadway. 


Sec. 18. Drive on right side of roadway—exceptions.—Upon all roadways of sufficient 
width a vehicle shall be driven upon the right half of the roadway except as follows: 


1. When overtaking and passing another vehicle proceeding in the same direction under 
the rules governing such movement; 


2. When the right half of a roadway is closed to traffic while under construction or repair ; 


. 8. Upon a roadway divided into three marked lanes for traffic under the rules applicable 
thereon; or 


4. Upon a roadway designated and signposted for one-way traffic. 


Sec. 19. Starting parked vehicle.—No person shall start a vehicle which is stopped, stand- 
ing, or parked unless and until such movement can be made with reasonable safety. 


Sec. 20. Reckless driving, penalty.—(a) Any person who drives any vehicle upon a high- 
way carelessly and heedlessly in wilful or wanton disregard of the rights or safety of others, 
or without due caution and circumspection and at a speed or in a manner so as to endanger 
or be likely to endanger any person or property, shall be guilty of reckless driving and upon 
conviction shall be punished as provided in paragraph (c) of this section. 


{b) Any person who drives any vehicle upon a highway without due caution or circum- 
spection or at a speed or in a manner so as to endanger or be likely to endanger any person 
or property, shall be guilty of driving in an unsafe manner. 


(c) Every person convicted of reckless driving under paragraph (a) of this section shall 
be punished by imprisonment in the county or municipal jail for a period of not less than 
§ days nor more than 90 days or by a fine of not less than $25.00 nor more than $100.00, or 
by both such fine and imprisonment, and on a second or subsequent offense shall be punished 
by imprisonment for not less than 10 days nor more than 90 days or by a fine of not less 
than $50.00 nor more,than $500.00 or by both fine and imprisonment. 


Sec. 21. Following too closely.—The driver of a motor vehicle shall not follow another 
vehicle more closely than is reasonable and prudent, having due regard for the speed of such 
vehicles and the traffic upon and the condition of the highway. 


Sec, 22. Laned roadways, traffic rules.—Whenever any roadway has been divided into 2 
or more clearly marked lanes for traffic the following rules in addition to all others consis- 
tent herewith shall apply: 


(a) A vehicle shall be driven ag nearly as practicable entirely within a single lane and 
shall not be moved from such lane until the driver has first ascertained that such movement 
can be made with safety and on highways with 4 or more lanes said vehicle shall be driven 
within the extreme right hand lane except when overtaking and passing, but in no event 
shall cross the center line of said highway except where making a left turn. 
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(b) Upon a roadway which is divided into 3 lanes a vehicle shall not be driven to the 
left of the center lane except when making a left turn and shall not be driven in the center 
lane except when overtaking and passing another vehicle where the roadway is clearly 
visible and such center lane is clear of traffic within a safe distance, or in preparation for 
a left turn or where such center lane is at the time allocated exclusively to traffic moving 
in the direction the vehicle is proceeding and is signposted to give notice of such allocation. 


(c) Official signs may be erected directing slow-moving traffic to use a designated lane or 
designating those lanes to be used by traffic moving in a particular direction regardless of 
the center of the roadway and drivers of vehicles shall obey the directions of every such sign. 


Sec. 23. Unattended motor vehicle-——No pérson driving or in charge of a motor vehicle 
shall permit it to stand unattended without first stopping the engine, locking the ignition, 
removing the key, and effectively setting the brake thereon and, when standing upon any 
grade, turning the front wheels to the curb or side of the highway. ’ 


Sec. 24. Obstruction to driver’s view or driving mechanism.— 


(a) No person shall drive a vehicle when it is so loaded, or when there are in the front 
seat such number of persons, exceeding three, as to obstruct the view of the driver to the 
front or sides of the vehicles or as to interfere with the driver’s control over the driving 
mechanism of the vehicle. 


(b) No passenger in a vehicle shall ride in such position as to interfere with the driver’s 
view eet or to the sides, or to interfere with his control over the driving mechanism of 
the vehicle. 


Sec. 25. Projection of load.—Whenever any vehicle is loaded with material projecting four 
feet or more from the end of such vehicle, a red cloth shall be fastened at the end of such 
projecting material and at night-time a red light. 


Whenever any vehicle is loaded with any material or substance, such material or-substance 
shall be placed and fastened in such vehicle so that the same shall not shift and shall not 
fall therefrom. 


Sec. 26. Duty to stop in event of accident.—-(a) The driver of any vehicle involved in an 
accident resulting in injury to or death of any person or damage to any vehicle which is 
driven or attended by any person, shall give his name, address, and the registration number 
of the vehicle he is driving, also the name and address of the owner, and exhibit his oper- 
ator’s or chauffeur’s license to the person struck or the driver or occupants of any vehicle 
collided with and shall render to any person injured in such accident reasonable assistance 
in securing medical aid or transportation of injured person or persons. 


(b) The driver of every motor vehicle involved in an accident resulting in injury or death 
to any person or damage to any property shall forthwith report such accident to police 
headquarters of this city. All accident reports made under this section shall be without 
prejudice, and shall be for the information of the police department only, except that the 
police department may issue statistical reports based thereon. The fact that any person has 
made a written report of an accident shall be admissible in evidence solely to prove compli- 
ance with this section, but no such report or any part thereof or statement contained therein 
shall be admissible in evidence for any other purpose in any trial, civil or criminal, arising 
out of such accident. weer adios 


Sec. 27. Truck routes and truck weights.—Except upon the truck routes designated in 
Schedule X of this ordinance no person shall operate a truck, having a license weight of over 
six tons upon any of the streets or parts of streets within the City of Lansing, and subject 
further to the following restrictions: 


(a) The maximum allowable weight of any truck, truck tractor, trailer, semi-trailer, 
pole trailer or combination thereof, operating on any “designated truck route in the city of 
Lansing shall be as follows: ; 


When spacing between axles is nine (9) feet or over, the maximum axle load shall not 
exceed 18,000 pounds. 


When axle spacing is less than nine (9) feet between two: (2) axles but more than three 
and one-half (314) feet, the maximum axle load shall not exceed 13,000 pounds. 


When two (2) axles are spaced less than three and one-half (3144) feet apart, the combined 
weight thereof, shall not exceed the maximum weights as specified for a single axle spaced 
nine (9) feet or more apart. 


In no case shall the maximum wheel load permissible for any wheel exceed 700 pounds 
per inch of width of tire, a! 
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(b) These regulations shall not apply to busses of the Inter-City Coach Lines or other 
inter-city transportation units operating on previously designated streets approved by the 
City Council. Ambulances and official emergency vehicles are also exempted from the 
provisions of this ordinance. 


(ec) No delivery or pick-up of‘ freight shall be made, on the street, in the area bounded 
on the west by the west line of Capitol Avenue, on the south by the south line of Lenawee 
Street; on the east by the Grand River and on the north by the north line of Genesee Street, 
by any truck and trailer combination units, between 11:00 A.M. and 6:00 P.M. of any 
day, from Monday to Friday, inclusive. 


(d) There shall be no delivery or pick-up of freight, except dairy products, on the street, 
in the area described in paragraph (c), between the hours of 10:00 A.M. and 1.00 P.M. on 
Saturdays by any truck exceeding a license weight of 6500 pounds. Delivery of any other 
perishable products may be made if a permit is first obtained from the Police Department. 


(e) No double parking of trucks shall be permitted within the limits described in para- 
graph (c) of said section when convenient space, at the curb, is available. 


(f) Trucks, truck tractors, trailers, semi-trailers, pole trailers or any other combination 
thereof, carrying a substantially full load for delivery or pick-up to or from a single destina- 
tion, off the truck route, may leave the truck route at a point nearest the destination, to 
make the delivery, and shall return to the truck route by the most direct route available. 


ARTICLE XVI. 


Stopping, Standing, or Parking Restricted or Prohibited on Certain Streets, 
Alleys or Places Under Jurisdiction of City 


Sec. 1. Application of article——-The provisions of this article prohibiting the standing or 
parking of a vehicle shall apply at all times or at those times herein specified or as indicated 
on official signs except when it is necessary to stop a vehicle to avoid conflict with other 
traffic or in compliance with the directions of a police officer or official traffic-control device. 


Sec. 2. Regulations not exclusive.—The provisions of this article imposing a time limit 
on parking shall not relieve any person from the duty to observe other and more restrictive 
provisions prohibiting or limiting the stopping, standing or parking of vehicles in specified 
places or at specified times. 


Sec. 3. Parking prohibited at all times on certain streets. When signs are erected giving 
notice thereof, no person shall park a vehicle at any time upon any of the streets described 
in Schedule III attached to and made a part of this ordinance. 


Sec. 4, Parking prohibited during certain hours on certain streets.—When signs are 
erected giving notice thereof no person shall park a vehicle between the hours specified 
in Schedule IV herein of any day, except Sundays and public holidays, within the district 
or upon any of the streets or parts of streets described in said Schedule IV attached hereto 
and made a part of this ordinance. ; 


Sec. 5. Stopping, standing, or parking prohibited during certain hours on certain streets.— 
When signs are erected in each block giving notice thereof, no person shall stop, stand or 
park a vehicle between the hours specified in Schedule IV of any day except Sunday and 
public holidays within the district or upon any of the streets described in said Schedule IV 
attached to and .made a part of this ordinance. 


Sec. 6. Parking time limited on certain streets.—-When signs are erected in each block 
giving notice thereof, no person shall park a vehicle ON THE SAME SIDE OF THE 
STREET IN ANY ONE BLOCK for longer than during such time as is posted upon such 
signs of any day except Sundays and public holidays within the district or upon any of the 
streets described in Schedule VI attached to and made a part of this ordinance. 


* 


Sec. 7. Parking, stopping or standing prohibited on certain areas under jurisdiction of the 
City.—When signs are erected upon areas under jurisdiction of the City of Lansing other 
than streets, alleys or parks no person shall park, stop or stand a vehicle in violation of 
signs thereon, clearly indicating such parking, standing or stopping to be prohibited in areas 
described in Schedule VII attached to and made a part of this ordinance. 


Sec. 8. Parking signs required. 
any parking time limit is imposed or parking is prohibited on designated streets it shall he 
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the duty of the city traffic commission to erect appropriate signs giving notice thereof and 
no such regulations shall be effective unless said signs are erected and in place at the time 
of any alleged offense.

It develops that the reason for the re- 
quested adjustment is due to the fact that 
the Union representing the employees of 
the company has demanded a substantial 
increase in wage. rates. According to 
figures furnished to us, the company ‘had 
a net profit, after income taxes, for the 
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7-months’ period ended June 30, 1953, of 
$16,896.30. For this same period gross 
revenue was $477,975.10. Obviously, this 
net profit would not allow the bus company 
to make any substantial increase in wages. 


After examination of figures furnished 
to us by the company, we have come to the 
conclusion that any increase which the 
Council might give should be limited to 
fifteen (15c) cents cash fare with no pro- 
vision for tokens and the school fare to 
remain at $2.00 per month, as at present. 


For the 7 months ended June 30, 1953, 
had the company been operating with the 
15c cash fare, the gross revenues would 
have been $557,933.75 and the net profit, 
after income taxes, would have _ been 
$47,943.44. In our opinion this amount 
would allow the company to make a sub- 
stantial increase in wages to employees.

By the Special Committee on the 
City Charter— 


Your Charter Study Committee has met 
frequently and has studied the Charter of 
the City of Lansing at some length. 


As stated in the preliminary report of 
the Committee, filed: 


The Committee has concluded that the 
scope of the work required to bring the 
City Charter in line with the present-day 
needs of a city of almost 100,000 inhabitants 
will require the work of an elected Charter 
Commission. The requirement of State 
Law that each proposed amendment to a 
City Charter be limited to a single ques- 
tion effectively limits the power of this 
Committee to present the necessary changes 
which have been suggested by the officers 
and departments of the City, in addition 
to those discovered by your Committee. 


Your honorable body has already acted 
on the Committee’s preliminary report and 
has taken the necessary action to place 
upon the November, 1953, ballot the ques- 
tion of whether or not there shall be a 
general revision of the present City Charter 
and of whether or not the proposed revised 
. Charter shall contain a change in the form 
of City government. 


As a part of of the Committee’s pre- 
liminary report, it was stated that. the 
Committee would report and recommend 
certain proposed amendments to the City 
Charter which appear to be urgent and 
should not wait for inclusion in the revised 
Charter of the City which will be presented 
by an elected Charter Commission, if the 
people of the City vote to revise the 
Charter at the November election. 


The ability of your Committee is defi- 
nitely limited by the number of questions 
which may be placed upon the City’s voting 
machines. The Council has already voted 
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to place three questions before the electors 
at the November election. 


These are: . 

1. Fltoridation of the City’s water. 

2. Charter revision. 

3. Change in the form of government? 


In addition to these, there may be five 
annexation questions on the ballot. The 
petitions for these annexations were filed 
in ample time for an election, thereon to 
be held on November 3rd. 


One Charter amendment proposition ap- 
pears to be urgent at this time to take 
care of the proposed annexations to the 
City, should they be made. This relates 
to the ward boundaries of the City. There 
has been a need for splitting the 6th Ward 
of the City for some time. This fact, 
coupled with a presently proposed annexa- 
tions to that ward and to other wards of 
the City, make some action concerning the 
wards of the City imperative. Your Com- 
mittee, after extensive deliberation, pro- 
poses that the following changes in the 
wards and ward boundaries of the City be 
presented to the City as a proposed amend- 
ment of the City’s Charter. 


1. Make E. Grand River Avenue the 
boundary between the Ist and ‘7th 
wards of the City. 


2. Make Saginaw Street the boundary be- 
tween the 2nd and 4th wards of the 
City. 


38. Abolish the present 8th ward of the 
City and divide its territory between 
the present 5th and 7th wards, with 
Michigan Avenue as the dividing line 
between them. 


4. Make Mt. Hope Avenue the southern 
boundary of the 5th ward, from its inter- 
section with the center of Sycamore 
Creek eastward to the City Limits. 


5. Create a new 8th ward which shall 
comprise all that part of the City of 
Lansing lying south of the Grand River 
and comprising precincts “F’, ‘“G’’, 
‘““H”’, and that part of precinct “L”’’ 
which is west of Washington Avenue, 
of the present 6th ward, together with 
all future annexations to the City 
which may lie to the west of that part 
of Washington Avenue which is a part 
of the present corporate limits of the 
City, and south of the _ intersection 
thereof with Holmes Road, west of 
Logan Street. 


Coupled with such proposed changes in 
the boundaries, your Committee recom- 
mends that the Charter Amendment to 
accomplish these changes provide that no 
person who holds or has been elected to 
the office of Alderman in the City shall 
be deprived of the office which he holds 
or to which he has been elected, in the 
ward in which he resides at the time the 
proposed ward boundaries become effective, 
so long as he remains a resident of that 
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ward and until the end of the term to 
which he has been elected. It is also recom- 
mended that, if the proposed change of 
boundaries be adopted by the electors of 
the City and any ward be deprived of its 
full quota of two aldermen, a special elec- 
tion shall be held within 60 days to fill 
such vacancy or vacancies, the person or 
persons receiving the highest number of 
votes to fill such vacancy or vacancies to 
be deemed to be elected, without the neces- 
sity of holding a primary election therefor. 


A proper resolution for adoption by the 
Council to place the above proposed changes 
in wards and ward boundaries on the ballot 
at the November 3 election is attached to 
this report. This Committee recommends 
the adoption of such resolution. 


Your Committee has also considered the 
necessary action to be taken to modernize 
and improve the Policemen’s and Firemen’s 
Pension plan. This must be done by 
Charter Amendment. The entire Council 
has heard the City’s actuary review this 
question. This Committee feels that the 
electors of the City should have an oppor- 
tunity to vote on this question. Certainly 
conditions have changed economically and 
in the size of the City, itself, since this 
pension plan was first written into the 
City’s Charter. 


A proper resolution for adoption by the 
Council to place the proposed changes in 
the Policemen’s and Firemen’s Pension 
plan on the ballot at the November 3 elec- 
tion is attached to this report. This Com- 
mittee recommends the adoption of such 
resolution. 


Your Committee has studied many other 
possible and desirable amendments to the 
City’s Charter. Because of the fact that 
the proposition to revise the Charter will, 
if approved by the electors of the City, 
afford the best opportunity to integrate 
these changes into a Charter Revision and 
to harmonize them with all other elements 
of the Charter, and because of the number 
of questions which will appear on the 
ballot at the November 3rd election, your 
Committee has decided to let these changes 
await the action of an elected Charter 
Commission or a future Charter Study 
Committee, according to. the action of 
the electors of the City on November 3rd.

CHARTER AMENDMENTS 
By Ald. Munyon—

Section 3 of the Charter of the City of 
Lansing, which section was adopted on 
November 7, 1916, provides as follows:

of Washtenaw Street so continued and 
west of Grand River; third ward shall 
consist of all that part of said City lying 
south of the center line of Washtenaw 
Street, continued to the western line of the 
City and west of the center line of Wash- 
ington Avenue, and north of Grand River; 
the fourth ward shall consist of all that 
part of said City lying south of the seventh 
ward east of Grand River, west of the 
eighth ward, as herein defined, and east 
and north of the Cedar River; the sixth 
ward shall consist of all that territory 
lying south of the center line of Washte- 
naw Street and east of the center line of 
Washington Avenue and west of Grand 
River and all that part of said City lying 
south of the first ward, east of Grand 
River, west of the eighth ward as herein 
defined and north of the center line of 
Michigan Avenue; the eighth ward shall 
consist of all that territory within the 
limits of said City described as commencing 
at a point where the Cedar River crosses 
the section line between sections 22 and 
23, thence northeasterly along the center

Experience has established to the satis- 
faction of the City Council, being the 
legislative body of the City of Lansing, 
that the growth of the said City since the 
time of the adoption of said section justifies 
and requires a change in the wards of the 
City and in the boundaries thereof, there-

That, in accordance with the provisions 
of Act No. 279 of the Public Acts of 1909, 
as amended, and specifically Section 21 
of that Act, being Section 117.21 of the 
Compiled Laws of 1948, this body, being 
the legislative body of the City of Lansing, 
does, by a 3/5 vote of its members elect, 
hereby propose that Section 3 of the 
Charter of the City of Lansing, be amend- 
ed and that said section, as amended, be 
in form, words, and figures as follows:

“The SECOND WARD shall consist of 
all that part of the City of Lansing which 
lies west of the Grand River and between 
the centerlines of Saginaw Street and 
Washtenaw Street; 


“The THIRD WARD shall consist of 
all of that part of the City of Lansing 
south of the second ward, which lies west 
of the Grand River and between the center- 
lines of Washtenaw Street and of the Grand 
River ; 


“The FOURTH WARD shall consist of 
all of that part of the City of Lansing 
which lies north of the centerline of 
Saginaw Street and west and south of the 
centerline of the Grand River; 


“The FIFTH WARD shall consist of 
all of that part of the City of Lansing 
which lies south of the centerline of Mich- 
igan Avenue and is bounded on the west 
and south by the centerline of the Grand 
River, the centerline of the Red Cedar 
River, the centerline of Sycamore Creek, 
and by the centerline of Mt. Hope Ave- 
nue, from the junction thereof with Syca- 
more Creek eastward to the City Limits; 
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“The SIXTH WARD shall consist of all 
that part of the City of Lansing which 
lies south of the third and fifth wards 
and east of the centerline of Logan Street 
north to the centerline of Holmes Road, 
thence the centerline of Holmes Road to 
the centerline of Washington Street, thence 
the centerline of Washington Street to the 
centerline of Mt. Hope Avenue, thence the 
centerline of Mt. Hope Avenue to the 
centerline of Cedar Street, thence the 
centerline of Cedar Street to the centerline 
of the Red Cedar River, thence the center- 
line of the Red Cedar River and the Syca- 
more Creek to the centerline of Mt. Hope 
Avenue, thence the centerline of Mt. Hope 
Avenue to the City Limits; 


“The SEVENTH WARD shall consist of 
all that part of the City of Lansing which 
lies east of the Grand River and is south 
of the centerline of East Grand River Ave- 
nue and north of the centerline of Michigan 
Avenue; 


“The EIGHTH WARD shall consist of 
all that part of the City of Lansing which 
lies south of the third ward and west of 
the sixth ward. 


“No person holding the office of Alder- 
man in any ward of the City at the time 
that this section shall become law, or who 
has been elected to that office in any ward 
of the City, shall be deprived of the 
office held by him, or to which he has been 
elected, but he shall be entitled to a seat 
in the ward in which he resides at the 
time this section becomes effective, for the 
term to which he has been elected so long 
as he remains a resident of that ward, 
even though such ward may, for the term 
of any such Alderman, be represented by 
more than two Aldermen; Provided, that 
no vacancy in the office of Alderman shal] 
be filled in any such ward, unless such 
vacancy reduces the number of Aldermen 
for such ward to less than two. 


“At a special election to be held within 
60 days after the 38rd day of November, 
1958, such number of Aldermen shall be 
elected in such wards of the City, as are 
deprived of two Aldermen to represent 
them by the change in ward boundaries 
herein provided, as will complete the quota 
of such wards of two Aldermen per ward. 
No primary election shall be held for 
such special election and the number of 
candidates to be elected in each of such 
wards who receive the highest number of 
votes cast at such election shall be deemed 
to have been elected’; and 


Be It Further Resolved: 


-That said proposed amendment of Sec- 
tion 3 of the Charter of the City of Lan- 
sing be submitted to the electors of the 
City at the regular City election to be 
held. on November 3, 1953, and shall be 
submitted thereat and canvassed in the 
same manner as other propositions and the 
election of officers thereat are submitted 
and cafivassed; and 


Be It Further Resolved: 
That the City Clerk be and she is hereby 
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directed to prepare or cause to be prepared 
the voting machines of said City for such 
election in such manner and form as 
follows: 


Form of Ballot 


Shall Section 3 of the Charter of the

Amend Section 12 
Definitions 


Section 12. The following words and 
phrases wherever used in this Chapter, un- 
less a dififferent meaning is plainly re- 
quired by the context, shall have the 
following meanings: 


(a). “Board” shall mean the Board of 
Trustees provided for in THIS CHAPTER. 


(b). “Member” shall mean any person 
included in the membership of the Re- 
tirement System. 


(c). “‘New Member” shall mean any 
member who first entered the employ of 
the City as a policeman or fireman on or 
after January 1, 1944. 


(d). “Original Member” shall mean any 
member who was in the employ of the 
City as a policeman or fireman on or before 
December 31, 19438. 


(e). “Service” shall mean service ren- 
dered as a policeman or fireman in the 
employ of the City and paid for by the 
City. 


(f). “Prior service’ shall mean service 
rendered prior to January 1, 1944. 
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(g). ‘‘Membership service’? shall mean 
service rendered ON AND AFTER JANU- 
ARY 1, 1944, 


(h). “‘Creditable service” shall mean the 
total of prior service and membership 
service credited to a member. 


(i). “Beneficiary” shall mean any per- 
son, OTHER THAN A RETIRANT, WHO 
IS in receipt of an annuity or other benefit 
PAYABLE FROM FUNDS OF THE RE- 
TIREMENT SYSTEM. 


(j). ‘‘Policeman” shall mean a _ pema- 
nent employe of the Police Department, 
who holds the rank of patrolman or 
higher rank, and who has taken the oath 
as required in Chapter 14, section 213 of 
this Charter, but it shall not include the 
civilian employes of the Police Department. 


(k). “Fireman”? shall mean a_ perma- 
nent employe of the Fire Department, who 
holds the rank of fire-fighter or higher 
rank, and who has taken the oath as re- 
quired in Chapter 14, section 213 of this 
Charter, but it shall not include the civil- 
ian employes of the Fire Department. 


(1). “‘Regular Interest” shall be such 
rate of interest as the Board may deter- 
mine, subject to the approval of the City 
Council. 


(m). “Accumulated Contributions” shall 
mean the sum of all amounts deducted 
from the compensation of a member and 
credited to his individual account in the 
Annuity Savings Fund, together with reg- 
ular interest thereon. 


(n). “Average final compensation” shall 
mean the average OF THE annual COM- 
PENSATIONS received by a member dur- 
ing his last five years of CREDITABLE 
service if he has less than five years of 
creditable service, HIS average FINAL 
compensation SHALL BE THE AVERAGE 
OF HIS ANNUAL COMPENSATIONS re- 
ceived during his total CREDITABLE ser- 
vice. In CASE a member’s compensation 
is not all paid in money, the Board shall 
fix the value of that part of HIS com- 
pensation not paid in money. 


(o). ‘fFinal compensation” shall mean 
the annual rate of compensation of a mem- 
ber at the time of termination of his 
employment by the City.

Amend Section 30 
Re-Examination of Disability Retirants 


Section 30. (a). AT LEAST once each 
year during the first five years following 
the retirement of a member with a dis- 
ability retirement annuity, and at least 
once in every three year period thereafter, 
the Board may require any disability RE- 
TIRANT, who has not attained age fifty- 
five years, to undergo a medical examina- 
tion by or under the direction of the 
Medical Director, at the place of residence 
of said RETIRANT or other place mutually 
agreed upon.

‘Final Compensation” shall 
mean A MEMBER’S annual rate of com- 
pensation at the time of termination of 
employment WITH THE CITY. 


Section 14. ‘“‘Annuity’” shall mean AN 
ANNUAL AMOUNT PAYABLE IN 
EQUAL MONTHLY INSTALLMENTS 
FOR LIFE derived from the accumulated 
contributions of a member. 
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Section 15. ‘Pension’’ shail mean AN 
ANNUAL AMOUNT PAYABLE IN 
EQUAL MONTHLY INSTALLMENTS 
FOR LIFE derived from: money provided 
by the City OR any ee ee there- 
of. 


Section 16. ertireinant Allowance” 
shall mean the sum of the annuity and 
the pension. 


Article IV 


Membership 


Section 1. (a) THE MEMBERSHIP OF 
THE RETIREMENT SYSTEM SHALL 
INCLUDE (1) ALL PERSONS WHO ARE 
EMPLOYEES, AS DEFINED IN ARTI- 
CLE III, SECTION 2, ON JUNE 30, 1941 
AND WHO CONTINUE IN THE EM- 
PLOY OF THE CITY ON AND AFTER 
JULY 1, 1941, AND (2) ALL PERSONS 
WHO BECOME EMPLOYEES ON AND 
AFTFR JULY 1, 1941: EXCEPT AS

(b) THE MEMBERSHIP OF THE RE-

AND ELECTRIC LIGHT COMMISSION- 
ERS, (2) EMPLOYEES WHO ARE MEM- 
BERS OF THE POLICE AND FIRE

Section 1. (a) Any member, who has 
attained age sixty (60) YEARS AND HAS

COUNT, may retire FROM SERVICE 
upon his ‘written application to the Board 
of Trustees setting forth at what time, 
NEITHER less than thirty (30) days nor 
more than ninety (90) days subsequent to 
the execution and filing thereof, he desires 
to be retired.

Service Retirement Allowance 


Section 2. Upon retirement from service, 
a member shall receive a service retirement 
allowance AND HE SHALL HAVE THE 
RIGHT TO ELECT AN OPTION PROVID- 
ED FOR IN PART F, SECTION 1, OF 
THIS ARTICLE. HIS SERVICE RETIRE- 
MENT ALLOWANCE shall consist of the 
benefits provided in paragraphs (a), (b),

to Paragraph (e) of this Section.

(e) Toa be eligible to receive the pen- 
sions provided for in paragraphs (b), (c) 
and (d) of this Section, a member must 
have AT LEAST ten (10) years of service 
credited to his service account, unless he 
becomes eligible for benefits provided for 
in Part B of this Article. CASE RETIRED 
ig nges FOUR HUNDRED DOLLARS 
($2,400.00). 


(f) IN THE EVENT A RETIRED MEM- 
BER DID NOT ELECT AN OPTION PRO-

ALLOWANCE PAYMENTS, PROVIDED

Duty Disability Benefits— 
Retirement Before Age 60 


Section 8. Upon retirement for disability, 
as provided in Section 1 of this Part B, 
a member who has not attained age sixty 
60) YEARS shall receive the following 
benefits : 


(a) HE shall receive a disability retire- 
ment pension of TWO-THIRDS (2/3) of 
his average final compensation; Said dis- 
ability pension TO begin as of the date 
of his disability, but in no case (1) more 
than six (6) months before the date his 
application for disability retirement IS 
filed with the Board of Trustees, or (2) 
PRIOR TO the date his name last ap- 
peared on a City payroll with pay, which- 
ever OF (1) AND (2) is later, and shall 
continue to his attainment of age sixty 
(60) years or prior recovery: Provided, 
that SAID disability pension (1) shall not 
exceed TWENTY FOUR HUNDRED DOL- 
LARS ($2,400.00) per annum, and (2) 
shall be subject to Parts G and H of this 
Article. 


(b) Upon attaining age sixty (60) 
YEARS, HE shall receive a pension COM- 
PUTED ACCORDING TO Part A, Section 
2 of this Article: Provided, that in com- 
puting HIS SAID pension HE SHALL BE 
GIVEN MEMBERSHIP SERVICE CRED- 
IT for the TIME he was receiving a dis- 
ability pension UNDER PARAGRAPH (a) 
OF THIS SECTION. In addition to his 
SAID pension HE SHALL, at his attain- 
ment of age sixty (60) receive an annuity 
equivalent TO the annuity he would have 
received had he continued contributions 
to the Annuity Savings Fund; said contri- 
butions to be based upon his final compen- 
ance at the time of his disability retire- 
ment. 


(c) During the period HE is receiving 
a disability pension UNDER Paragraph 
(a) of this Section, his contributions TO 
the Annuity Savings Fund shall be sus- 
pended and his balance in the SAID 
FUND, standing to his credit as of the 
BEGINNING date OF his disability pen- 
sion, SHALL remain THEREIN AND 
SHALL BE ACCUMULATED AT REGU- 
LAR INTEREST. UPON ATTAINING 
AGE SIXTY (60) YEARS HIS SAID 
ACCUMULATED CONTRIBUTIONS 
SHALL BE TRANSFERRED FROM THE

EVENT HE DIES before attaining age 
sixty (60) YEARS his accumulated con- 
tributions CREDITED TO HIS Annuity 
Savings Fund ACCOUNT as of the date 
OF HIS DEATH, shall be paid to such 
person or persons as he shall have nomi- 
nated by written designation duly executed 
and filed with the Board of Trustees.

Section 8. UPON HIS RETIREMENT FOR

(60) YEARS SHALL RECEIVE THE FOL- 
LOWING BENEFITS:

Death Incurred in Line of Duty 


Section 1. IN THE EVENT (1) A MEM- 
BER DIES SOLELY AND EXCLUSIVE- 
LY AS THE RESULT OF A PERSONAL 
INJURY OR DISEASE ARISING OUT 
OF AND IN THE COURSE OF HIS EM- 
PLOYMENT BY THE CITY, OR (2) A 
DISABILITY BENEFICIARY, WHO RE- 
TIRED UNDER THE PROVISIONS OF 
PART B OF THIS ARTICLE, DIES 
PRIOR TO HIS ATTAINMENT OF AGE 
SIXTY (60) YEARS AND WITHIN A 
PERIOD OF THREE (3) YEARS FOL- 
LOWING THE EFFECTIVE DATE OF 
HIS DISABILITY RETIREMENT, AS THE 
RESULT OF THE SAME INJURIES OR 
DISEASE FOR WHICH HE WAS RE- 
TIRED, AND IN EITHER CASE, HIS 
DEATH, OR INJURIES OR DISEASE 
RESULTING IN DEATH BE FOUND BY 
THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES TO HAVE 
OCCURRED AS THE NATURAL AND 
PROXIMATE RESULT OF HIS ACTUAL 
PERFORMANCE OF DUTY IN THE 
SERVICE OF THE CITY, THE APPLI- 
CABLE BENEFITS PROVIDED FOR IN 
PARAGRAPHS (a), (b), (ec) AND (d) OF 
THIS SECTION SHALL BE PAID, SUB- 
JECT TO PARAGRAPH (e) OF THIS 
SECTION AND TO PART G OF THIS 
ARTICLE. 


(a) HIS ACCUMULATED CONTRIBU- 
TIONS STANDING TO HIS CREDIT IN 
THE ANNUITY SAVINGS FUND SHALL 
BE PAID IN ACCORDANCE WITH PART 
E OF THIS ARTICLE. 


(b) THE WIDOW OF THE SAID DE- 
CEASED PERSON SHALL RECEIVE A 
PENSION OF ONE-THIRD (1/3) OF HIS 
FINAL COMPENSATION TO CONTINUE 
DURING HER WIDOWHOOD. IF, IN 
ADDITION TO A WIDOW, THE SAID 
DECEASED PERSON LEAVES A CHILD 
OR CHILDREN UNDER AGE EIGHTEEN 
(18) YEARS, EACH SUCH CHILD SHALL 
RECEIVE A PENSION OF AN EQUAL 
SHARE OF ONE-FOURTH (1/4) OF HIS 
FINAL COMPENSATION. UPON A 
CHILD’S ATTAINMFNT OF AGE 
EIGHTEEN (18) YEARS, OR MARRIAGE 
OR DEATH PRIOR THERETO, HIS 
PENSION SHALL TERMINATE AND 
THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES SHALL RE- 
DISTRIBUTE THE SHARES OF ONE-

(c) IN THE EVENT there be no widow 
or if the widow dies or remarries before 
the youngest surviving child of THE SAID 
deceased PERSON shall have attained 
eighteen (18) years, then his child or chil- 
dren under age EIGHTEEN (18) YEARS 
shall each receive a pension OF one-fourth 
(1/4) of HIS final compensation: PRO- 
VIDED, THAT if. there be more than two 
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(2) SUCH surviving children under age 
eighteen (18) YEARS, each SUCH child 
shall receive a PENSION OF AN EQUAL 
SHARE of one-half (1/2) of THE SAID

tion. UFON A CHILD’S ATTAINMENT

(1/4) OF THE SAID DECEASED PER- 
SON’S FINAL COMPENSATION. 


(ad) IN THE EVENT there be neither 
a widow nor children ELIGIBLE HERE- 
UNDER TO RECEIVE PENSIONS, sur- 
viving the SAID deceased PERSON, there 
shall be paid to EACH his dependent father 
and dependent mother, as the Board of 
Trustees after investigation FINDS to have 
been actually dependent upon THE SAID 
‘deceased PERSON, through abhcence of 
earning power due to MENTAL OR physi- 
cal disability, a pension of one-sixth (1/6) 
of the SAID deceased PERSON’S final 
compensation: Provided, that in no CASE 
shall the PENSION PAYABLE to either 
parent exceed SEVEN HUNDRED TWEN- 
TY DOLLARS ($720.00) per annum. 


(e) THE TOTAL OF THE PENSIONS

Part E—Return of 
Accumulated Contributions 


Section 1. (a) Should a member cease 
to be an employee OF THE CITY (1) be- 
fore attaining age sixty (60) YEARS, for 
reasons other than HIS death or BECOM- 
ING A BENEFICIARY, OR (2) AFTER 
ATTAINING AGE SIXTY (60) YEARS

persons as he shall have nominated by 
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written’ designation duly executed and filed 
with the Board of Trustees. IN THE 
EVENT there be no such designated per- 
son or persons SURVIVING THE SAID 
DECEASED MEMBER, HIS ACCUMU- 
LATED CONTRIBUTIONS SHALL BE 
PAID to his legal representative. 


(c) IN THE EVENT A MEMBER DIES 
WITHOUT HEIRS AND WITHOUT HAV- 
ING NOMINATED A_ BENEFICIARY, 
HIS ACCUMULATED CONTRIBUTIONS 
STANDING TO HIS CREDIT IN THE 
ANNUITY SAVINGS FUND, AT THE 
TIME OF HIS DEATH, MAY BE USED 
TO PAY HIS BURIAL EXPENSE, NOT 
TO EXCEED A REASONABLE SUM TO 
BE DETERMINED BY THE BOARD OF

Election of Option 
Prior to Retirement 


Section 2. Any member who continues 
in the employ of the City on and after the 
date he EITHER ACQUIRES TWENTY- 
FIVE YEARS OF SERVICE, OR becomes 
ENTITLED to retire with a service retire- 
ment allowance PROVIDED FOR IN 
PART A, SECTION 2, OF THIS ARTI- 
CLE, WHICHEVER OCCURS FIRST, may, 
by. written .declaration duly executed and 
filed with the Board of Trustees, in the 
manner and form prescribed by the Board, 
ELECT OPTION 2, provided for in Sec- 
tion 1 of this Part F, AND NOMINATE 
A JOINT BENEFICIARY WHOM THE 
BOARD OF TRUSTEES FINDS TO BE 
DEPENDENT UPON THE SAID MEMBER 
FOR AT LEAST FIFTY PER CENT OF 
HIS SUPPORT, with regard to his retire- 
ment allowance, PROVIDED FOR IN 
PART A, SECTION 2, OF THIS ARTICLE, 
in the same manner as if he were then 
retiring from service NOTWITHSTAND- 
ING THAT HE MAY NOT HAVE 
ATTAINED AGE SIXTY YEARS. IN THE 
CASE OF SAID BENEFICIARY’S DEATH 
PRIOR TO THE EFFECTIVE DATE OF 
THE SAID MEMBER’S RETIREMENT, 
THE SAID MEMBER’S ELECTION OF 
OPTION 2 AND NOMINATION OF SUR- 
VIVOR BENEFICIARY SHALL BE 
AUTOMATICALLY REVOKED AND HE 
MAY AGAIN ELECT THE SAIN OPTION 
2 AND NOMINATE A SURVIVOR BENE- 
FIFIARY. WHOM THE BOARD OF 
TRUSTEES FINDS TO BF DEPENDENT 
UPON THE SAID MEMBER FOR AT

PORT, at any time prior to the effective 
date of his retirement. IN THE EVENT 
any member who shal] have made an elec-

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SURVIVOR beneficiary shall immediately 
receive the same retirement allowance as 
THE SAID SURVIVOR BENEFICIARY 
would have been entitled to receive under 
the SAID option 2 if .the said member 
had been REGULARLY retired UNDER 
AN ELECTION OF OPTION 2, effective 
the day preceding the date of his death. 
IN THE EVENT A member who shall have 
made an election of option 2, AS PRO-

RETIRES pursuant to the provisions of 
THIS Ordinance, his said election of op- 
tion 2 AND NOMINATION OF SURVI- 
VOR BENEFICIARY shall then take 
IMMEDIATE effect AT THE TIME OF 
HIS RETIREMENT: PROVIDED, THAT 
HE SHALL HAVE THE RIGHT, WITH- 
IN SIXTY DAYS PRECEDING THE 


EFFECTIVE DATE OF HIS RETIRE-. 


MENT, BUT NOT THEREAFTER, TO 
REVOKE HIS PREVIOUS ELECTION 
OF OPTION 2 AND ELECT TO RECEIVE 
HIS RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE AS 
A REGULAR RETIREMENT ALLOW- 
ANCE UNDER OPTION 1, 2 OR 3 AS

PART F. No RETIREMENT ALLOW-

Annuity Savings Fund

SUCH RULES AND REGULATIONS AS 
THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES SHALL 
FROM TIME TO TIME ADOPT: PRO- 
VIDED, THAT IN NO CASE SHALL 
ANY MEMBER’S SAID ADDITIONAL

(c) The City Comptroller or officer 
responsible for making up the payroll, 
shall cause the contributions PROVIDED 
FOR IN PARAGRAPH (b) OF THIS 
SECTION to be deducted from the pay 
of each member on each and every payroll, 
for each and every payroll period, BE- 
GINNING WITH THE FIRST PAYROLL 
IN THE SEVENTH (7th) MONTH FOL- 
LOWING THE MONTH IN WHICH HE 
BECAME A MEMBER AND CONTINU- 
ING TO THE DATE OF HIS RETIRE- 
MENT OR PRIOR SEPARATION FROM 
CITY SERVICE. 


(d) The CONTRIBUTIONS provided for 
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herein shall be made, notwithstanding that 
the minimum compensation provided for 
by law tor any member shall be changed 
thereby. Every member shall be deemed 
to consent and agree to the DEDUCTIONS 
made and provided for herein and shall 
receipt for his full salary or compensa- 
tion, and payment of his salary or com- 
pensation. less said DEDUCTIONS for his 
CONTRIBUTIONS shall be a full and 
complete discharge and acquittance of all 
claims and demands whatsoever for the 
services rendered by such person during 
the period covered by such PAYMENTS, 
except as to the benefits provided under 
this Retirement System. THE CONTRI- 
BUTIONS TO BE DEDUCTED FROM THE 
COMPENSATIONS OF EACH MEMBER 
SHALL BE DEDUCTED BY THE CITY 
COMPTROLLER, and when deducted shall 
be paid into said Annuity Savings Fund, 
and shail be credited to the individual 
account of the member from whose COM- 
een rare said DEDUCTIONS WERE 
made. 


(e) In addition to the contributions de- 
ducted from the compensations of a member 
as hereinbefore provided, any member shall 
deposit in the Annuity Savings Fund by 
a single payment or by an increased rate 
of contribution, an amount equal to the 
total amount which he may have previously 
withdrawn therefrom as provided in this 
Ordinance. Membership service covering 
the period for which contributions were 
made and subsequently withdrawn by the 
said member, shall be forfeited by him un- 
less, prior to the effective date of his re- 
tirement, he returns to the Annuity Savings 
Fund all amounts of accumulated contribu- 
tions, ARISING FROM HIS NORMAL 
re ery ee dal 2 previously withdrawn 

y him. 


(f) Upon the retirement of a member, 
his accumulated contributions shall be 
transferred from the Annuity Savings 
Fund to the Annuity Reserve Fund, de- 
scribed in Section (2) of this Article. 
At the expiration of a period of five (5) 
years following the date a member’s name 
last appeared on the payroll, any balance 
of accumulated contributions standing to 
his credit in the Annuity Savings Fund 
shall be transferred to the Pension Accumu- 
lation Fund.

One reason, which we propose to elimi- 
nate, is the southbound near-side bus stop 
on the west side of Washington at Wash- 
tenaw. Buses headed south invariably use 
the center lane on Washington from Michi- 
gan to Washtenaw to avoid delays. On 
arriving at Washtenaw they have to go 
from the center lane to the curb to pick 
up and discharge passengers. This is an 
extremely hazardous maneuver. This, to- 
gether with the heavy right turn from 
Washington into Washtenaw, at times 
stops all southbound traffic from moving. 


We recommend that this near-side bus 
stop on Washington at Washtenaw be 
eliminated and that it be moved and made 
a far-side stop on Washington at Allegan. 


The Inter-City Coach Line Company has 
also reacted favorably to a suggestion that 
the Olds Avenue bus line, which now 
operates southbound on Washington Ave- 
nue from Michigan to Kalamazoo, be re- 
routed via Grand Avenue from Michigan 
to Kalamazoo. As this is a Transit Com- 
mission funetion it is requested that this 
matter be referred to them. 


If this route change is approved, it will 
be necessary to establish a new bus stop 
on the north side of Kalamazoo just west 
of Washington.

On September 14, 1953, there was deliv- 
ered by mail to this office proposed amend- 
ments to the Lansing City Charter, namely, 
amendments to Section 127 (a) of Chapter 6 
to Sections 12, 14, 19, 21, 24. 27, 28 and 
30 of Chapter 29 and to Section 3 of said 
Charter. 


The proposed amendments were sub- 
mitted to the Attorney General for opinion 
as to legality. Today we are in rece‘pt of 
two letters from the Attorney General. 
One indicates that in his opinion the 
proposed amendments to Section 127 (a) 
and to Sections 12, 14, 19, 21, 24, 27, 
28 and 30 are legal and proper for the 
Governor's approval. These proposed 
amendments have now been approved by 
the Governor and are returned herewith. 


The other letter from the Attorney 
General indicates that in his opinion the 
proposed amendment to Section 3 is one 
which the City is without power to adopt 
and cannot properly be approved. A copy 
of this letter is enclosed for your infor- 
mation. 


Wor the reasons stated in the enclosed 
opinion of the Attorney General, the pro- 
posed amendment to Section 3 is returned 
herewith to you without the Governor’s 
signature of approval.

Re: Proposed Charter Amendment 
City of Lansing, Michigan 


I have examined the attached proposed 
amendment to the Lansing City Charter, 
being an amendment of Section 3 of said 
Charter. In my opinion the City has no 
power to adopt this amendment for the 
following reasons: 


The amendment, to be voted on at the 
annual election November 3, 1953, changes 


_ the boundaries of the City’s 8 wards. The 


present Charter provides for 2 aldermen 
to be elected in each ward for terms of 
2 years, 1 to be elected each year at the 
November annual election. The proposed 
amendment provides in part: 


“No person holding the office of 
Alderman in any ward of the City at 
the time that this section shall be- 
come Jaw, or who has been elected to 
that office in any ward of the City, 
shall be deprived of the office held by 
him, or to which he has been e'ected, 
but he shall be entitled to a seat in 
the ward in which he resides at the 
time this section becomes effective, 
for the term to which he has been 
elected so long as he remains a resi- 
dent of that ward, even though such 
ward may, for the term of any such 
Alderman, be represented by more 
than two Aldermen; Provided, that no 
vacancy in the office of Alderman shall 
be filled in any such ward, unless such 
vacancy reduces the number of Alder- 
men for such ward to less than two.” 


It also provides that if, after the No- 
vember 1953 election, any ward has less 
than 2 aldermen, a special election shall 
be held within 60 days to fill the quota. 


The Cities Home Rule Act in Sec. 3, 
M.S.A. § 5.2073, provides in part: 


“Each city charter shall provide: 


“(e) For the establishment of 1 or 
more wards and if the members of its 
legislative body be chosen hy wards, 
then for equal representation for each 
ward in such body ;’ 


I understand that if the amendment is 
adopted, in one or two wards there will 
be 3 aldermen. It is obvious that in such 
case there will be 3 aldermen in such 
wards, holding office for at least one 
year, resulting in unequal representation 
for that period. 


It. appears that the device contemplated 
is temporary and for the purpose of transi- 
tion to the new ward grouping, the intent 
being eventually to have 2 aldermen for 
each ward. Nevertheless, there would be 
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unlawful, unequal representation for at 
least a year. 


It is therefore my opinion that the 
amendment cannot properly be approved.

The following ordinance was introduced 
by Committee on Ordinances, read a first 
and second time by its title and referred 
to Committee on Ordinances. 


An Ordinance to amend Ordinance 300 
entitled, ‘‘An Ordinance regulating traffic 
upon the public streets and alleys of the 
City of Lansing, providing for a _ traffic 
division within the police department, pro- 
viding for the control, management and 
operation of parking lots under lease or 
ownership by the City, providing for licens- 
ing and regulation of bicycles within the 
City of Lansing, repealing Ordinance No. 
123, as amended, of the ordinances of the 
City of Lansing, Ordinances 35, 167 and 
265, also known as Ordinance No. 116 of 
the compilation of ordinances of 1940 and 
all other ordinances of the City of Lansing 
rene ne traffic upon the streets of said 

ity.” 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Ordinance No. 300 entitled, 
*“‘An Ordinance regulating traffic upon the 
public streets and alleys of the City of 
Lansing, providing for a traffic division 
within the police department, providing for 
the control, management and operation of 
parking lots under lease or ownership by 
the City, providing for licensing and regu- 
lation of bicycles within the City of Lan- 
sing, repealing Ordinance No. 123, as 
amended, of the ordinances of the City of 
Lansing, Ordinances 35, 167 and 265, also 
known as Ordinance No. 116 of the com- 


pilation of ordinances of 1940 and all other, 


ordinances of the City of Lansing regu- 
lating traffic upon the streets of said 
City”? is hereby amended by adding thereto 
a new Article to stand as Article XXI. 


Sec. 1. SIZE, WEIGHT. AND 
LOAD RESTRICTIONS 


(a) It is a violation of this ordinance 
for any person to drive or move. or for 
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the owner to cause or knowingly nermit 
to be driven or moved on any street any 
vehicle or vehicles of a size or weight ex- 
ceeding the limitations stated in this Arti- 
cle or otherwise in violation of this Article, 
and the maximum size and weight herein 
specified shall be lawful throughout the 
City, Provided, that the prohibition of 
the operation of trucks or other commer- 
cial vehicles, or the weights in this ordi- 
nance imposed shall be posted upon the 
streets upon which they are applicable. 


(b) The provisions of this Article gov- 
erning size, weight, and load shall not 
apply to fire apparatus, or to a vehicle 
operated under the terms of a_ special 
permit issued as herein provided. 


Sec. 2. MAXIMUM WIDTH OF VEHICLES 


(a) The total outside width of any vehi- 
cle or the load thereon shall not exceed 
96 inches except as otherwise provided in 
this section. 


(b) The total outside width of a farm 
tractor or any farm implement or ma- 
chinery shall not exceed 186 inches: And 
provided, That any agricu]tural implement 
wider than 108 inches shall not be moved 
on the highway between the hours of 
sundown and sunrise. 


(c) The total outside width of the load 
of any vehicle hauling forest products or 
concrete pipe shall not exceed 104 inches. 


(d) Whenever pneumatic tires, in substi- 
tution for the same type or other type of 
tires, have been heretofore or are hereafter 

placed upon a vehicle in operation upon the 

pMeciive date of this ordinance, the maxi- 
mum width from the outside of 1 wheel 
and tire to the outside of the opposite 
wheel and tire shall not exceed 102 inches, 
but in such event the outside width of the 
body of such vehicle or the load thereon 
shall not exceed 96 inches. 


Sec. 3. HEIGHT AND LENGTH 
OF VEHICLES 


(a) No ‘vehicle unloaded or with load 
shall exceed a height of 12 feet 6 inches, 
except that the height of vehicles designed 
to transport motor vehicles ‘or other vehicles 
shall not exceed 12 feet 6 inches when 
loaded. 


(b) No vehicle including load shall ex- 
ceed a total length of 35 feet, . except 
vehicles operated by municipally owned and 
municipally franchised transportation com- 
panies operating within their respective 
jurisdiction, and except motor buses regu- 
lated by the Michigan Public Service Com- 
mission, which shall not exceed a _ total 
length of 40 feet, and no combination of 
truck-tractor and traiJler or semi-trailer 
including load shall exceed a total length 
of 50 feet, nor shall any motor truck or 
tractor or other motor propelled vehicle 
haul more than. 1 trailer and 1 semi-trailer 
at any 1 time. 
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(c) No train of vehicles or vehicle oper- 
ated alore shall carry any load extending 
more than 8 feet beyond the front thereof. 


(d) No motor vehicle, trailer or semi- 
trailer whose frame or body extends more 
than 60 inches beyond the rear of the rear 
axle thereof and is more than 42 inches 
ubove the roadway, shall be operated on 
the streets of this city unless equipped 
with a fender or bumper on the extreme 
rear of such frame or body. Such bumper 


- shall extend downward from the rear of 
such frame or body to within 30 inches of: 
the roadway and be of aulees cone 


struction. 
Sec. 4. SPILLING LOADS ON 
STREETS PROHIBITED 


(a) No vehicle shall be driven or moved 
on any street unless such vehicle is so 


constructed or loaded as to prevent its — 


contents from dropping, sifting, leaking, 
or otherwise escaping therefrom. 


Sec. 5. WHEEL AND AXLE LOADS; 
SPRINGTIME RESTRICTIONS 


(a) In no ease shall the maximum axle 
load exceed the number of pounds desig- 
nated in the following provisions which 
prescribe the distance between axles: 


1. When the axle’ spacing is 9 feet or 
over between axles the maximum axle load 
shall not exceed 18,000 pounds for vehicles 
equipped with high pressure pneumatic .or 
balloon tires. 


2. When the axle spacing is less than 


9 feet hetween 2 axles but more than 
314 feet, the maximum axle load shall 
not exceed 13,000 pounds for high pressure 
pneumatic or balloon tires. 


3. When 2 axles are spaced less than 
314 feet apart the combined weight thereof 
shall not exceed the maximum weights as 


specified for a single’ axle when aEREES 


9 feet or more apart. 


4. The foregoing shall be known as the 
normal loading maximum. - 


_(b) When such normal loading is in 
fect the City Council shall have the 
authority to designate certain streets, or 


sections thereof where bridges and road: 


surfaces are adequate for heavier loading, 
which designation may be _ revised as 
needed, on’ which the maximum. tandem 
axle assembly loading shall not exceed 
oo pounds for any axle of such assem- 
bly. 


(c) On any legal combination of vehi- 
cles, only one tandem axle assembly shall 
be permitted on such designated streets 
at the gross permissible weight of 16,000 
pounds for any such axle and no other 
tandem axle assembly in such combination 
of vehicles shall exceed a gross weight of 
18,000 pounds for any such axle. 


(d) The normal size of tires shall be 
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the ratei size as published by the manu- 
facturers and in no case shall the maxi- 
mum wheel load permissible for any wheel 
exceed 700 pounds per inch of width of 
tire. These regulations shall not apply to 
buses of the Inter-City Coach Lines or 
other inter-city transportation units oper- 
ating on previously designated streets ap- 
proved by the City Council... Ambulances 
and official emergency vehicles are also 
exempted from the -provisions of this 
ordinanc?. 


-(e) During the eo of March, April 
pal May in each year, the maximum axle 
load allowable on concrete pavements, or 
pavements with a concrete base, shall be 
reduced by 25% from the maximum axle 
loads as specified heretofore in this chapter 
and the maximum axle loads allowable on 
all other types of streets during these 
months shall be reduced by 35% from the 
maximum axle-loads as herein specified. 
The maximum wheel load shall not exceed 
525 pounds per inch of tire width on 
concrete and concrete base or 450 pounds 
per inch of tire width on all other roads 
during tne period the seasonal road restric- 
tions are in effect. 

‘f) The Director of Public Service, with 
respect to streets under his jurisdiction, 
tay suspend the restrictions imposed by 
this section when and where in his discre- 
tion conditions of’ the streets so warrant 
and may impose the restricted loading re- 
quirements of this section on designated 
streets at any other time that the conditions 
of the street may require. 


Sec. 6. WEIGHT RESTRICTIONS, 
ENFORCEMENT, PENALTIES 


(a) Any police officer or any duly au- 
thorized agent of the City of Lansing hav- 
‘ing reason to believe that the weight of 
a vehicle and load is unlawful is authorized 
to require the driver to stop and submit 
to a weighing of the same by means of 
eithér portable or stationery scales and 
may require that such vehicle be driven to 
the nearest weighing station of the City 
of Lansing for the purpose of allowing 
said officer or agent of the City of Lansing 
‘to determine whether such conveyance is 
loaded in conformity with the provisions 
of this ordinance. 


(b) Whenever the said officer or agent, 
‘upon weighing a vehicle and load as above 
provided, determines that the weight is 
unlawful, such officer or agent may require 
the driver to stop the vehicle ina suitable 
place and remain standing until such por- 
tion of the load is removed as may: be 
“necessary to reduce the gross weight of 
such vehicle to such limit as permitted 
under this ordinance. All material so un- 
loaded shall be cared for by owner or oper- 
ator of such vehicle at the risk of such 
owner or operator; Provided, That any 
judge imposing a fine and costs under this 


section, which are not paid in full immedi- — 


ately or for which a bond is not immedi- 
ately posted in double the amount of such 
fine and costs, shall order said driver 
and/or owner to move said vehicle at his 
‘ewn risk to a place of safekeeping within 
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_the jurisdiction of said judge, inform said 


judge, in writing, of such place of safe- 
keeping, and there to keep said vehicle 
until said fine and costs are paid or suffi- 
cient bond furnished or until said judge 
shall be satisfied that said fine and costs 
will be paid: Provided further, That for 
the purposes of this section the removal, 
forwarding, care or preservation of the 
load shall be under the control of and at 
the risk of the owner and/or driver: And 
provided further, That vehicles impounded 
as provided in this section shall be subject 
to a lien, subject to any prior valid, bona 
fide lien, of prior record in the’ amount of. 


' such fine and costs and in the event the 


same are not paid within 90 days after 
such seizure, said judge shall certify such 
unpaid judgment to the City Attorney who 
shall proceed to enforce said lien by fore- 
closure sale in accordance with procedure 
authorizea in the case of chattel mortgage 
foreclosures. 


When such duly authorized agent of the 
City of Lansing is performing his duties 
under this ordinance he shall have all the 
powers conferred upon peace officers by 
the general laws of this state. 


(c) Any driver or owner of any vehicle 
as defined in this ordinance who violates 
the provisions of section of this ordi- 
nance or who shall knowingly fail to stop 
at or who shall knowingly by-pass any 
scales or weighing station with an over- 
load shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor and upon conviction thereof shall 
be assessed a fine of not to exeeed $100.00 
and shall be assessed damages in the 
amount equal to 2 cents per pound for 
each pound of excess load over 1,000 
pounds when the excess is 2,000 pounds or 
less; 4 cents per pound for each pound 
of excess load when the excess is over 2,000 
pounds but not over 3,000 pounds; 6 cents 
per pound for each pound of excess load 
when the excess is over 3,000 pounds but 
not over 4,000 pounds; 8 cents per pound 
for each pound of excess load when the 
excess is over 4,000 pounds and not over 
5,000 pounds; 10 cents per pound for each 
pound of excess load when the excess is 
over 5,000 pounds. All damages assessed 
under the provisions of this section shall 
be. credited to the general fund of the 
City of Lansing. ¥ 


Sec. 7. SPECIAL PERMITS FOR EXCESS 
SIZE OR WEIGHT ON OTHER 
NON-CONFORMING VEHICLES. 


(a) The City of Lansing, with respect 
to streets under its jurisdiction, may in 
its discretion, upon application in writing 
and good cause being shown therefor, issue 
a special permit in writing authorizing 
the applicant to operate or remove a vehi- 
cle or combination of vehicles of a size or 
weight of vehicle or load exceeding the 
maximum specified in this ordinance or 
otherwise not in conformity with the 
provisions of this ordinance upon any street 
under the jurisdiction of said authority 
granting such a permit and for the main- 
i of which said authority is respon- 
sible 
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(b) The application of any special] per- 
mit shall be on a form prescribed by said 
authority and shall specifically describe 
the vehicle or vehicles and load to be 
operated or moved and the particular 
streets upon which permit to operate is 
requested. 


(c) The City of Lansing may in its 
discretion issue special permits authorizing 
the operation upon a street of traction 
engines or tractors having movable tracks 
with transverse corrugations upon _ the 
periphery of such movable tracks on farm 
tractors or other farm machinery, the 
operation of which upon a street would 
otherwise be prohibited under this chapter. 


(d) Such permit shall be good for one 
trip only on the date specified on the 
permit and the authority granting such a 
permit may restrict or prescribe conditions 
of operation of such vehicles, when neces- 
sary to insure against undue damage to 
the road foundations, surfaces, structures 
or installations and may require a reason- 
able inspection fee and such security as. 
may be deemed necessary to compensate 
for any damages caused by such movement. 


(e) It shall be lawful to transport tele- 
phone, telegraph and electric poles of a 
greater length as otherwise authorized 
over the streets in the construction, main- 
tenance and repair of telephone, telegraph 
and electric’ poles, provided a permit is 
first secured therefor from the City of 
Lansing. 


(f) Every permit shall be carried in 
the vehicle or combination of vehicles to 
which it refers and shall be open to 
inspection by any police officer or author- 
ized agent of any authority granting such 
permit, and no person shall violate any 
of the terms or conditions of such special 
permit. ' 


Sec. 8. RESTRICTIONS AS TO USE OF 
CERTAIN COMMERCIAL VEHI- 
CLES ON POSTED STREETS. 


.(a) No. delivery or pick-up of ‘freight 
shall be made, on the street, in the area 
bounded on the west by the west line of 
Capitol Avenue, on the south by the south 
line of Lenawee Street, on the east by the 
Grand River and on the north by the 
north line of Genesee Street, by any truck 
and traiJer combination units, between 
11:00 A.M. and 6:00 P.M. of any. day, 
from Monday to Friday, inclusive. 


(b) There shall be no delivery or pick- 
up of freight, except dairy products, on 
the street, in the area described in para- 
graph (a), between the. hours of 10:00 
A.M. and 1:00 P.M. on Saturdays, by any 
truck exceeding a license weight of 6500 
pounds.

route, may leave the truck route at a point

delivery, and shall return to the truck 
route y the most direct route available. 


(d}) No detached trailers shall be parked 
in any street or alley. 


(e) No truck of more than thirty (30) 


feet in length shall be parked in any street © 


or alley for more than one hour.: 


(f) No vehicle shall project ‘more than 
twenty (20) feet from the curb when 
parked. 


(g) Trash trucks will not be permitted 
in the area described in paragraph .(a) 
on Saturdays and between the hours of 
3:00 P.M. and 6:00 P.M. Monday through 
Friday.

ORDINANCES 


The following ordinances were intro- 
duced by Ald. Lavey, read a first and 
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second time by their titles and referred to 
the Committee on Ordinances. 


CHANGE IN STREET NAME 


An Ordinance to change the names of 
certain streets in the City of Lansing. 


The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. That the names of the follow- 
ing streets shall be changed as herein 
stated, viz: 


That the name of Virginia Street, be- 
tween the West City Limits and Jewell 
Street, south of Holmes Road, be changed 
to BOHNET STREET. 


That the name of Southgate Road, off 
W. Mt. Hope Avenue, be changed to 
BEDFORD STREET. 


That Cumberland Road, from its inter- 
section with South Cambridge Road to its 
intersection with N. Cambridge Road and 
also from its’ intersection with Cambridge 
Road to its northern extremities near 
Moores River Drive, be changed _ to 
NOTTINGHAM ROAD; also 


That N. Cambridge Road, from its inter- 
section with the present Cumberland Road 
to a point where it adjoins Cumberland 
Road to the north be changed to NOTTING- 
HAM ROAD. 


MUNICIPAL PARKING COMMISSION 


An Ordinance to provide for the creation 
of a Municipal Parking Authority Com- 
mission and to prescribe the powers and 
duties thereof. 


The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. It is hereby deemed and de- 
clared that excessive curb parking of mo- 
tor vehicles on streets in the City of Lan- 
sing and the lack of adequate. off-street 
parking facilities creates congestion, ob- 
structs the free circulation of traffic, dimin- 
ishes property values and endangers the 
safety and general welfare of the citizens 
of the City of Lansing; that the provision 
for proper off-street parking facilities are, 
therefore, necessary to alleviate such con- 
dition and to promote the public safety and 
general welfare, and that the same are 
deemed to be proper municipal purpose. 


Section 2. There is hereby created a 
Municipal Parking-Authority-Commission, 
consisting of five (5) members, who shall 
be appointed by the Mayor, by and with 
the consent of the City Council, for terms 
expiring the first Monday in May, 1954. 
On the first Monday in May, 1954, or as 
soon thereafter as may be, the Mayor, by 
and with the consent of the City Council, 
shall appoint five (5) members of said 
Commission who shall hold their office for 
one (1), two (2), three (3), four (4) and 
five (5) years respectively, as designated 
by such appointment, and thereafter such 
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members of the Commission shall be ap- 
pointed for a period of five (5) years. Such 
appointed members of the Commission shall 
hold no other City office and shall serve 
without pay. The Traffic Engineer, City 
Planning Director, City Comptroller and 
a committee of three (3) members of the 
City Council appointed by the Mayor, shall 
be ex-officio members, without vote, of 
such Commission. The Commission is cre- 
ated for the purpose of making factual 
studies and surveys relative to providing 
adequate off-street parking facilities in the 
City, and making recommendations to the 
City Council relative to providing and 
operating adequate off-street parking facili- 
ties and the financing thereof, 


Section 3. The Commission shall annually 
select a Chairman and Vice-Chairman, and 
may appoint such employees as it may deem 
necessary for its work, whose appointment, 
promotion, demotion and removal shall be 
subject to the same provisions of law as 
govern other corresponding civil employees 
of the municipality. The Commission may 
also contract with City planners, engineers, 
architects, and other consultants for such 
services as it may require, The expendi- 
tures of the Commission, exclusive of gifts, 
shall be within the amounts appropriated 
for the purpose by Council, which shall 
provide the funds, equipment, and accom- 
= necessary for the Commission’s 
work. 


Section 4. The Commission shall hold 
meetings regularly and shall designate the 
time and place thereof. It shall adopt its 
own rules of procedure and shall keep a 
record of its proceedings. The City Clerk, 
or a deputy appointed by him, shall be the 
clerk of the Commission. Proper accounts 
of the receipt and expenditure of money 
shall be kept. All meetings, rceords and 
accounts of the Commission shall be public 
and printed in the proceedings of the City 
Council. Three (3) voting members shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business, and an affirmative vote of three 
(3) members shall be required. 


Section 5. The Commission shall make a 
comprehensive study and analysis of present 
and future parking needs for the City of 
Lansing, and submit to the City Council 
a report of its study and analysis of such 
needs, together with its specific recom- 
mendations as to a program of construc- 
tion and financing of off-street parking 
facilities which will, as soon as possible, 
provide a start toward acquiring and mak- 
ing available for use necessary off-street 
parking facilities. In carrying out the 
comprehensive study and analysis herein 
authorized, together with the reports and 
recommendations required, all City de- 
partments, agencies, officers and employees 
are directed to render whatever assistance 
and information to the Commission as it 
may request, and to cooperate with the 
Commission in the performance of its 
functions.

centerline of Washington Avenue to the 
centerline of Mt. Hope Avenue, thence the 
centerline of Mt. Hope Avenue to the 
centerline of Cedar Street, thence the 
centerline of Cedar Street to the centerline 
of the Red Cedar River, thence the center- 
line of the Red Cedar River and the Syca- 
more Creek to the centerline of Mt. Hope 
Avenue, thence the centerline of Mt. Hope 
Avenue to the City Limits; 


“The SEVENTH WARD shall consist of 
all that part of the City of Lansing which 
lies east of the Grand River and is south 
of the centerline of East Grand River Ave- 
nue and north of the centerline of Michigan 
Avenue; 


“The EIGHTH WARD shall consist of 
all that part of the City of Lansing which 
lies south of the third ward and west of 
the fifth and sixth wards. 


“No person holding the office of Alder- 
man in any ward of the City at the time 
that this section shall become law, or who 
has been elected to that office in any ward 
of the City, shall be deprived of the 
office held by him, or to which he has been 
elected, but he shall be entitled to a seat 
in the ward in which he resides at the 
time this section becomes effective, for the 
term to which he has been elected so long 
as he remains a resident of that ward, 
even though such ward may, for the term 
of any such Alderman, be represented by 
more than two Aldermen; Provided, that 
no vacancy in the office of Alderman shall 
be filled in any such ward, unless such 
vacancy reduces the number of Aldermen 
for such ward to less than two.

MEMO: Mayor Crego. 


Following the election of November 3, 
1953, wherein the charter was amended 
to re-define the several wards of the City, 
and providing for the election in _ its 
wards having less than two aldermen, as 
re-defined, the question presents itself as 
to the status of the members of the com- 
missions, particularly under Chapters 14, 
16 and 20 providing for the appointment of 
the members of the Board of Police and Fire 
Commissioners, Cemetery and Public Parks 
Commissioners and the Board of Water 
and Electric Light Commissioners. 


Since the charter is practically indentical 
in verbiage relative to the appointments 


and terms of the members, for the purpose . 


of this opinion it will be considered that 
they are identical. 


Illustrating: Sec. 209 provides, ‘The 
board of police and fire commissioners shall 
consist of eight duly qualified electors and 
freeholders of the City of Lansing, one 
to be appointed from each ward, * * *.” 
Further, “On the first Monday in May, 
1918, or as soon thereafter as may be, and 
each succeeding year thereafter, the Mayor, 
by and with the consent of the city coun- 
cil shall appoint two members of said board, 
who shall hold their office for four years. 
* * *,.” Further, ‘In case any vacancy 
occurs, the Mayor by and with the con- 
sent of the city council, shall appoint one 
person to fill the unexpired term.” 


There would appear to be many cases 
decisive of the status of such persons 
where they remove from the ward or dis- 
trict from which they were originally ap- 
pointed but a determination of the question 
of their status when their residence con- 
tinues as when appointed, but because of 
re-definition of ward boundaries they are 
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residents of other wards there seems to 
be paucity of authority. 


In a case entitled, The People et al, 
vs. the Village of Highland Park, the 
Attorney General brought an action to 
test the right of the Village of Highland 
Park to exercise the franchises of a muni- 
cipal corporation. The Village of Highland 
Park had been incorporated by Act 371 
of the Local Acts of 1889. The Village 
Council consisted of six trustees and other 
village officers, being the president of the 
council, clerk, treasurer, assessor, consta- 
ble and street commissioner. In 1891 the 
Legislature passed an act amendatory of 
the charter of the City of Detroit and 
enlarging its boundaries. By this act the 
greater part of the Village of Highland 
Park was detached from it and attached 
to the City of Detroit. A greater portion 
of the inhabitants of the Village were resi- 
dents of the detached territory. In fact 
only about 200 remained in Highland 
Park—49 of whom were voters. The act 
became effective May 18, 1891 and there- 
after on May 28 the Village Council of 
Highland Park consisting of the six trustees 
and the other officials, above mentioned, 
adopted a resolution to fill the offices made 
vacant by the act detaching the territory, 
and ordered a special election for the elec- 
tion of new trustees and other officers. 


The court held, ““The very action of the 
council was predicated upon the existence 
of vacancies created by the law and no 
declaration or resolution by the council 
was necessary to establish the fact. The 
participation therefore of these removed 
trustees at the meeting of May 28 was un- 
warranted and without any legal effect.’’ 
This case is reported in 88 Mich., page 
653. 


In the case of Ross vs. Barber, 86 Mich. 
page 380, the Legislature changed the 
boundaries of the wards of the City of 
Bay City. Previous to such change an 
alderman and resident of the fifth ward 
had been elected but by the change of 
boundaries he no longer was a resident 
of the fifth ward but became a resident 
of the fourth ward as reconstructed by the 
Legislature. By the charter the office of 
alderman became vacant by the removal 
of the alderman from his ward. The court 
said, ‘‘We think the removal provided for 
applies to removals by change of boundar- 
ies by the Legislature as well as a volun- 
tary removal by the alderman. The reasons 
apply equally to either mode of removal. 
In either case the office is vacant.” 


In coming to the conclusion that the 
offices of the commissioners whose wards 
have been changed have become vacant I 
would have to conclude that the same would 
be true of the office of aldermen had it not 
been provided for in the charter, as amend- 
ed last week. Accordingly, it is my opinion 
that those who are now residents of wards 
other than in those in which they were at 
the date of their appointments, are no 
longer members of the commissions and 
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that it is your duty to appoint commission- 
ers to fill the unexpired terms of each 
of them.

Gentlemen: 


There is at times considerable congestion 
caused in the 100 block of E. Michigan 
Avenue by the blocking of the alley by 
trucks making deliveries and the inability 
of other trucks to enter the alley running 
south from Michigan Avenue between the 
American State Bank Building and the 
Consumers Power Co. Building to a junc- 
tion with the east-west alley that at one 
time provided an outlet onto Grand Ave- 
nue. Your attention is called to what seems 
to be an opportune time to reopen this alley 
east to Grand Avenue, which it is under- 
stood, was alleged to have been closed by 
unorthodox methods. 


You will also recall that there is an- 
other alley, presumed to be private, that 
formerly ran from the east-west alley 
south to Allegan Street. This was in con- 
nection with the old bus station. It is 
now impossible to enter the north end of 
this alley as it is blocked off by a wall. 


The status of the east-west alley was 
checked with the City Assessor and any 
technicalities should be discussed with him. 
The City Plan Commission advises the 
writer that on May 4, 1950, a Master Plan 
of Downtown Alleys was presented to the 
Council so that an ordinance could be 
enacted which would prevent the closing 
of present or potential alleys by buildings. 


Many of our traffic problems in the 
downtown area can be traced to lack of 
adequate alleys for merchandise pick-up 
and delivery.

1 to 8 inclusive, and to repeal Sections 9 
and 10 thereof of an ordinance entitled, 
“An Ordinance to provide for the division

The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. The title and Sections 1 to 
8, inclusive, of the ordinance entitled, 
“An Ordinance to provide for the division 
of the First, Second, Third, Fourth, Fifth, 
Sixth, Seventh and Eighth Wards of the 
City of Lansing into one or more election 
precincts respectively and for the appoint- 
ment of a Board of Election Commissioners, 
and to repeal Ordinance No. 38 of the 
Compilation of Ordinances for the year 
1928, as amended May 14, 1928,” are hereby 
amended to read as follows, and Sections 
9 and 10 hereof are hereby repealed. 


TITLE 


AN ORDINANCE TO PROVIDE FOR 
THE DIVISION OF EACH OF THE 
SEVERAL WARDS OF THE CITY OF 
LANSNG INTO ONE OR MORE ELEC- 
TION PRECINCTS RESPECTIVELY AND 
TO REPEAL ALL OTHER ORDINANCES 
OR SECTIONS OF ORDINANCES IN 
CONFLICT HEREWITH. 
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Section 1. The First Ward of the City 
of Lansing shall be divided into three 
Voting Precincts to be known as Election 
Precinct A, Election Precinct B, and Elec- 
tion Precinct C, respectively, and described 
as follows: 


Election Precinct A of the First Ward 
shall consist of all that portion of the First 
Ward lying north of the center line of 
Grand River Avenue and west of the center 
line of High Srteet and south of the center 
line of David Street. 


Election Precinct B of the First Ward 
shall consist of all that portion of the First 
Ward lying north of the center line of 
David Street extended to the center line 
of DeWitt Road extended and the Grand 
River. 


Election Precinct C of the First Ward 
shall consist of all that portion of the First 
Ward lying east of the following line: 
Commencing at the intersection of David 
Street and High Street, south to the center 
line of E. Grand River Avenue, thence 
east and southeast along the center line 
of E. Grand River Avenue to the center 
line of Sheridan Street, thence east along 
the center line of E. Grand River Avenue 
to center line of Wood Street, thence north 
along the center line of Wood Street to the 
center line of David Street, thence west 
along David Street to the point of begin- 
ning. 


Section 2. The Second Ward of the City 
of Lansing shall be divided into six Elec- 
tion Precincts to be known as Election 
Precinct A, Election Precinct B, Election 
Precinct C, Election Precinct D, Election 
Precinct E and Election Precinct F, 
described as follows: 


' Election Precinct A of the Second Ward 
shall consist of all that portion of the 
Second Ward lying east of the center line 
of Chestnut Street, south of Shiawassee 
Street and north of Washtenaw Srteet. 


Election Precinct B of the Second Ward 
shall consist of all that portion of the 
Second Ward lying west of the center line 
of Chestnut Street and east of the ten 
hundred blocks between Butler Boulevard 
and Logan Street, south of Shiawassee 
Street and north of Washtenaw Street. 


Election Precinct C of the Second Ward 
shall consist of all that portion of the 
Second Ward lying west of the ten hun- 
dred blocks between Butler Boulevard and 
Logan Street lying south of Shiawassee 
Street and north of Washtenaw Street. 


Election Precinct D of the Second Ward 
shall consist of all that portion of the 
Second Ward lying west of the center line 
of Westmoreland Avenue, south of the 
center line of W. Saginaw Street and north 
of the center line of Shiawassee Street. 


Election Precinct E of the Second Ward 
shall consist of all that portion of the 
Second Ward lying south of Saginaw Street, 
west of Pine Street and east of the center 
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line of Westmoreland Avenue, and north 
of Shiawassee Street. 


Election Precinct F of the Second Ward 
shall consist of all that portion of the 
Second Ward described as follows: Begin- 
ning at the intersection of Shiawassee 
Street and Pine Street, north on Pine 
Street to the center line of Saginaw Street, 
thence east on Saginaw Street to the Grand 
River, thence southerly along Grand River 
to the center line of Shiawassee Street, 
thence west to the place of beginning. 


Section 8. The Third Ward of the City 
of Lansing shall be divided into seven 
Election Precincts, to be known as Elec- 
tion Precinct A, Election Precinct B, 
Election Precinct C, Election Precinct D, 
Election Precinct E, Election Precinct F, 
and Election Precinct G, described as 
follows: 


Election Precinct A of the Third Ward 
shall consist of all that portion of the 
Third Ward lying within the following 
described boundaries: Commencing at the 
intersection of Washington Avenue and 
Washtenaw Street, thence west on Wash- 
tenaw Street to center line of Townsend 
Street, south on Townsend Street to center 
line of Lenawee Street, west on Lenawee 
Street to center line of Walnut Street, 
south on Walnut Street to Grand River, 
and along Grand River to center line of 
Washington Avenue, north on Washing- 
ton Avenue to place of beginning. 


Election Precinct B of the Third Ward 
shall consist of all that portion of the 
Third Ward bounded on the north by 
Washtenaw Street, on the west by Logan 
Street, on the south by Lenawee Street, 
and on the east by Townsend Street. 


Election Precinct C of the Third Ward 
shall consist of all that portion of the 
Third Ward bounded on the north by Lena- 
wee Street, on the west by Sycamore 
Street, on the south by Grand River, and 
on the east by Walnut Street. ; 


Election Precinct D of the Third Ward 
shall consist of all that portion of the 
Third Ward bounded on the north by Lena- 
wee Street, on the west by Logan Street, 
on the south by Grand River, and on the 
east by Sycamore Street. 


Election Precinct E of the Third Ward 
shall consist of all that portion of the 
Third Ward lying west of Logan Street 
and north of St. J oseph Street. 


Election Precinct F of the Third Ward 
shall consist of all that portion of the 
Third Ward lying west of Logan Street 
and south of St. Joseph Street. 


Election Precinct G of the Third Ward 
shall consist of all that portion of the 
Third Ward described as follows: Com- 
mencing at the intersection of Washington 
Avenue and Washtenaw Street, thence 
east along the centerline of Washtenaw 
Street to the Grand River, south and west 
along the Grand River to the center line 
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of Washington Avenue, thence north along 
the center line of Washington Avenue to 
place of beginning. 


Section 4. The Fourth Ward of the City 
of Lansing shall be divided into four 
Election Precincts, to be known as Elec- 
tion Precinct A, Election Precinct B, 
aia Precinct C, and Election Precinct 


Election Precinct A of the Fourth Ward 
shall consist of that portion of the Fourth 
Ward described as follows: Commencing 
at the intersection of Knollwood Avenue, 
extended, and the Grand River, south on 
Knollwood Avenue, extended, to the inter- 
section of Maple Street, extended, thence 
east on Maple Street to the Grand River, 
thence northerly and northwesterly along 
the Grand River to the place of beginning. 


Election Precinct B of the Fourth Ward 
shall consist of all that portion of the 
Fourth Ward described as follows: Be- 
ginning at the intersection of Saginaw 
Street and Capitol Avenue, thence north 
on Capitol Avenue to the center line of 
Maple Street, thence west on Maple Street 
to the center line of State Street, thence 
south on State Street to the center line 
of Daleford Avenue, thence east on Dale- 
ford Avenue to the center line of Syca- 
more Street, thence south on Sycamore 
Street to the center line of Bluff Street, 
thence east on Bluff Street to center line 
of Pine Street, thence south on Pine 
Street to the center line of Saginaw Street, 
thence east on Saginaw Street to place of 
beginning.

Section 5. The Fifth Ward of the City

Election Precinct D of the Fifth Ward 
shall consist of all that portion of the Fifth 
Ward lying east of the center line of 
Hosmer Street, and south of the following 
described line: Commencing at the inter- 
section of Hosmer Street and St. Joseph 
Street, thence east along the center line 
of St. Joseph Street to the north line of 
the C & O Railroad right of way, thence 
along the north line of the C & O Rail- 
road right of way to a point eight rods 
east of Regent Street.

Road, east in the center of Jolly Road to 
the westerly line of Michigan Central Rail- 
road right-of-way, north along said right- 
of-way to the easterly boundary of Penn- 
sylvania Avenue, thence north along the 
easterly boundary to the east and west 
quarter line of Section twenty-seven (27), 
west along the east and west quarter lines 
of Sections twenty-seven (27) and twenty- 
eight (28) to the point of beginning. 


Election Precinct E shall consist of all 
that portion of said Ward described as 
follows: Commencing at the center of 
Cedar Street and the east and west quarter 
line of Section twenty-eight (28), thence 
south along the center line of Cedar Street 
to the center of Jolly Road, west along 
the center line of Jolly Road to the west 
line of Section Thirty-three (33), north 
along the west line of Section Thirty-three 
(38), to the southeast corner of Section 
twenty-nine (29), west along the south line 
of Section twenty-nine (29) to the center 
line of Washington Avenue, northeasterly 
along the center of Washington Aveune 
to a point of intersection with the Section 
line of Sections twenty-eight (28) and 
twenty-nine (29), thence north along said 
Section line to the west one-quarter corner 
of Section twenty-eight (28), east along 
the east and west quarter line of Section 
twenty-eight (28) to the center of said 
Section, thence south along the west line 
of Reola Park Subdivision to the south 
line of said subdivision, thence easterly 
along the south line of said subdivision, 
990 feet, thence north to the east and west 
quarter line of Section twenty-eight, thence 
east along the said quarter line to the point 
of beginning. 


Section 7. The Seventh Ward of the City 
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of Lansing shall be divided into eight 
Election Precincts, to be known as Elec- 
tion Precinct A, Election Precinct B, Elec- 
tion Precinct C, Election Precinct D, Elec- 
tion Precinct E, Election Precinct F, Elec- 
tion Precinct G and Election Precinct H 
described as follows: 


Election Precinct A of the Seventh Ward 
shall consist of all that portion of the 
Seventh Ward lying north of the center 
line of Saginaw Street, and south of center 
line of Sheridan Street and east of the west 
lines of Sections 11 and 14. 


Election Precinct B of the Seventh Ward 
shall consist of all that portion of the 
Seventh Ward lying west of the center 
line of Pennsylvania Avenue and south of 
center line of Shiawassee Street. 


Election Precinct C of the Seventh Ward 
shall consist of all that portion of the 
Seventh Ward lying east of the center 
of Holmes Street, and south of the Indus- 
trial School lands and east of the west 
line of Sections 11 and 14. 


Election Precinct D of the Seventh Ward 
shall consist of all that portion of the 
Seventh Ward described as follows: Com-

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ORDINANCES 


The following ordinance was introduced by the Committee on Ordinances, read a first 
and second time by its title, and referred to the Committee on Ordinances: 


An ordinance to amend sub-section (c) of Section 1 of Article VI and to add a new 
sub-section to stand as sub-section ‘e) thereof; amend Section 1 of Article XVI; amend 
Schedule III, adopted pursuant to Sections 3 and 6 of Article XVI; amend Schedule IV, 
adopted pursuant to Section 4 of Article XVI; amend Schedule V,. adopted pursuant to 
Section 5 of Article XVI, of an ordinance entitled, “An ordinance regulating traffic upon 
the public streets and alleys of the City of Lansing, providing for a traffic division within 
the police department, providing for the control, management and operation of parking 
lots under lease or ownership by the City, providing for licensing and regulation of bicycles 
within the City of Lansing, repealing Ordinance No. 128, as amended, of the ordinances of 
the City. of Lansing, Ordinances 35, 167 and 265, also known as Ordinance No. 116 of the 
compilation of ordinances of 1940 and all other ordinances of the City of Lansing regulating 
traffic upon the streets of said City.” 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Article VI; Article XVI; Schedule III, adopted pursuant to Sections 3 and 6 
of Article XVI; Schedule IV, adopted pursuant to Section 4 of Article XVI; Schedule V, 
adopted pursuant to Section 5 of Article XVI, of the ordinance entitled, ‘‘An ordinance 
regulating traffic upon the public streets and alleys of the City of Lansing, providing for 
a traffic division within the police department, providing for the control, management and 
operation of parking lots under lease or ownership by the City, providing for licensing and 
regulation of bicycles within the City of Lansing, repealing Ordinance No. 123, as amended, 
of the ordinances ef the City of Lansing, Ordinances 35, 167 and 265, also known as 
Ordinance No. 116 of the ompilation of ordinances of 1940 and all other ordinances of the 
City of Lansing regulating traffic upon the streets of said City,”’ are hereby amended to 
read as follows: 


ARTICLE VI. 


Turning Movements 


Sec. 1. Required position and method of turning at intersections.—The driver of a vehicle 


intending to turn at an intersection shall do so as follows: 


(a) Both the approach for a right turn and a right turn shall be made as close as 
practical to the right-hand curb or edge of the roadway. 


(b) Approach for a left turn shall be made in that portion of the right half of the road- 
way nearest the center line thereof and after entering the intersection the left turn shall 
be made so as to leave the intersection to the right of the center line of the roadway being 
entered. 


(ec) Approach for a left turn from a two-way street into a one-way street shall be made 
in that portion of the right half of the roadway nearest the center line thereof and by 
passing to the right of such center line where it enters the intersection. BOTH THE 
APPROACH FOR A LEFT TURN AND a left turn from a one-way street into a two-way 
street shall be made FROM AS CLOSE AS PRACTICAL TO THE LEFT-HAND CURB 
OR EDGE OF THE ROADWAY to the right of the center line of the street being entered 
upon leaving the intersection. 


(d) Where both streets or roadways are one-way, both the approach for a left turn and 
a left turn shall be made as close as practical to left-hand curb or edge of the roadway. 


(e) WHENEVER APPROPRIATE SIGNS ARE ERECTED INDICATING A _ RIGHT 
OR LEFT TURN FROM A SPECIFIC LANE, NO DRIVER SHALL DISOBEY THE 
DIRECTIONS OF ANY SUCH SIGNS. 


Sec. 2. Authority to place and obedience to turning markers.—The city traffic engineer 
with the approval of the City Council is hereby authorized to determine those intersections 
at which drivers of vehicles shall not make a right, left or U turn, and shall place proper 
signs at such intersections. The making of such turns may be prohibited between certain 
hours of any day: and permitted at other hours, in which event the same shall be plainly 
indicated on the signs or they may be removed when such turns are permitted. 


Sec. 3. Obedience to no-turn signs.—Whenever appropriate signs are erected indicating 
that no right or left or U turn is permitted, no driver of a vehicle shall disobey the directions 
of any such sign. (No left turns described in Schedule VIII attached to and made a part 
of this Ordinance.) 


Sec. 4. Limitations on turning around.—It shall be unlawful for the driver of any vehicle 
to turn such vehicle so as to proceed in the opposite direction unless such movement can 
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be made in safety and without backing or otherwise interfering with other traffic. No person 
shall turn any vehicle around at any street intersection. No person shall make a U turn 
with a vehicle in the central] business district. 


Sec. 56. Turning on curve or crest of grade prohibited.—No vehicle shall be turned so as 
to proceed in the opposite direction upon any curve, or upon the approach to, or near the 
crest of a grade, where such vehicle cannot be seen by the driver of any other vehicle 
approaching from either direction within 500 feet. 


Sec. 6. Signals for starting, stopping or turning.—(a) The driver of any vehicle upon a 
highway before starting, stopping or turning from a direct line shall first see that such 
movement can be made in safety and shall give a signal as required in this section. 


(b) The signal herein required shal] be given either by means of the hand and arm in the 
manner herein specified, or by a mechanical or electrical signal device which conveys an 
intelligible signal or warning to another driver approaching from either direction. 


Whenever the signal is given by means of the hand and arm, the driver shall indicate 
his intention to start, stop, or turn by extending the hand and arm horizontally from and 
beyond the left side of the vehicle.

Stopping, Standing, or Parking Restricted or Prohibited on Certain Streets, 
Alleys or Places Under Jurisdiction of City 


Sec. 1. The provisions of this article prohibiting the standing or parking of a vehicle shall 
apply at all times or at those times herein specified or as indicated on official signs except 
when it is necessary to stop a vehicle to avoid conflict with other traffic or in compliance 
with the directions of a police officer or official traffic-control device. Provided, however, 
that in streets or parts of streets described in Schedule VI, adopted pursuant to this 
Article, except wherein parking is limited to less than one hour, any person who is physically 
incapacitated by the loss or loss of use of one or both legs at or above the ankle and who 
requires a specially constructed or equipped motor vehicle because of such disability, shall 
be entitled to park such motor vehicle for a period of not to exceed nine hours on any 
of the streets or parts of streets wherein parking is so limited, except where such limitation 
is for a period of less than one hour by ordinance; provided further, that such physically 
incapacitated person shall obtain a card, issued by the Chief of Police, certifying that the 
holder thereof meets the requirements of this section and he shall exhibit such card upon 
the request of any police officer. The vehicle, when parked by the holder of such card, 
shall carry a sticker or placard conspicuously displayed and clearly visible from the outside 
of such vehicle, also issued by the Chief of Police, to indicate the right of the holder 
thereof to park under the provisions of this section. 


Provided, further, that for the purpose of determination of the qualification of any 
person so incapacitated the Mayor is hereby directed to appoint a committee of three persons, 
consisting of the Chief of Police, an orthopedic physician and an elector and freeholder 
of said City upon whose approval such card shall be so issued, the latter two of such 
committee to serve for three years. 


And be it provided further that any abuse of this privilege or complaints in regard 
thereto be referred to said committee and after a hearing thereon said committee shall 
determine whether or not the permit should be revoked. Any holder of such permit who is 
dissatisfied with decision of said committee shall have the right to appeal said decision to 
City Council within two weeks of the rendering thereof. 


Sec. 2. Regulations not exclusive.—The provisions of this article imposing a time limit 
on parking shall not relieve any person from the duty to observe other and more restrictive 
provisions prohibiting or limiting the stopping, standing or parking of vehicles in specified 
places or at specified times. 


Sec. 3. Parking prohibited at all times on certain streets.—When signs are erected giving 
notice thereof, no person shall park a vehicle at any time upon any of the streets described 
in Schedule III attached to and made a part of this ordinance. 


Sec. 4. Parking prohibited during certain hours on certain streets.—When signs are 
erected giving notice thereof no person shall park a vehicle between the hours specified 
in Schedule IV herein of any day, except Sundays and public holidays, within the district 
or upon any of the streets or parts of streets described in said Schedule IV attached hereto 
and made a part of this ordinance. 


Sec. 5. Stopping, standing, or parking prohibited during certain hours on certain streets.— 
When signs are erected in each block giving notice thereof, no person shall stop, stand or 
park a vehicle between the hours specified in Schedule V of any day except Sunday and 
public holidays within the district or upon: any of the streets described in said Schedule V 
attached to and made a part of this ordinance. 
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Sec. 6. Parking time limited on certain streets.—When signs are erected in each block © 


giving notice thereof, no person shall park a vehicle on the same side of the street in any 
one block for longer than during such time as is posted upon such signs of any day except 
Sundays and public holidays within the district or upon any of the streets described in 
Schedule VI attached to and made a part of this ordinance. 


Sec. 7. Parking, stopping or standing prohibited on certain areas under jurisdiction of the 
City.—When signs are erected upon areas under jurisdiction of the City of Lansing other 
than streets, alleys or parks no person shal] park, stop or stand a vehicle in violation of 
signs thereon, clearly indicating such parking, standing or stopping to be prohibited in areas 
described in Schedule VII attached to and made a part of this ordinance. 


See. 8. Parking signs required.—Whenever by this or any other ordinance of this city 
any parking time limit is imposed or parking is prohibited on designated streets it shall be 
the duty of the city traffic commission to erect appropriate signs giving notice thereof and 
no such regulations shall be effective unless said signs are erected and in place at the time 
of any alleged offense.

The following ordinance was introduced 
by the Committee on Ordinances, read a 
first and second time by its title and 
referred to the Committee on Ordinances: 


An Ordinance Requiring the Partial 
Dismantling of Ice Boxes and 
Refrigerators 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation to have in his 
possession, either inside or outside of any 
building, structure or dwelling in a place 
accessible to children, within the City of 
Lansing, any abandoned, unattended or 
discarded icebox, refrigerator or any other 
container of any kind which has an air 
tight, snap latch, or other locking device 
thereon, without first removing the snap 
latch or other locking device, or the doors 
from such icebox, refrigerator or other 
container. 


Section 2. Any person, firm or corpor- 
ation violating any of the provisions of 
this ordinance shall, upon _ conviction 
thereof, be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and shall be subject to a fine not exceed- 
ing $100.00 or to imprisonment for a 
period not exceeding 90 days, or to both 
such fine and imprisonment in the discre- 
tion of the court. Each day such violation 
is committed or permitted to continue shall 
constitute a separate offense and shall be 
punishable as such. 


Section 8. All ordinances or parts of 
ordinances in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


The following ordinance was introduced 
by the Committee on Ordinances, read a 
first and second time by its title and 
referred to the Committee on Ordinances. 


An ordinance adopting precised plats 
showing the proposed future outside lines 
of downtown alleys, and declaring the in- 
tention of the City of Lansing to acquire 
privately owned lands within said proposed 
future outside lines, within twenty years 
from date hereof, and regulating the erec- 
tion, construction, reconstruction, or alter- 
ation of buildings or structures within said 
proposed lines. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That, under authority of 
Act number 222 of the Public Acts of 
Michigan of 1948, and in accordance with 
the Master Plan of Alleys for the City of 
Lansing, Michigan, as adopted by the Lan- 
sing City Plan Commission on May 4, 
1950, said Plan Commission has made and 
certified detailed and precised plats show- 
ing the proposed future outside lines of 
proposed alleys, which plats are hereby 
adopted and made a part of this ordinance. 


Section 2. It is hereby declared that the 
adoption of such certified plats shall not 
of themselves constitute or be deemed to 
constitute the taking of any land for the 
widening or opening of such alleys, nor 
the depriving of any legally recorded owner 
of land located within said outside lines 
from reasonable use of such land as 
provided hereinafter, but it shall be the 
intention of the City of Lansing to acquire 
or cause to be acquired, from time to time, 
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the privately owned lands lying within said 
outside lines as shown on said plats, ade- 
quate in width and design to provide for 
free movement of traffic, within twenty 
years from date hereof, and to provide 
for the general welfare, convenience and 
safety of the people of the City of Lansing. 


Section 3. After the effective date of 
this ordinance, no permit shall be issued 
for, and no building or structure or part 
thereof shall be erected or constructed, and 
no building or structure shall be altered or 
reconstruted within said outside lines as 
shown on portions of said plat located 
within the corporate limits of the City of 
Lansing, or which may from time to time 
become located therein, except as other- 
wise provided for in this ordinance. 


Section 4. The owner or person to whom 
is assessed any land located within’ said 
outside lines, as set forth in Section 3 
above, may file with the Lansing Zoning 
Board of Appeals an appeal for a special 
permit for the erection, construction, re- 
construction, or alteration of a building 
or structure, or part thereof, within said 
outside lines, and the Zoning Board of 
Appeals may receive, consider, and take 
action upon such appeal subject to the 
conditions and limitations set forth here- 
inafter. 


Section 5. Upon appeal, the Zoning 
Board of Appeals shall determine the 
facts relating thereto, and, before taking 
any action, shall hold a public hearing 
thereon, at least ten (10) days’ notice of 
the time and place of which shall be given 
to the appellant by mail sent to the 
address specified by the appellant in his 
appeal petition. 


Section 6. The Zoning Board of Appeals 
shall have the power on appeal filed in 
accordance with the provisions of this 
ordinance, and subject specifically to limita- 
tions set forth in this section to authorize 
the granting of a permit for and the erec- 
tion, construction, reconstruction, or alter- 
ation of a building, or structure, or part 
thereof, within said outside lines as shown 
on said plat, in any case in which the 
Board finds, upon the evidence and argu- 
ments presented to it on such appeal, (a) 
that the entire property of the appellant 
located in whole, or in part, within the 
outside lines shown on the plat cannot yield 
a reasonable return to the owner unless 
such permit be granted, and (b) that, bal- 
ancing the interest of the municipality 
in preserving the integrity of the adopted 
plat and the interests of the owner of the 
property in the use and benefits of his 
property, the granting of such permit is 
required by considerations of justice and 
equity. 


‘Section 7. In the event the Board de- 
cides to authorize a building permit and 
erection, it shall provide the greatest 
possible protection to the intent and purpose 
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of this ordinance by specifying the exact 
location, ground area, height, and other 
details and conditions of size, character 
and construction, and also the duration 
of the building, structure, or part thereof, 
to be permitted. Before authorizing the 
granting of such a permit, the Board shall 
obtain from the owner a signed and notar- 
ized agreement that, at such time as the 
City desires to acquire the property, the 
owner shall remove such permitted build- 
ing or structure, or part thereof, at his own 
expense, and without compensation from 
the City. 


Section 8. In the event the Board finds 
it necessary, in consideration of justice 
and equity, to authorize the issuing of a 
permit for a building or structure, or part 
thereof, within said outside lines, a period 
of sixty (60) days shall elapse after such 
decision is reached before the permit is 
issued, in order that notice of such deci- 
sion may be transmitted without delay 
by the Board to the City Council, which 
thereupon may decide, at its discretion, 
to acquire the property in order to prevent 
the erection of any building or structure 
which would render such property difficult 
to acquire at a later time. 


Section 9. Amendments to this. ordi- 
nance, or changes in the outside lines 
shown on the plat accompanying and made 
a part of this ordinance shall be made in 
accordance with the State Law pertaining 
thereto. 


Section 10. This ordinance is declared 
severable and if any section or any part 
of a section is held to be unconstitutional 
the validity of the balance of this ordi- 
nance shall not be affected thereby.
